The  honor  code  means  that: 

Each  student  is  expected  to  he  honest  and  truthful  at  all  times. 

Each  student  is  personally  responsible  for  her  own  conduct,  for  her 
igations  to  the  college  community,  and  for  informing  herself  of  and  for 
ding  by  the  college  regulations.  If  a  student  breaks  a  regulation,  she  is 
^ected  to  correct  her  offense  by  reporting  herself  to  the  proper  au- 
rities:  in  an  academic  matter,  to  the  instructor  concerned;  in  an  ad- 
listrative  matter,  to  the  officer  of  administration  concerned;  and  in  a 
dent  government  matter,  to  an  upperclass  member  of  the  Judicial 
ard. 

\4  student  is  responsible  for  seeing  that  the  honor  code  is  carried  out 
\ill  times.  If  she  is  aware  of  a  violation  of  the  code  by  another  student, 
:»■  her  duty  to  see  that  the  offender  reports  the  violation. 

The  honor  code  is  violated  when  a  student  is  dishonest  or  untruthful, 
jn  a  student  fails  to  report  herself  for  a  rule  infraction,  or  when  a 
jient  fails  to  correct  a  violation  of  the  code  by  another  student. 

Three  basic  principles  underlie  the  honor  code:  at  all  times,  a  stu- 
t  shows  absolute  integrity,  fulfills  her  community  obligations,  and 
imes  responsibility  for  her  fellow  citizens  in  the  community.

3.  The  Trustees  reserve  all  powers  and  authority  not  hereinbefoi 
specifically  granted  to  others,  and  reserve  the  right  to  modify  or  repe; 
this  grant  of  authority  at  any  time  at  their  discretion.

Registration

Every  organization  is  required  to  file  a  copy 
its  constitution  with  the  Dean  of  the  College,  the  Dean  of  Studenp 
and  the  college  library.

Sign  Out  System 
Dormitory  Cards

over  or  turned  in  to  the  hall  proctor  by  6:00  p.m.  every  Monday. 

2.  When  going  out,  each  student  signs  on  her  card  the  name  of  the  person  wit 
whom  she  is  going. 

3.  A  student  should  sign  out  on  her  dormitory  card  when: 

a.  Leaving  the  campus  except  when  special  permission  has  been  obtained 

b.  Dating  in  the  parlor  or  on  the  campus. 

c.  Horseback  riding  outside  the  Ridgewood  and  Wilmont  areas  other  than  f< 
class. 

d.  Bicycle  riding  outside  the  Ridgewood  and  Wilmont  areas. 

4.  A  student  may  not  sign  out  or  in  for  another  dormitory  student. 

Special  Permission  Slips  (filed  in  S.P.  Board). 

A  student  must  sign  a  special  permission  slip  immediately  upon  leaving  at 
upon  returning  to  the  college  for  each: 

1.  Trip  outside   10-mile  radius  of  Raleigh.  2.  Overnight  absence. 

3.  Late  permission. 

Four  Year  Card 

Prior  to  signing  her  special  permission  slip  a  student  must  secure  written  pe 
mission  from  a  member  of  the  Dean  of  Students'  staff  on  her  ioiir  year  ca, 
for  each:  ' 

1.  Trip  outside  35-mile  radius  of  Raleigh.  2.  Overnight  absence. 

(Students  are  cautioned  not  to  drive  alone 
at  night.) 

Instead  of  securing  permission  on  her  four-year  card,  a  student  may  sign  h 
own  home-only  card  under  the  following  conditions: 

1.  That  she  have  blanket  permission. 

2.  That  she  be  going  directly  home. 

3.  That  the  trip  be  made  on  the  week  end. 

If  an  emergency  arises  and  a  student  cannot  change  or  sign  her  ov?'^ 
dormitory  card,  she  may  telephone  the  Dean  of  Students  or  a  member  i 
the  Student  Government  Executive   Committee   and  request  that  tlf. 
change  be  made.  Only  the  Dean  of  Students  can  sign  or  change  a  speci 
permission  slip. 

Special  Privileges 

Some  privileges  require  permission  from  home  and  from  the  Dei 
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Students.    All  permissions  must  be  mailed  directly  to  the  Dean  of 
udents.  These  privileges  include: 

1.  Any  overnight  absence  from  the  college. 

2.  Any  trip  outside  the  35-mile  radius  of  Raleigh. 

3.  Any  overnight  stay  in  a  fraternity  house,  boarding  house,  tourist 
home,  motel  or  hotel,  unless  accompanied  by  a  parent,  legal  guardian, 
or  husband,  requires  a  specific  permission  from  the  parent  or  legal 
guardian. 

Some  privileges  require  permission  from  the  Dean  of  Students  only, 
lese  privileges  include : 

1 .  Any  call  at  a  bachelor's  quarters  or  in  private  rooms  of  a  boarding 
house,  motel,  or  hotel  where  men,  except  legal  guardian,  imme- 
diate family,  uncles,  or  first  cousins  are  present.  If  a  student  is  in 
the  company  of  her  parent,  legal  guardian,  or  husband,  other  men 
may  be  present. 

.2.  Any  return  to  the  college  after  regular  closing  hours. 

i3.  Permission  to  practice  plays  or  hold  meetings  of  any  nature  after 
eleven  or  before  rising  bell. 


Freshmen:  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a  freshman  may  obtain 
blanket  permission  from  her  parent  or  guardian  for  day  trips  and 
overnight  absences.  In  addition,  until  Thanksgiving  a  freshman  must 
have  written  permission  for  each  overnight  absence  other  than  to 
her  home.  All  permissions  must  be  mailed  directly  to  the  Dean  of 
Students  and  must  state  the  destination  and  dates  of  departure  and 
return. 


e  O'clock  Permission 

Dne  o'clock  permission  shall  be  defined  as  late  permission  for  Friday 
hts  to  be  used  for  special  events.  These  events  are  not  specified  for 
'se  with  senior  privileges. 

I.  These  may  be  taken  in  accordance  with  class  privileges  and  with 
approval  of  the  Dean  of  Students. 
Arrangements  for  this  late  permission  include  the  following: 

a.  Sign  for  permission  48  hours  in  advance. 

b.  Sign  special  permission  slip  when  leaving  the  college. 

5.  Late  permissions  may  be  given  for  parties  which  classify  as  spe- 
cial events  and  last  until  one  o'clock. 
I.  One  o'clock  permission  may  also  be  granted  for  the  following: 

a.  Dances 

b.  Concerts 

c.  Long  movies 

d.  Other  approved  special  events 

e.  Return  traveling  time  in  the  triangle  area 
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5.  A  student  may  cancel  a  one  o'clock  permission  any  time  befon 
leaving  school.  If  the  event  the  student  has  gained  permission  t« 
attend  is  canceled  or  changed,  the  student  may  cancel  her  per 
mission  upon  returning  to  the  college  by  official  closing  time  o 
she  may  use  her  permission  for  a  comparable  approved  activit 
and  notify  the  Dean  of  Students  upon  returning  to  the  college. 
Number  of  one  o'clock  permissions  allotted: 
Freshmen — 2      Sophomores — 3      Juniors — 4      Seniors — 5 

Academic  Late  Permission 

During  the  week,  late  permission  is  given  by  the  Dean  of  Students  t 
attend  events  which  have  been  certified  as  academically  \'aluable  by  th 
head  of  a  department.  Such  permission  provides  for  return  to  the  col 
lege  immediately  after  performance. 

Dances 

1.  Students  may  attend  dances  within  the  35-mile  radius  sponsore 
by  approved  organizations  or  institutions. 

2.  A  student  with  blanket  permission  may  attend  Raleigh  dances  an 
out-of-town  dances.  (Until  Thanksgiving  freshmen  must  obtai 
permission  from  home,  mailed  directly  to  the  Dean  of  Students,  fc 
all  out-of-town  dances.) 

3.  When  attending  an  out-of-town  dance  within  a  35-mile  radius  c 
Raleigh,  a  student  may  take  a  one  o'clock  permission  or  an  ovei 
night  if  desired. 

Fraternities 

Meredith  students  may  visit  State  College  fraternity  houses  durin 
hours  approved  by  the  Meredith  Dean  of  Students.  House  mothers  c|< 
other  chaperons  must  be  present  during  the  approved  hours. 

1.  Approved  functions,  other  than  those  held  at  the  house  durinjci 
stated  visiting  hours,  and  all  functions  held  away  from  the  houst 
wUl  be  registered  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Students. 

2.  Students  may  remain  at  a  fraternity  party  only  during  those  hotu 
which  have  been  approved  by  Meredith  College. 

3.  When  signing  out  on  her  dormitory  card,  the  student  must  indical 
the  name  of  the  fraternity  she  is  attending. 

Violation  of  these  regulations  warrants  action  by  the  Judicial  Boan 
unless  the  penalty  is  automatic. 

CLASS  PRIVILEGES 

Each  student  has  privileges  of  the  class  of  which  she  is  a  memb< 
according  to  academic  classification.  For  example,  a  second  year  studei 
who  is  a  freshman  has  freshman  privileges.  A  student  who  changes  acj 
demic  classification  during  a  year  will  subtract  the  overnights  and  1:0 
permissions  she  has  taken  under  her  former  classification  from  those  si 
is  entitled  to  in  her  new  classification  and  be  granted  the  remainder. 

A  day  privilege  may  extend  as  late  as  7:30  p.m.  and  an  evening  priv 
lege  may  begin  as  early  as  6:00  p.m.    Students  may  stay  out  until  1 1 
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Mn.  Monday  through  Thursday,  until  12:00  midnight  on  Friday,  1:00 
.m.  on  Saturday  night,  and  until  11:30  p.m.  on  Sunday. 

Students  are  reminded  that  it  is  safer  to  go  out  in  a  group,  when 
saving  the  campus  after  dark. 

Dating  always  counts  as  a  privilege,  on  or  off  the  campus.  If  a  date 
omes  unexpectedly  to  see  a  student,  she  may  see  him  for  fifteen  minutes 
ithout  using  a  privilege.  More  than  one  fifteen  minute  date  during  a  day 
r  an  evening  counts  as  a  regular  privilege.  Some  activities  which  do 
ot  count  as  privileges,  provided  the  student  is  not  dating,  are  classes 
eld  away  from  campus,  on-campus  business  appointments,  on-campus 
isits  with  relatives,  trips  within  Wilmont  (which  extends  from  Roy's  to 
>ixie  Trail)  or  Ridgewood  shopping  areas,  and  attendance  at  church 
)r  morning  and  evening  services  on  Sunday.  When  going  to  Ridgewood 
r  the  Wilmont  area  without  a  date,  a  student  need  not  sign  out. 

An  overnight  is  defined  as  one  night  away  from  the  college  in  the 
jriod  from  Friday  to  Monday.  Permission  for  overnight  absence  dur- 
ig  the  week,  or  for  needed  travel  time,  may  be  given  in  exceptional 
ises  by  the  Dean  of  Students. 

All  classes  take  privileges  at  their  discretion  except  Freshmen.

1 .  Three  day  engagements  per  week. 

2.  Three  evening  engagements  per  week. 

3.  Seven  overnights  first  semester;  nine  overnights  second  semester. 

4.  When  dating  off  campus,  after  7:30  p.m.  freshmen  will  double  date 
with  a  Meredith  student  until  the  first  open  week-end. 

AUTOMOBILES 

In  order  to  qualify  for  the  privilege  of  keeping  a  car  while  she  is  in 

sidence,   a  Meredith  College   student  must  be   a   senior    (academic 

I  issification)   in  good  standing   (i.e.,  not  on  probation),  must  have 

i:ured  in  advance  parental  permission  on  the  official  form,  and  by 

1  r  signature  must  promise  to  keep  the  following  agreement: 

( I  hereby  agree: 

1.  To  obey  State  traffic  laws. 
'  2.  To  abide  by  all  riding  regulations. 

3.  To  park  only  in  designated  student  parking  areas  on  the  campus. 

4.  To  permit  only  seniors  in  good  standing  to  drive  my  car  (inasmuch 
as  the  actual  owner  of  the  car  is  legally  responsible  in  case  of 
accident  where  the  driver  is  at  fault,  students  are  urged  to  permit 
such  seniors  to  drive  only  if  liability  insurance  includes  coverage 
in  such  cases), 

5.  To  register  the  car  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Students  within 
24  hours  after  bringing  it  to  the  campus,  designating  at  that  time 
the  period  for  which  the  privilege  is  requested. 
To  notify  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Students  within  24  hours  of 
any  change  in  plans  as  recorded  at  registration. 
To  display  in  the  right  hand  lower  corner  of  the  front  windshield  at 
all  times  during  the  period  for  which  the  car  is  registered  an  official 
college  registration  decal  (cost  $1.00). 
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It  is  understood  that  a  violation  of  any  of  these  regulations  will  be  coa 
sidered  a  breach  of  contract.  A  student  violating  a  parking  regulation 
will  be  penalized  by  (1)  a  warning  for  the  first  violation.  (2)  a  $5.00^ 
fine  for  the  second  violation,  (3)  a  forfeit  of  the  privilege  of  keeping  a 
car  in  residence  for  the  third  violation;  however,  any  further  violation 
of  any  regulation  entails  forfeit,  without  warnings,  of  the  privilege  of 
keeping  and  driving  a  car  while  in  residence.  Where  circumstances 
warrant,  a  student  may  appeal  her  fine  or  warning  to  the  Judicial  Board; 
in  case  of  forfeit  of  the  privilege  the  student  may  apply  for  its  restora- 
tion after  three  months. 

Non-resident  Students 

In  order  to  qualify  for  the  privilege  of  parking  a  car  on  campus,  a  non 
resident  student  must  register  her  vehicle  on  the  official  form,  and  by 
her  signature  must  promise  to  keep  the  following  agreement: 

I  hereby  agree: 

1.  To  obey  State  traffic  laws. 

2.  To  abide  by  all  traffic  regulations  of  the  campus. 

3.  To  park  only  in  designated  student  parking  areas  on  the  campus 

4.  To  register  the  car  in  the  business  office  at  the  designated  time. 

5.  To  notify  the  business  office  whenever  the  vehicle  which  i* 
registered  is  exchanged  for  another. 

6.  To  display  in  the  right  hand  lower  corner  of  the  front  windshieU 
at  all  times  during  the  periods  for  which  the  car  is  registered  ai 
official  college  registration  decal  (cost  $1.00). 

A  violation  of  any  of  these  regulations  will  be  considered  a  breach  o: 
contract  warranting  the  same  penalties  applied  to  resident  students. 

Married  Students 

Failure  to  declare  marital  status  immediately  will  be  regarded  a 
intentional  falsification  of  all  college  records. 

Married  students  may  live  in  the  Meredith  dormitories  under  tht^ 
following  conditions:  jt^ 

1.  Each  married  student  must  be  accepted  by  the  Dean  of  Student' 
prior  to  moving  into  a  dormitory. 

2.  All  student  government  regulations  apply  to  married  students  ac 
cording  to  their  academic  classification. 

SPECIAL  PRIVILEGES 

1.  A  second  semester  freshman  will  be  allotted  two  additional  ovei 
nights  for  each  semester  she  is  on  Eligibility. 

2.  A  student  may  borrow  one  day  and/or  one  evening  privilege  fron 
the  following  week  with  permission  from  any  member  of  the  Stu 
dent  Government  Executive  Committee  or  from  a  dormitory  presi 
dent  or  a  vice-president.  During  any  three-week  period,  the  tota 
number  of  privileges  is  not  to  exceed  9  day  and  9  evening  privi"' 
leges  for  freshmen,  or  12  day  and  12  evening  privileges  for  soph<||ii(l 
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mores.  One  privilege  of  the  same  type  borrowed  is  withdrawn 
from  the  following  week. 

K  Freshman  representatives  to  the  Judicial,  Legislative,  Student 
Activities,  and  M.C.A.  boards  may  leave  their  lights  on,  as  needed, 
on  the  nights  that  they  attend  their  respective  board  meetings. 

■.  Freshmen  and  sophomores  on  eligibility  may  participate  in  M.C.A. 
Extension  Projects  at  Dorothea  Dix  Hospital  or  at  the  Blind 
School  once  a  week  without  taking  a  privilege.  Any  subsequent 
visit  by  a  student  on  eligibility  and  any  visit  by  a  student  not  on 
eligibility  will  count  as  a  privilege.  (Note:  Should  similar  school 
sponsored  "extension"  projects  arise  which  might  be  included, 
they  would  be  announced.) 

DORMITORY  REGULATIONS 

mitory  Hours 

i'very  student  must  be  in  her  room  from  official  bedtime  until  rising 
1  except  with  permission  from  her  hall  proctor.  A  student  obtains  per- 
jiion  from  her  hall  proctor  to  spend  the  night  other  than  in  her  room 
i  also  tells  the  proctor  on  whose  hall  she  is  visiting.

.  No  student  may  change  her  room  or  roommate  until  two  weeks 
after  classes  start. 

Unless  an  emergency  arises,  all  room  changes  must  be  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  first  semester.  Room  changes 
for  second  semester  must  be  completed  during  the  first  two  weeks. 
Students  must  have  permission  from  the  Dean  of  Students  before 
making  any  changes. 

i't  Hours 

easonable  quiet  shall  be  observed  in  the  dormitories  at  all  times  and 
'  signs  shall  be  respected.  Special  quiet  is  observed  during  morning 
.  hours  and  during  evening  study  hour  from  7:30  to  10:00,  on  all 
ts  except  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Radios,  record  players  or  other 
cal  instruments  must  not  be  heard  outside  the  room  during  the  hours 
ecial  quiet.  Radios  should  not  be  placed  in  the  windows.  Official  bed- 
is  11:15  p.m.  Monday  through  Thursday,  12:15  a.m.  on  Friday, 
'  a.m.  on  Saturday  and  11:45  on  Sunday.  Quiet  must  be  observed 
1    these  hours,  and  each  student  must  remain  in  her  own  suite. 

Second  semester  freshmen,  sophomores,  juniors,  and  seniors  may 
keep  their  lights  on  at  their  own  discretion. 

First  semester  freshmen  must  have  their  lights  out  at  official  bed- 
time except  on  Saturday  night  when  they  may  keep  lights  on  at 
their  own  discretion.  On  one  night  a  week  lights  may  be  kept  on 
an  hour  after  official  bedtime  provided  that  roommates  sign  with 
their  hall  proctor  for  the  privilege.

PENALTIES 

These  penalties  are  drawn  up  by  the  Legislative  Board.  The  Judic 
Board  may  give  additional  penalties  for  repeated  infractions  of  reg 
lations  otherwise  handled  automatically. 

Pink  Slips 

Pink  slips  are  warnings  given  by  any  member  of  the  student  bo 
for  breaches  of  proper  social  behavior.  The  accumulation  of  two  pi 
slips  within  a  year  for  the  same  offense  warrants  judicial  action.  0 
pink  slip  is  given  for  the  following: 

a.  Displaying  bad  manners  in  chapel. 

b.  Wearing  gym  suits,  jodphurs,  slacks,  or  shorts  on  the  first  flc 
of  Johnson  Hall,  in  the  library,  and  in  the  dining  room. 

c.  Wearing  a  kerchief  in  class,  in  chapel,  in  Johnson  Hall  at 
time;  or  in  the  dining  room  and  library  except  after  Saturday  luni 

d.  Breaking  in  the  cafeteria  line. 

e.  Wearing  slacks  or  shorts  to  business  areas  or  eating  establishmcD 

f.  Meeting  dates  in  places  other  than  Johnson  Hall  or  front  bree: 
ways;  however,  loading  or  unloading  is  permitted  in  other  are; 
such  as  parking  lots  behind  dormitories. 
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.  Conducting  one's  self  improperly  on  the  breezeways  and  in  cars 

parked  on  the  campus. 
.  Smoking  in  restricted  areas.

all  downs  are  given  by  members  of  the  Legislative  and  Judicial 

llrds  for  infractions  of  regulations.  One  automatic  call  down  is  given 

rhe  following: 

I  Failure  to  sign  out  or  failure  to  sign  in  on  dormitory  card.  Upon 
returning  to  the  college,  a  student  who  has  failed  to  sign  out  must 
report  herself  to  her  hall  proctor  and  be  allowed  to  sign  in,  re- 
ceiving only  one  call  down. 

Failure  to  hand  in  dormitory  card  on  time  or  failure  to  place 
card,  properly  filled  out,  in  sign-in  box  by  6:00  p.m.  Monday 
(one  call  down  for  each  day  late). 

Failure  to  sign  in  or  failure  to  sign  out  on  special  permission  slip. 
Failure  to  cancel  special  permission. 

Failure  to  sign  overnight  guests  in  office  of  Dean  of  Students. 
Failure  to  sign  bed  consent  form  for  overnight  guest. 
Making  unnecessary  noise. 
Failure  to  attend  required  meetings. 

Failure  to  return  to  the  college  at  the  required  time.  One  call  down 
for  first  fifteen  minutes  late;  for  over  fifteen  minutes,  penalty  is 
decided  by  the  Judicial  Board.  Dorm  cards  of  students  who  are 
late  will  be  moved  from  dormitory  boxes  to  the  Dean  of  Students' 
office,  where  students  must  sign  in  after  11 :00  p.m.  Monday-Thurs- 
day, 12:00  midnight  on  Friday,  1:00  a.m.  on  Saturday  and  11:30 
p.m.  on  Sunday.  NOTE:  A  student  who  realizes  she  cannot  return 
to  the  College  by  closing  time  (when  she  has  signed  out  on  her 
1  dorm  card)  or  by  the  time  for  which  she  has  signed  out  (when  she 
is  signed  out  on  a  special  permission  slip)  should  call  the  Dean  of 
Students.  She  should  give  her  location,  reason  for  being  late,  and 
the  approximate  time  she  expects  to  return.  Notifying  the  Dean  of 
Students  is  the  responsibility  of  the  individual  student.  This  does 
not  necessarily  excuse  the  lateness. 

Signing  out  on  dormitory  cards  or  special  permission  slips  a  day 
prior  to  departure. 

Failure  to  observe  regulations  concerning  official  bedtime. 
Judicial  Board  may  give  additional  penalties  to  resident  or  non- 
ent  students  for  failure  to  comply  with  infirmary  or  library  regu- 
ns. 
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Witlitirawol  of  privilci^cs  is  given  for  infractions  of  regulations.  If  a  sti 
dent  overdraws  her  privileges  for  one  week,  her  corresponding  privilege 
are  automatically  withdrawn  for  the  following  week. 

Campuses 

1.  The  secretary  of  the  Judicial  Board  notifies  a  student  that  she  h: 
one  week  in  which  to  begin  campus.  (She  ma\  be  given  an  ac 
ditional  week  to  begin  if  the  campus  involves  an  exam  week. 
She  reports  to  her  hall  proctor  and  the  Judicial  Board  secretai 
the  day  and  hour  she  is  beginning  campus.  The  designated  numlx 
of  days  must  be  served  consecutively. 

2.  Permission  to  break  campus  is  given  by  the  Student  Governmei 
president  in  cases  of  emergency. 

3.  Strict  campus 

a.  Given  for  some  offences  requiring  action  by  the  Judicial  Boan 

b.  Restrictions: 

(1)  The  student  must  remain  on  the  campus. 

(2)  The  student  may  have  no  dates. 

(3)  The  student  may  use  the  telephone  only  to  receive  cme 
gency  calls. 

(4)  The  student  may.  however,  exercise  the  following  soci 
privileges,  provided  she  is  not  dating:  attending  cod 
munity  series  (i.e.  concerts,  lectures,  plays)  and  attendii 
Sunday  morning  and  evening  church  services. 

4.  Lenient  campus 

a.  Given  for  the  following: 

(1)  Accumulation  of  six  calldowns 

(2)  The  sixth  unexcused  chapel  absence  and  the  second  > 
every  two  unexcused  absences  after  the  sixth. 

(3)  Failure   to    attend   required   lectures    and    concerts,    wi 
necessary  exceptions  approved  by  the  Dean  of  Students 
the  Judicial  Board. 

b.  Restrictions  same  as  strict  campus  except: 

(1)  The  student  may  make  and  receive  phone  calls.  , 

(2)  The  student  may  go  to  Ridgewood  and  Wilmont  businei, 
establishments  once  a  day,  provided  she  is  not  dating. 

5.  Lenient  week-end  campus 

Lenient  week-end  campus,  which  shall  be  defined  as  beginnii 
Friday  at  8:00  a.m.  and  ending  Monday  at  8:00  a.m.,  is  given 
cases  deemed  necessary  by  the  Judicial  Board  and  carries  tl 
same  restrictions  as  lenient  campus.

e  must  pay  the  $1  registration  fee. 

1.  Upon  arrival  each  guest  must  be  registered  in  the  Office  of  the 
Dean  of  Students. 

2.  Guest  rooms  are  reserved  in  advance  with  the  house  director.  The 
rate  is  $2  per  person  per  night  in  the  dormitory  and  $3  per  person 
per  night  in  the  Alumnae  House. 

3.  Meals  for  guests  are  arranged  with  the  dining  room  hostess. 

1 4.  Groups  of  delegates  attending  conferences  in  Raleigh  may  not  be 
j  housed  in  Meredith  dormitories  unless  special  arrangements  have 
I       been  made  in  advance  with  the  Dean  of  Students. 

5.  Guests  do  not  enter  or  leave  the  college  between  closing  hour  and 
6:00  a.m.  However,  when  double-dating  with  a  Meredith  student 

I  who  is  taking  a  1:00  o'clock  permission,  the  guest  may  also  take 
this  privilege  if  her  hostess  signs  for  her  in  the  Dean  of  Students' 
office.  Each  student  is  responsible  for  her  guest  and  may  be 
penalized  if  that  guest  violates  Meredith  College  regulations. 

Dress 

At  all  times  appropriate  and  socially  acceptable  standards  of  dress  are 
pected  of  Meredith  students.    At  Meredith  we  enjoy  the  reputation  of 
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being  neatly  dressed.  It  is  part  of  our  educational  program.  We  arc  proud 
of  this  distinction  and  feel  certain  that  its  continuation  is  a  vital  part  of 
maintaining  our  present  status  in  the  Raleigh  community.

Gym  suits,  jodphurs,  slacks,  or  shorts  are  not  worn  in  Johnson  Hal 
at  any  time  during  the  day;  slacks  or  shorts  with  a  coat  may.  however, 
be  worn  when  a  student  is  signing  in  on  an  s.p.  and  time  does  not  per- 
mit her  return  to  the  dormitory  to  change.   Gym  suits,  jodphurs.  slacks' 
or  shorts  are  not  worn  in  Hunter  and  Joyner  before  6:00  p.m.  excep  ■ 
that  nonresident   students   are   permitted   to   wear   physical    educatioi ! 
clothes  while  going  to  and  from  physical  education  classes  from  the  da}  ^ 
students'  room  by  the  way  of  the  back  steps  at  the  east  end  of  Johnsoi 
Hall. 

Sunbathing  attire  is  permitted  only  on  breezeways  between  the  dom 
and  at  the  pool.  There  is  no  sunbathing  on  Sunday  except  on  the  sui 
decks. 

Regulation  clothing  for  physical  education  classes  is  purchased  oi 
campus.   Gym  shoes  are  needed  for  most  physical  education  classes. 

White  dresses  are  needed  by  sophomores  and  seniors  for  Commence 
ment  week  end. 

LAUNDRY 

1.  The  laundry,  located  in  the  basement  of  Faircloth,  accepts  only  fla 
work. 

2.  Each  student  is  allowed  2  sheets,  2  pillowcases,  2  bedspreads,  4  terr 
cloth  items  and  1  bath  mat  per  week. 

3.  Each  piece  of  laundry  must  have  name  tapes  sewn  (not  ironed 
on  the  hem  in  the  corner.  Fitted  sheets  must  have  name  tags  sew 
on  four  corners. 
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HOUSE 

I.  Students  must  obtain  keys  to  their  rooms  from  the  house  director 
before  moving  in.  Keys  must  be  returned  before  leaving  the  college. 
If  keys  are  turned  in  promptly  the  dollar  will  be  refunded. 

I.  The  college  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  articles  misplaced  or 
lost.  Rooms  should  be  locked  when  students  are  absent  from  the 
college. 

J.  Students  may  not  display  pictures  or  pennants  on  the  walls  or  doors 
of  their  rooms  by  use  of  tapes  or  any  adhesive  material  or  by  driving 
nails  or  tacks  in  the  plaster. 

k  Students  may  not  paint  furniture  or  rooms  nor  mar  walls  or  doors 
with  paint.

I  sary;  and,  then,  only  heavy-duty  cords  may  be  used. 

d.  Metal  trash  cans  are  recommended. 

FIRE  DRILLS 

A  siren  will  be  the  signal  to  clear  all  dormitories. 

1.  Turn  on  light  in  your  room. 

2.  Leave  door  open.   Fire  warden  will  close  it. 

3.  Put  on  coat  and  shoes. 

4.  Walk  (not  run)  quietly,  single  file  on  your  side  of  the  hall  towards 
assigned  exit.* 

5.  Go  straight  to  designated  place  some  distance  from  building  and 
wait  quietly  while  your  fire  warden  checks  roll. 

6.  Remain  in  group  until  instructed  to  return  to  dormitory. 

7.  After  groups  return  to  dormitory,  fire  wardens  report  to  Fire  Chief 
in  Dean  of  Students'  Office. 

Assigned  Exits 

The  dividing  line  for  each  hall  is  the  social  room  and  telephone 
corridor.  Those  who  live  on  the  north  end  of  the  second,  third  and 
fourth  floor  halls  leave  by  stairway  at  the  north  end  of  the  building. 
Those  who  live  on  the  south  end  of  second,  third,  and  fourth  floor 
haUs  leave  by  stairway  at  the  south  end  of  the  building.  First  floor 
residents  may  leave  by  exit  near  telephone  booths.  These  passage- 
ways must  never  be  blocked. 
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DINING  ROOM 

1.  No  dishes,  silver,  trays  or  other  equipment  may  be  taken  from  the 
dining  room  without  the  permission  of  the  dining  room  hostess. 

2.  No  foods  may  be  taken  from  the  dining  room  at  any  family-style 
meal.  Students  who  are  too  ill  to  come  to  the  dining  room  for  their 
meals  should  report  to  the  infirmary.  No  foods  may  be  taken  from 
the  dining  room  in  china  or  glassware  at  any  time. 

3.  Books  and  coats  must  be  left  outside  the  dining  room. 

4.  Arrangements  for  dinner  guests  are  made  with  the  dining  room 
hostess  immediately  after  lunch  or  at  5:00  p.m.  Arrangements  for 
Sunday  dinner  (1:15  p.m.)  guests  must  be  made  not  later  than 
9:00  a.m.  Sunday.  Arrangements  for  more  than  six  guests  must  be 
made  at  least  twenty-four  hours  in  advance. 

5.  All  meals  are  strictly  cash. 

6.  Students  bringing  guests  into  the  dining  room  for  any  family-style 
meal  are  requested  to  pay  for  the  meal  in  advance.  If  this  is  not 
done,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  hostess  to  bring  a  slip  to  the  table, 
which  the  student  must  sign,  in  order  that  she  can  pay  for  the  meal 
later.  Students  having  cafeteria  guests  pay  the  cashier  or  the  diningi 
room  hostess  before  leaving  the  cafeteria.

I.  Infirmary  rules  are  as  follows: 

(a)  The  lights  will  be  turned  off  for  all  bed  patients  at  10:00  p.m. 

(b)  Students  in  isolation  for  contagious  diseases  are  not  allowed  to 
receive  outside  visitors  or  fellow  students. 

(c)  Patients  with  minor  illnesses  and  cold  symptoms  should  come 
to  the  Infirmary  before  7:00  p.m.  except  for  acute  symptoms. 

(d)  All  students  confined  to  the  infirmary  are  excused  for  classes 
missed.  Absences  are  not  excused  for  students  who  are  ill  in 
their  rooms. 

(e)  Nurses  and  the  physician  are  available  at  all  hours  for  accidents 
and  emergencies. 

( f )  Only  minor  illnesses  and  emergencies  are  treated  in  the  in- 
firmary. 

(g)  Major  illnesses  are  referred  to  physicians  off  the  campus  or  to 
family  physicians. 

(h)   Ambulatory  patients  will  go  to  the  dining  hall  for  meals. 

(i)     Students  in  the  infirmary  are  not  to  receive  outside  food  unless 

approved  by  the  Student  Health  Service, 
(j)   The  Health  Service  alone  is  responsible  for  the  diagnosis  and 

treatment  of  the  students  on  the  campus, 
(k)   The  notification  of  parents  regarding  the  illness  of  students  is 

the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Service  staff,  and  fellow  students 

are  asked  to  withhold  information  prior  to  official  action. 
(1)   Students  are  not  to  use  sun  lamps,  of  any  type,  unless  ordered  by 

the  College  Physician  or  under  the  direction  of  a  physician. 
All  appointments  with  physicians  off  the  campus  are  made  through 
the  infirmary. 

Health  fees  which  are  included  in  the  resident  fee,  cover  all  costs  of 
service  rendered  by  the  Health  Service  except  tonics,  vaccines,  special 
prescriptions.  X-rays,  and  consultations  off  the  campus.  Antibiotics 
and  special  drugs  are  not  covered  by  the  resident  fee.  These  must 
be  paid  for  at  the  time  secured  from  the  infirmary. 
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7.  Any  student  having  any  physical  defect  or  known  disease  or  disability 
is  required  to  make  this  known  to  the  Health  Service. 

CLASS  ABSENCES 

Absences  from  classes  because  of  illness,  when  certified  as  directed 
below,  will  be  excused. 

1.  A  resident  student  who  misses  classes  while  confined  to  the  in- 
firmary will  be  given  by  the  infirmary  staff  the  proper  form  for 
requesting  that  such  absences  be  excused. 

2.  In  like  manner,  a  similar  form  will  be  given  to  a  resident  student 
if  an  appointment  with  a  physician  off  the  campus  is  going  to  re- 
quire her  to  be  absent  from  class.  All  such  appointments,  even 
those  with  out-of-town  physicians,  must  be  cleared  in  advance 
with  the  infirmar>'. 

3.  A  resident  student  who  becomes  ill  at  home  and  incurs  class 
absences  before  returning  to  the  campus  is  upon  her  return  to 
report  to  the  infirman,"  and  secure  the  proper  form  for  requesting 
that  such  absences  be  excused. 

4.  A  non-resident  student  is  to  secure  from  the  office  of  the  Registrar 
the  proper  form  for  requesting  that  class  absences  caused  by  iUnes- 
be  excused.  The  completed  form  should  be  taken  to  the  Registrar"- 
office  on  the  day  the  student  returns  to  classes.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislative  secretary  to  perform  a 
secretarial  duties  for  the  Association  and  for  the  Legislative  Board;  to  be  respons 
ble  for  all  general  correspondence  of  the  Association;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  c 
the  judicial  secretary  to  perform  all  secretarial  duties  for  the  Judicial  Board 

D.  Treasurer.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Association  to  kee 
a  strict  and  permanent  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Associatioi 
to  prepare  monthly  reports  to  be  signed  jointly  by  her  and  the  Dean  of  Student 
and  to  submit  the  records  for  annual  audit.  It  shall  be  her  further  duty  to  di 
tribute  to  the  campus  organizations  the  funds  allocated  for  each  in  the  studei 
activities  budget,  and  to  check  the  monthly  reports  of  the  treasurers  of  all  organ 
zations  and  collect  the  records  for  annual  audit. 

E.  Elections  Board  Chairman  and  Handbook  Editor.   It  shall   be   the   duty 
the  Elec:ions  Board  chairman  and  handbook  editor  to  serve  as  chairman  of  tl 
Elections  Board  and  as  editor  of  the  Student  Handliook. 

F.  Chief  Counselor.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Counselor  to  select, 
co-operation   with   the   administrative   officer   who    is    advisor  to   the   counseloi' 
group,   the  freshman   and  transfer  counselors;   to   preside   over   meetings   of  t? 
counselors;  and  to  appoint  committees  as  needed. 

ARTICLE  V 

ORGANIZATION

tion,  and,  for  each  dormitory,  a  house  council,  and  Elections  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI

D.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Student  Government  Executive  Committee , 
educate  the  student  body  concerning  form,  function,  and  regulations  of  the  Studi 
Government  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Membership.   The  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  shall  cc 
sist  of  the  president  of  the  Association;  the  three  vice-presidents;  the  president 
the  nonresident  students;  the  chief  counselor;   the  treasurer  of  the   Associatid-^ 
and  a  representative  elected  from  and  by  the  Student  Activities  Board,  who  sh  •-.

Sec.  4.  Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Student  Government  J 
ecutive  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum.

These  witnesses  shall  have  no  vote. 
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D.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial  Board,  upon  a  two-thirds  vote  i 
the  members  of  the  Board,  to  require  the  holder  of  any  campus  office  who  h 
not  shown  herself  worthy  of  responsibility  to  withdraw  from  that  ollice. 

Sec.  2.  Membership.  The  Judicial  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  chairma 
the  secretary  of  the  Judicial  Board,  the  dormitory  presidents,  a  representatr 
elected  by  the  nonresident  students  to  be  either  a  sophomore  or  a  junior,  thr 
senior  representatives,  two  sophomore  representatives,  and  two  freshman  repi 
sentatives. 

Sec.  3.  Duties  of  the  Officers.

Whenever  a  major  case  is  being  considered,  the  Facu 
Committee  on  Student  Government  shall  meet  with  the  Judicial  Board  to  hf 
and  evaluate  evidence.  The  Committee  shall  meet  with  the  Board  whenever  jo 
discussion  of  mutual  problems  is  desired. 

Sec.  5.  Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Judicial  Board  sh 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  6.  Student  Appeal.  Any  decision  of  the  Judicial  Board  may  be  appeal 
by  the  student  concerned  through  regular  channels  in  sequence;  that  is,  throu 
the  Judicial  Board,  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Student  Government,  the  Preside 
of  the  College,  and,  finally,  the  Board  of  Trustees.

C.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Student  Activities  Board  to  promote  a  brc 
program  of  social  activities  for  students,  administration,  faculty,  and  groups 
campus. 

Sec.  2.  Membership.    The  Student  Activities  Board  shall  be  composed  of 
chairman,  a  representative  of  all  clubs  meeting  the  requirements  of  the   Boa 
a  representative  of  each  class,  a  representative  of  each  society,  a  representat 
of  the  Playhouse,  and  the  secretary  of  the  nonresident  students. 

Sec.  3.  Duties  of  the  Members.

EC.  5.  Meetings.  The  Student  Activities  Board  shall  meet  regularly  to  con- 
r  the  business  of  that  body.  During  the  year  there  shall  be  regular  joint 
;tings  with  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Student  Government. 

EC.  6.  Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Student  Activities  Board 
1  constitute  a  quorum.

I  1.  Chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  House  Council  to 
preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  House  Council  and  to  call  necessary 
meetings  of  that  Council. 

2.  Secretary.  The  secretary,  to  be  elected  from  proctors  or  assistants,  shall 
record  minutes  and  send  copies  to  other  House  Councils,  secretary  of  the 
Judicial  Board,  and  the  Dean  of  Students'  Office. 

3.  Representative  to  the  Student  Activities  Board.  The  representative  to  the 
Student  Activities  Board  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  assistant  hall 
proctors. 

Functions.   The  functions  of  the  House  Councils  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  To  provide  an  opportunity  for  administrative  officials  of  dormitories  to 
discuss  problems,  policies,  and  procedures. 

2.  To  enforce  quiet  regulations  and  maintain  order. 

3.  To  handle  routine  offenses  referred  to  the  Council  by  the  chairman  of 
the  Judicial  Board,  such  as: 

a.  Lateness  in  excess  of  15  minutes  and  no  more  than  30  minutes. 

b.  Failure  to  sign  four-year  card  when  a  special  permission  has  been 
signed. 

c.  Parking  violations. 

d.  Other  minor  offenses  as  they  occur. 
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4.  To  recommend  consideration  of  more  serious  cases  to  the  Judicial  Boai 
for  stricter  penalties. 

5.  To  provide  over-all  unity  within  dormitory  structure,  such   as  plannir 
dormitory-wide  activities. 

D.  Mectin,us.  The  House  Council  shall  meet  regularly  to  consider  the  businc 
of  that  group. 

E.  Qiioriim.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  cf  the  House  Council  in  each  dorn 
tory  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

F.  Student  Appeal.  Any  decision  of  the  House  Councils  may  be  appealed 
the  Judicial  Board. 

ARTICLE  XI 

NONRESIDENT    STUDENT    ORGANIZATION 

Section  1.  Officers  and  their  Duties.

C.  Treasurer.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  nonresident  studei 
to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  nonreside 
student  organization,  and  to  submit  these  financial  records  for  annual  audit. 

Sec.  2.  Meetings.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  nonresident  students  wh« 
ever  deemed  necessary  by  the  president  of  the  nonresident  students.  A  meet! 
must  be  called  by  her  upon  the  written  request  of  ten  per  cent  of  the  nonreside 
students  or  at  the  request  of  any  of  the  four  Student  Government  bodies. 

ARTICLE  XII 

The  Elections  System

2.  In  the  event  that  no  student  files  for  an  office,  the  Executive  Commit 
of  the  appropriate  organization  shall  approach  the  students  with  the 
gestion  that  they  file.

Filing 

1.  The  filing  period  for  each  slate  shall  be  appro.ximatcly  one  week;  specifi 
dates   for   filing   and   elections   shall    be   determined    by    the    Elections    Board 
accordance  with  the  College  Calendar. 

2.  Filing  for  each  slate  shall  be  posted  at  least  one  week  before  the  election  f 
that  slate. 

3.  Names  and  qualifications  of  candidates  shall  be  posted  on  the  Johns 
Hall  bulletin  board  by  the  elections  officials  as  the  candidates  file. 

4.  Candidates  will  be  introduced  in  an  assembly  at  least  two  days  before  ea 
primary. 

5.  if  a  student  wishes  to   withdraw   her   name   as   a   candidate   for   an    offit 
she  must  do  so  before  the  filing  deadline   by   submitting  a  signed  statement 
the  general  elections  chairman.  The  statement  of  withdrawal  will  be  posted  w; 
her  filing  form  on  the  Johnson  Hall  bulletin  board. 

Registration 

1.  There  shall  be  only  one  registration.  Names  will  be  signed  in  the  registrati 
book  and  checked  at  the  time  of  each  election. 

2.  The  registration  day  shall  be  the  Thursday  before  the  first  election.  Wh 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Elections  Board,  an  additional  time  may  be  allow| 
for  registration. 

3.  The  hours  for  registration  shall  be  from  8:00  a.m.  to  6:00  p.m. 

4.  Students  may  register  late  in  case  of  necessity  at  the  discretion  of  t 
Elections  Board. 

Voting 

1.  The  days  for  voting  in  the  prim.ary  and  the  election  for  each  slate  sh 
be  determined  by  the  Elections  Board  and  shall  be  one  week  following  the  co 
pletion  of  filing  for  each  slate. 

2.  The  hours  of  voting  shall  be  from  8:00  a.m.  to  6:00  p.m. 

3.  There  shall  be  a  poll  in  each  dormitory  and  one  accessible  to  the  Nc 
Resident  Students. 

4.  Voting  in  the   primary   and   the  election   may   be   done    by   absentee    bal 
(pending   action    by   Legislative   Board).   The   vote    is   recorded    in    the    preser 
of  the  registrar,  placed  in  a  sealed  envelope,   placed   with   the   other   ballots 
the  time  of  the  election,  and  shall  be  recorded  in  the  registration  book. 

5.  If  a  single  candidate  files  for  an  office,  her  election  shall  be  official  at  t 
closing  of  the  polls  on  election  day. 

Time  of  Elections 

Elections  shall  be  held  for  first  and  second   slates   in   the   spring  semester 
each  year.  The  exact  date  each  year  shall  be  decided  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ch; 
man  of  the  Elections  Board  and  the   Dean  of  Students   in  accordance  with  i 
College  Calendar. 

Finances 

The  expenses  of  this  system  shall  be  shared  equally  by  the  organizations  rep 
sented  in  the  elections.  Student  Government  .Association,  Meredith  Recreati 
Association  and  Meredith  Christian  Association.

Priority  is  given  to  campus- 
ide  events  and  to  the  earlier  date  of  application.  The  College  Calendar 
look  contains,  besides  the  application  blanks,  a  chart  for  the  year  on  which 
oproved  events  are  entered  for  your  information.  NEVER  WRITE  ON 
r.  To  cancel  an  event  which  has  already  been  approved,  fill  out  a  new 
lank. 

In  case  refreshments  are  to  be  served  and  the  group  needs  college 
ishes,  arrangements  must  be  made  with  the  House  Director  several  days 
I  advance.

CHAPEL  AND  ASSEMBLY  PROGRAMS 

Meredith  College  seeks  to  foster  its  purpose  and  function  as  a  church- 
ilated  school  by  holding  regular  convocations  and  services  of  worship, 
ecause  Meredith  is  small  enough  for  its  constituency  to  gather  at  one 
^me,  it  is  possible  for  us  to  seek  a  major  goal  impossible  on  a  larger 
limpus,  the  creation  and  development  of  a  whole  community.  In  this 
leredith  seeks  to  pioneer  and  to  establish  trends  rather  than  merely  to 
Dpy  the  activities  or  practices  of  others. 

No  community  is  possible  without  meeting  together  in  regular  worship 
id  common  endeavor.  The  very  possibiUty  of  developing  such  a  special 
immunity  is  a  prod  sufficient  to  make  us  do  everything  we  can  to 
ring  it  about  in  each  college  generation  and  to  preserve  it  insofar  as  it 
as  been  developed  already. 

teetings 

The  period  from  10:00-11:00  a.m.  is  reserved  for  convocation  and 
lorship  each  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday.  In  general,  Mon- 
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day  is  reserved  for  convocations.  Wednesday  for  worship,  and  Fridaj 
for  the  activities  and  business  of  the  Student  Government  Associatioi 
and  for  class  and  faculty  meetings.  Occasionally  special  events  will  b( 
scheduled  for  Friday. 

Normally  about  half  of  the  period  will  be  used  for  most  occasions 
This  should  allow  time  for  brief  relaxation  and  refreshment  after  chapel 
Some  meetings,  however,  may  require  the  full  time. 

A  t  tendance 

Regular  chapel  attendance  is  required  of  all  students  and  expectec 
of  all  faculty.  In  order  to  provide  for  those  occasions  when  an  absenc 
is  unavoidable,  as  in  the  case  of  a  funeral  or  illness,  the  student  i 
allowed  up  to  three  unexcused  absences.  The  emphasis — as  with  classe 
— is.  however,  on  regular  attendance. 

Students  are  allowed  three  unexcused  absences  per  semester.  Chape 
absences  taken  immediately  before  and/or  after  a  holiday  count  as  a  sin 
gle  cut.  A  one-week  campus  is  enforced  after  the  fourth  cut  and  agaii 
after  every  two  cuts. 

The  following  are  excused: 

1.  Absences  taken  because  of  illness  (in  the  infirmary  or  at  home) 

2.  Absences  taken  for  supervised  teaching. 

3.  Absences  taken  by  nonresident  students  who  have  been  excuse- 
by  the  Dean  at  the  beginning  of  each  semester. 

4.  Absences  taken  when  away  on  college  representation. 

5.  Absences  taken  in  cases  deemed  exceptional  by  the  Interdormitor 
Board,  when  brought  before  that  board  within  a  week  after  th 
absence  is  posted. 

6.  Absences  taken  to  work  at  the  college  switchboard. 

Students  late  for  chapel  who  sit  in  the  balcony  must  contact  thei 
chapel  checker  following  chapel  that  day.  If  they  do  not,  a  cut  will  b 
recorded.

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c.  Horseback  riding  or  bicycle  riding  off  campus  or  outside  the 

Ridgewood  or  Wilmont  areas. 
An  upperclassman  must  sign  out  on  her  dormitory  card  when: 

a.  Leaving  the  campus  or  dating  after  7:30  p.m. 

b.  Leaving  the  campus  before  7:30  p.m.,  but  not  expecting  to 
return  to  the  campus  prior  to  that  hour.

ime-Only  Card 

Instead  of  securing  permission  on  her  four-year  card,  a  student  when 
ing  directly  home  may  sign  her  own  home-only  card. 
If  an  emergency  arises  and  a  student  cannot  change  or  sign  her  own 
Tmitory  card,  she  may  telephone  the  Dean  of  Students  or  a  member  of 
2  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  and  request  that  the 
ange  be  made.  Only  the  Dean  of  Students  can  sign  or  change  a  special 
rmission  shp. 

>ecial  Privileges 

Some  privileges  require  permission  from  home  and  from  the  Dean 
Students.  All  permissions  must  be  mailed  directly  to  the  Dean  of 
udents.  These  privileges  include: 

Any  overnight  stay  in  a  fraternity  house,  boarding  house,  tourist 
home,  motel  or  hotel,  unless  accompanied  by  a  parent,  legal  guar- 
dian, or  husband. 

Some  privileges  require  permission  from  the  Dean  of  Students  only, 
iiese  privileges  include: 

1.  Any  return  to  the  college  after  regular  closing  hours. 

2.  Permission  to  practice  plays  or  hold  meetings  of  any  nature  after 
closing  hours  or  before  rising  bell. 

ie  O'clock  Permission 

One  o'clock  permission  shall  be  defined  as  late  permission  for  Friday 
ghts. 

1.  These  may  be  taken  in  accordance  with  class  privileges  and  with 
approval  of  the  Dean  of  Students. 
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2.  Arrangements  for  this  late  permission  include  the  following: 

a.  Sign  for  permission  by    12  noon  Thursday. 

b.  Sign  special  permission  slip  when  leaving  the  college. 

3.  A  student  may  cancel  a  one  o'clock  permission  any  time  before 
leaving  school,  or  upon  returning  to  the  college  by  official  closint 
time  and  notifying  the  Dean  of  Students. 

Number  of  one  o'clock  permissions  allotted  per  year: 

Freshmen — 2        Sophomores — 3        Juniors — 4      Seniors — 5 

Academic  Late  Permission 

During  the  week,  late  permission  is  given  by  the  Dean  of  Student! 
to  attend  events  which  have  been  certified  as  academically  valuable  b\ 
the  head  of  a  department.  Such  permission  provides  for  return  to  thi 
college  immediately  after  the  performance.  A  student  must  sign  ou 
on  a  special  permission  slip  before  leaving  the  college. 

DORMITORY  REGULATIONS 

Dormitory  Hours 

Every  student  must  be  in  her  room  from  official  bedtime  until  risini 
bell  except  with  permission  from  her  hall  proctor.  A  student  obtains  per 
mission  from  her  hall  proctor  to  spend  the  night  other  than  in  her  roon 
and  also  tells  the  proctor  on  whose  hall  she  is  visiting. 

Room  Changes 

1.  No  student  may  change  her  room  or  roommate  until  two  week 
after  classes  start. 

2.  Unless  an  emergency  arises,  all  room  changes  must  be  completec 
by  the  end  of  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  first  semester.  Room  change 
for  second  semester  must  be  completed  during  the  first  two  weeks 

3.  Students  must  have  permission  from  the  Dean  of  Students  befor 
making  any  changes. 

Quiet  Hours 

Reasonable  quiet  shall  be  observed  in  the  dormitories  at  all  times  am 
Busy  signs  shall  be  respected.  Special  quiet  is  observed  during  mornin 
class  hours  and  during  evening  study  hour  from  7:30  to  10:00  p.m.  on  ai 
nights  except  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Radios,  record  players,  televisions 
or  other  musical  instruments  must  not  be  heard  outside  the  room  durin 
the  hours  of  special  quiet.  Radios  should  not  be  placed  in  the  window: 
Official  bedtime  is  11:15  p.m.  Monday  through  Thursday.  12:15  a.m 
on  Friday,  1:15  a.m.  on  Saturday  and  11:45  p.m.  on  Sunday.  Ouic 
must  be  observed  after  these  hours,  and  each  student  must  remain  i 
her  own  suite. 

Telephones 

Students  may  use  the  house  and  pay  telephones  located  on  all  dorm 
tory  floors.  These  telephones  may  not  be  used  between  official  bedtim 
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j  7:15  a.m.  There  is  a  five  minute  phone  limit  on  the  house  and  pay 
^phones  unless  permission  is  obtained  from  the  hall  proctor. 
Any  student,  except  a  first  semester  freshman,  desiring  a  private  tele- 
one  in  her  room  may  make  arrangements  with  the  telephone  com- 
ly  to  install  one  for  which  she  pays  the  company  the  regular  telephone 

irried  Students 

Failure  to  declare  marital  status  immediately  will  be  regarded  as  in- 
tional  falsification  of  all  college  records. 

Married  students  may  live  in  the  Meredith  dormitories  under  the 
lowing  conditions:

Some  activities  whi( 
do  not  count  as  privileges,  provided  that  the  student  is  not  datin 
are  classes  held  away  from  campus,  on-canipus  business  appoir 
ments,  on-campus  visits  with  relatives,  trips  within  VVilmont  (whii 
extends  from  Roy's  to  Dixie  Trail)  or  Ridgewood  shopping  are; 
and  attendance  at  church  for  morning  and  evening  services  (, 
Sunday.  When  going  to  Ridgewood  or  the  Wilniont  area  without 
date,  a  student  need  not  sign  out. 

Second  semester  freshmen  on  Eligibility  will  have  unliniiicd  pri\ 
leges.  Second  semester  freshmen  on  Eligibility  will  follow  t 
same  sign-out  procedure  as  upperclassmen.  (See  Sign-out  Syste 
on  page  12.)  Second  semester  freshmen  not  on  Eligibility  w 
have  privileges  as  specified  in  Number  1   above. 

Freshmen  on  eligibility  may  participate  in  M.C.A.  Extcnsi« 
Projects  at  Dorothea  Dix  Hospital  or  at  the  Blind  School  on 
a  week  without  taking  a  privilege.  Any  subsequent  visit  by  a  st 
dent  on  eligibility  and  any  visit  by  a  student  not  on  eligibility  w 
count  as  a  privilege.  (Note:  Should  similar  school  sponsor 
"extension"  projects  arise  which  might  be  included,  they  would 
announced.) 


AUTOMOBILES 

In  order  to  qualify  for  the  privilege  of  keeping  a  car  while  she  is 
residence,  a  Meredith  College  student  must  be  a  senior  (academic  clas 
fication)  in  good  standing  (i.e.,  not  on  probation),  must  have  secur 
in  advance  parental  permission  on  the  official  form,  and  must  have  sign 
the  appropriate  agreement,  which  may  be  secured  in  the  Dean  of  Si 
dents'  office. 

In  order  to  qualify  for  the  privilege  of  parking  a  car  on  campus,  a  nc 
resident  student  must  sign  the  appropriate  agreement,  which  may 
secured  in  the  Business  Office. 

It  is  understood  that  a  violation  of  any  automobile  regulation  v 
be  considered  a  breach  of  contract.  A  student  violating  a  parking  rci 
lation  will  be  penalized  by  (  1 )  a  warning  for  the  first  violation.  (2) 
$5.00  line  for  the  second  violation,  and  (3)  for  the  third  violation, 
forfeit  of  the  privilege  of  keeping  a  car  while  in  residence,  or  for 
nonresident  student,  of  the  privilege  of  bringing  a  car  on  campus.  Vio 
tion  of  any  further  automobile  regulation  entails  forfeit  without  warni 
of  the  privilege  of  keeping  and  driving  a  car  while  in  residence  or 
a  non-resident  student  while  on  campus.  Where  circumstances  warra 
a  student  may  appeal  her  fine  or  warning  to  the  Judicial  Board;  in  c; 
of  forfeit  of  the  privilege,  the  student  may  apply  for  its  restorati 
J  ~  after  three  months.

CLASS  ABSENCES 


A^bsences  from  classes  because  of  illness,  when  certified  as  directed 
ow,  will  be  excused. 

A  resident  student  who  misses  classes  while  confined  to  the  in- 
firmary will  be  given  by  the  infirmary  staff  the  proper  form  for 
requesting  that  such  absences  be  excused. 

In  like  manner,  a  similar  form  will  be  given  to  a  resident  student 
if  an  appointment  with  a  physician  off  the  campus  is  going  to  re- 
quire her  to  be  absent  from  class.  All  such  appointments,  even 
those  with  out-of-town  physicians,  must  be  cleared  in  advance 
with  the  infirmary. 

A  resident  student  who  becomes  ill  at  home  and  incurs  class 
absences  before  returning  to  the  campus  is  upon  her  return  to 
report  to  the  infirmary  and  secure  the  proper  form  for  requesting 
that  such  absences  be  excused. 

Ilk  A  non-resident  student  is  to  secure  from  the  office  of  the  Registrar 
the  proper  form  for  requesting  that  class  absences  caused  by  illness 
be  excused.  The  completed  form  should  be  taken  to  the  Registrar's 
office  on  the  day  the  student  returns  to  classes. 
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PENALTIES

b.  Failure  to  sign  in  or  failure  to  sign  out  on  special  permission  sli 

c.  Failure  to  complete  registration  of  guest  in  the  Dean  of  Studcn 
Office,  including  registering  in  guest  book  and  having  bed  conse 
form  signed. 

d.  Failure  to  cancel  special  permission. 

e.  Making  unnecessary  noise- 

f.  Failure  to  return  to  the  college  at  the  required  time.  One  call  do\ 
for  the  first  fifteen  minutes  late;  for  over  fifteen  minutes,  penalty 
decided  by  the  Interdormitory  Board.  Dorm  cards  of  students  w 
are  late  will  be  moved  from  dormitory  boxes  to  the  Deanof  Studci 
office,  where  students  must  sign  in  after  1 1 :00  p.m.  Mond; 
Thursday,  12:00  midnight  on  Friday,  1:00  a.m.  on  Saturday  a 
11:30  p.m.  on  Sunday.  NOTE:  A  student  who  realizes  she  cam 
return  to  the  College  by  closing  time  (when  she  has  signed  out  on  I 
dorm  card)  or  by  the  time  for  which  she  has  signed  out  (when  ' 
is  signed  out  on  a  special  permission  slip)  should  call  the  Dean 
Students.  She  should  give  her  location,  reason  for  being  late,  ii 
the  approximate  time  she  expects  to  return.  Notifying  the  Dean 
Students  is  the  responsibility  of  the  individual  student.  This  d( 
not  necessarily  excuse  the  lateness. 

g.  Signing  out  on  dormitory  cards  or  special  permission  slips  a  c 
prior  to  departure. 

h.  Failure  to  observe  regulations  concerning  official  bedtime. 
The  Judicial  Board  may  give  additional  penalties  to  resident  or  m 
resident  students  for  failure  to  comply  with  infirmary  or  library  re 
lations. 

Withdrawal  of  privileges  is  given  for  infractions  of  regulations.  If  a 
dent  overdraws  her  privileges  for  one  week,  her  corresponding  privile 
are  automatically  withdrawn  for  the  following  week.

Major  cases  are  brought  before  the  Judicial  Board  and  the  Facu 
Committee  on  Student  Government.  Offenses  warranting  Judicial  Boa 
action  are  defined  on  page  19  of  the  Handbook.  Preliminary  investii 
tion  is  done  chiefly  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board  and  t 
President  of  the  SGA.  neither  of  whom  has  a  vote  in  the  actual  boi 
hearing.  An  interview  with  the  student  involved,  and  with  the  witnes* 
is  included  in  this  investigation  as  is  the  researching  of  any  pertini 
material  evidence.  During  this  inter\iew  the  student  involved  is  inforn" 
of  her  right  to  character  witnesses  and  her  right  of  appeal.  At  t 
time,  she  is  also  gi\en  the  opportunity  to  ask  any  questions  she  thir 
pertinent. 

Procedure  for  Judicial  Board  cases  is  as  follows:  The  Judicial  Boi. 
and  the  Faculty  Committee  on   Student  Government  meet  jointK 
hear  the  presentation  of  the  case  and  to  determine  if  there  is  a  va 
charge.    (Presentation  of  the   case   includes   testimony  by   the   stud 
in  question,  material  witnesses  and  character  witnesses,  and  presentat 
of  material  evidence.  During  the  presentation  of  the  case  any  member 
the  Faculty  Committee  or  the  Judicial  Board  may  question  a  studc 
but  only  in  areas  directly  related  to  the  case. )  A  two  thirds  vote  for 
charge  by  the  members  present  is  required.  (There  may  be  insufTici 
evidence  for  any  charge  under  which  circumstances  the  case  is  droppe 

The  charge  is  presented  to  the  student  by  the  SGA  President  ; 
the  Judicial  Board  Chairman.  The  student,  in  turn,  may  accept 
reject  this  charge.  If  rejected,  the  Judicial  Board  and  the  Faculty  Cc 
mittee  reconsider  the  charge.  Action  may  be  taken,  however,  on  a  cha 
rejected  by  the  student.  In  this  case  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Chairr 
of  the  Judicial  Board  and  the  President  of  the  SGA  to  re-emphasizc 
the  student  her  right  of  appeal. 

After  a  final  charge  has  been  reached  the  Judicial  Board  and 
Faculty  Committee  separate.  The  students  reach  a  decision  on  the  pen 
by  a  two  thirds  vote.  The  penalty  may  be  one  of  the  following:  pre 
tion,  probation  with  reduction  of  social  privileges,  suspension,  or 
pulsion.    (See  page  20  of  the  Handbook  for  a  description  of  eatv 
The  decision  of  the  Judicial  Board  is  then  presented  to  the   Fac 
Committee  who  may  accept  it.  reject  it.  or  suggest  changes.

ARTICLE  I 

NAME 

This  association  shall  be  called  the  Student  Government  Association  of  Mere- 
ii  College. 

ARTICLE  II 

OBJECT 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall   be  the  government   and   welfare  of  the 
dent  body. 

ARTICLE  III 

MEMBERSHIP    AND    RESPONSIBILITY 

>ECTiON  1.  Membership.  Upon  registration  at  Meredith  all  students  working 
'ard  a  degree  shall  become  members  of  the  Student  Government  Association. 
l|5ident  students  are  under  jurisdiction  of  the  Association  in  all  matters;  non- 
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resident  students  are  under  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Association,  except  ii 
matters  which  are  under  the  control  of  their  parents  or  guardians. 

Sec.  2.  Responsibility.  Hach  student  in  coming  to  Meredith  College  accept 
college  citizenship  involving  self-government  under  the  Honor  Code,  which,  a 
defined  by  the  Student  Government  Association,  means  that: 

Each  student  is  expected  to  be  honest  and  truthful  at  all  times. 

Each  student  is  personally  responsible  for  her  own  conduct,  for  her  obligation 
to  the  college  community,  and  for  informing  herself  of  and  abiding  by  the  colleg 
regulations.  If  a  student  breaks  a  regulation,  she  is  expected  to  correct  her  ofTens 
by  reporting  herself  to  the  proper  authority:  in  an  administrative  matter,  to  th 
officer  of  administration  concerned;  in  an  academic  matter,  to  the  instructo 
concerned;  and  in  a  student  government  matter,  to  an  upperclass  member  of  th 
Judicial  Board. 

Each  student  is  responsible  for  seeing  that  the  Honor  Code  is  carried  out  a 
all  times.  If  she  is  aware  of  a  violation  of  the  Code  by  another  student,  it  i 
her  duty  to  see  that  the  offender  reports  the  violation. 

Sec.  3.  Statement  of  responsibilities.  Each  student  early  in  her  first  semestc 
shall  sign  a  statement  concerning  her  responsibilities  as  a  member  of  the  Studet 
Government  Association. 


ARTICLE  IV 

OFFICERS    AND    THEIR    DUTIES 

Section  1.  Officers.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  presiden 
three  vice-presidents,  three  secretaries,  a  treasurer,  an  Elections  Board  chairma 
and  Handbook  editor,  and  a  chief  student  adviser. 


Sec.  2.  Duties. 


A.  President.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  Association  to  presid 
over  all  meetings  of  the  Association;  to  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Studei 
Government  Executive  Committee;  to  serve  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Judicia 
Legislative,  and  Student  Activities  Boards,  attending  at  her  discretion  the  regulc 
meetings  of  the  three  boards;  to  appoint  a  parliamentarian  if  she  so  chooses;  an 
to  perform  other  duties  that  may  fall  upon  her  as  president  of  the  Association 

B.  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  one  vice-president  to  serve  as  chairma 
of  the  Legislative  Board;  one  vice-president  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Judici 
Board;  and  one  vice-president  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Student  Activities  Boan 
They  shall  perform  also  other  duties  that  may  fall  upon  them  as  vice-presiden' 
of  the  Association. 

C.  Secretaries.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislative  secretary  to  perform  a 
secretarial  duties  for  the  Association  and  for  the  Legislative  Board;  to  be  respons 
ble  for  all  general  correspondence  of  the  Association;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  i 
the  judicial  secretary  to  perform  all  secretarial  duties  for  the  Judicial   Board, 
shall    be    the    duty    of    the    Student    Activities    Board    secretary    to    perform 
secretarial  duties  of  the  Student  Activities  Board. 

D.  Treasurer.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Association  to  kei^\ 
a  strict  and  permanent  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Associatio 
to  prepare  monthly  reports  to  be  signed  jointly  by  her  and  the  Dean  of  Student" 
and  to  submit  the  records  for  annual  audit.    It  shall  be  her  further  duty  to  d* 
tribute  to  the  campus  organizations  the  funds  allocated  for  each  in  the  stude 
activities  budget,  and  to  check  the  monthly  reports  of  the  treasurers  of  all  orgar 
zations  and  collect  the  records  for  annual  audit. 

E.  Elections  Board  Chairman  and  Handbook  Editor.   It   shall   be   the   duty 
the  Elections  Board  chairman  and  handbook  editor  to  serve  as  chairman  of  tl, 
Elections  Board  and  as  editor  of  the  Student  Handbook. 

F.  Chief  Student  Adviser.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Student  Adviser 
select,  in  co-operation  with  the  administrative  officer  who  is  adviser  to  the  Stude 
Advisers'  group,  the  freshman  and  transfer  advisers;  to  preside  over  the  meetings 
the  Student  Advisers:  and  to  appoint  committees  as  needed.

ORGANIZATION 

There  shall  be  a  Student  Government  Executive  Committee,  a  Legislative 
ard,  a  Judicial  Board,  a  Student  Activities  Board,  a  nonresident  student  organiza- 
n,  and  an  Interdormitory  Board  and  an  Elections  Board. 


ARTICLE  VI 

STUDENT  GOVERNMENT  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Section  1.  Function. 

A.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  to 
ve  as  the  executive  branch  of  the  Association.  It  shall  put  into  effect  such  changes 
the  constitution  and  the  regulations  of  the  Association  as  have  been  approved 

the  Legislative  Board,  the  Association,  the   Faculty   Committee  on   Student 
Kvernment,  and  the  President  of  the  College. 

B.  It  shall  act  as  the  co-ordinating  body  by  keeping  itself  informed  of  legislative 
jposals,  judicial  decisions,  and  plans  made  by  the  Student  Activities  Board.  It 
!ill  discuss  over-all  policy,  including  problems  arising  within  the  three  boards; 
impose  legislation;  and  make  other  recommendations  and  suggestions  for  ap- 
Dpriate  action  to  the  proper  board. 

C.  When  the  circumstances  warrant,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  summon  be- 
'e  the  Judicial  Board  any  member  of  the  Association. 

D.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  to 
icate  the  student  body  concerning  form,  function,  and  regulations  of  the  Student 
)vernment  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Membership.  The  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  shall  con- 
c  of  the  president  of  the  Association;  the  three  vice-presidents;  the  president  of 
;  non-resident  students;  the  chief  student  adviser,  the  treasurer  of  the  Association; 
d  a  representative  elected  from  and  by  the  Student  Activities  Board,  who  shall 
rform  all  secretarial  duties  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  3.     Meetings.    The  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  shall  meet 
;ularly  to  consider  the  business  of  that  body.  During  the  year  there  shall  be  regu- 
joint  meetings  with  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Student  Government. 

Sec.  4.  Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Student  Government  Ex- 
lative  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 


ARTICLE  VII 

LEGISLATIVE    BOARD 

Section  1.  Function. 

A.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Legislative  Board  to  recommend  to  the  stu- 
nt body,  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  in  the  regulations  of  the  Association. 

B.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Legislative  Board  to  receive  recommendations 
ncerning  changes  in  the  constitution  and  in  regulations  of  the  Association  from 
.dent  groups  or  from  the  entire  student  body,  from  the  Faculty  Committee  on 
ident  Government,  or  from  the  Student  Government  Executive  Committee.  The 
gislative  Board  shall  refer  such  changes  as  are  accepted  by  the  Board  to  the 
sociation  for  discussion;  it  shall  then  refer  such  changes  to  the  Faculty  Com- 
ittee  on  Student  Government  and  the  President  of  the  College,  and  to  the  As- 
i:iation  for  final  vote. 

Sec.  2.  Membership.  The  Legislative  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  chairman 
I  the  legislative  board,  the  treasurer  of  the  Association,  the  Elections  Board 
'airman  and  handbook  editor,  the  secretary  of  the  Legislative  Board,  the  presi- 
nt  of  the  nonresident  students,  the  dormitory  vice-presidents,  three  sophomore 
iresentatives,  and  two  freshman  representatives. 
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Sec.  3.  Duties  of  the  Officers. 

A.  Chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  legislative  board  tr 
preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Legislative  Board;  to  call  any  meetings  she  ma; 
deem  necessary;  and  to  appoint  committees  as  needed. 

B.  The  Secretary  of  the  Legislative  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sccretar 
of  the  Legislative  Board  to  record  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  the  As 
sociation  and  of  the  Legislative  Board;  and  to  submit  to  the  Faculty  Committe 
on  Student  Government  all  recommendations  of  the  Board  concerning  changes  i: 
the  constitution  and  in  regulations  of  the  Association. 

C.  Chiss  Representatives. 

\.  Sophomore.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sophomore  representatives  t 
assist  the  Handbook  editor  in  editing  the  Student  Handbook;  to  supervis 
the  checking  and  recording  of  chapel  attendance,  and  to  appoint  student 
to  assist  them  in  carrying  out  this  duty;  and  to  act  as  substitute  don- 
checkers. 

2.  Freshman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  freshman  representatives  to  assi; 
the  Handbook  editor  in  editing  the  Student  Handbook. 

Sec.  4.  Meetings.  The  Legislative  Board  shall  meet  regularly  to  consider  th 
business  of  that  group.  During  the  year  there  shall  be  regular  joint  meetings  wit 
the  Faculty  Committee  on  Student  Government. 

Sec.  5.  Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Board  sha 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

JUDICIAL    BOARD 

Section  1.  Function.

B.  The  Interdormitory  Board  shall  be  a  sub-division  of  the  Judicial  Boar 
and  shall  handle  all  other  cases.  It  will  be  up  to  the  discretion  of  the  Dean  c 
Students  and  the  Judicial  Board  Chairman  whether  a  case  is  tried  before  th 
Judicial  Board  or  the  Interdormitory  Board. 

C.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial    Board   to   summon    before   it 
reprimand  any  member  of  the  Association  whose  conduct  warants  such   actioi 

D.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial  Board  to  request  that  any  membt 
of  the  Student  Government  Association,  including  members  of  the  four  governin 
bodies,  appear  before  the  board  at  the  hearing  of  a  case  to  give  pertinent  inform: 
tion.  These  witnesses  shall  have  no  vote. 

E.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial   Board,  upon  a   two-thirds  vote  c 
the  members  of  the  Board,  to  require  the  holder  of  any  campus  office  who  h 
not  shown  herself  worthy  of   responsibility   to  withdraw   from   that  office. 

Sec.  2.  Membership.  The  Judicial  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  chairma; 
the  secretary,  the  chairman  of  the  Interdormitory  Board,  three  representative 
of  the  Senior  Class,  two  representatives  of  the  Junior  Class,  and  one  representativ 
of  the  Sophomore  Class.  The  President  of  the  S.  G.  A.  and  a  representativ 
of  the  Non-Resident  students  will  serve  as  non-voting  members.  In  cases  ii 
volving  non-resident  students,  the  non-resident  representative  will  become  a  votir 
member. 

Sec.  3.    Duties  of  ilie  Officers. 

A.  Chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board  i 
preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Judicial  Board,  and  to  call  necessary  meetinj 
of  that  Board.

esident  of  the  College.  It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the 
dicial  Board  to  serve  as  secretary  of  the  Interdormitory  Board. 

Sec.  4.  Meetings.  The  Judicial  Board  shall  meet  regularly  to  consider  the 
siness  of  that  body.  Whenever  a  major  case  is  being  considered,  the  Faculty 
)mmittee  on  Student  Government  shall  meet  with  the  Judicial  Board  to  hear 
d  evaluate  evidence.  The  Committee  shall  meet  with  the  Board  whenever  joint 
icussion  of  mutual  problems  is  desired. 

Sec.  5.  Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Judicial  Board  shall 
nstitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.   6.  Student  Appeal.    Any  decision  of  the  Interdormitory   Board  may   be 

pealed  by  the  student  concerned  through  regular  channels  in  sequence;  that 
through   the  Judicial   Board,    the    Faculty   Committee,    the    President   of    the 

>llege,  and  finally  the  Board  of  Trustees.

Sec.  2.  Membership. 

The  Student  Activities  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  chairman,  a  representa- 
e  of  each  society,  a  representative  of  each  class,  the  College  Marshall,  the 
•ncert  and  Lectures  Chairman,  the  Special  Projects  Chairman,  the  Social  Stan- 
rds  Chairman,  a  representative  of  each  dormitory,  the  Parents  Day  Chairman, 
o  representatives  at  large  from  all  the  clubs,  and  the  representative  of  the  non- 
;ident  students. 

Sec.  3.    Duties  of  the  Members. 

A.  Chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  Student  Activities 
■ard  to  preside  over  meetings  of  the  Student  Activities  Board,  to  call  meetings 
len  necessary,  and  to  appoint  committees  as  needed. 

B.  Secretary  of  the  Student  Activities  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
cretary  of  the  Student  Activities  Board  to  record  the  minutes  and  to  send 
pies  of  the  minutes  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Student  Activities  Board,  to  the 
esident  of  the  Student  Government  Association,  and  to  the  Dean  of  Students. 

C.  Class  Representatives.  The  vice-president  of  each  class  shall  serve  as  a 
;mber  of  the  Student  Activities  Board. 

D.  Society  Representatives.  The  vice-president  of  each  society  shall  serve  as 
member  of  the  Student  Activities  Board. 

E.  Student  Executive  Committee  Representative.  The  Student  Activities  Board 
all  elect  from  its  members  one   representative,   in  addition   to   the   Chairman, 

serve  as  secretary  of  the  Student  Government  Executive  Committee. 

F.  Student  Chairman  of  Concerts  and  Lectures  Committee.  An  upperclass 
ident  shall  be  elected  each  spring  by  the  Student  Government  Association  to 
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serve  as  Student  Chairman  of  Concert  and  Lectures  Committee  and  as  a  membt- 
of  the  Student  Activities  Biiard. 

G.  CItih  Reprcscnhitives.  The  presidents  of  all  clubs  meeting  the  requirements  . 
the  Board,  with  the  exception  of  those  clubs  already  affiliated  with  the  Meredr 
Recreation  Association  or  the  Meredith  Christian  Association,  shall  select  tv 
of  their  number  to  serve  as  representatives-at-large  for  all  the  clubs,  and  the 
tuo  club  representatives  shall  call  meetings  of  all  the  club  presidents  uhei 
necessary  to  inform  them  of  any  Student  Activities'  business  which  is  periinen 
to  the  clubs. 

H.  The  College  Marshall.  The  elected  College  Marshall  shall  serve  as  a  membe 
of  the  Student  Activities  Board. 

I.  Dormitory  Representative.  Each  dormitory  shall  elect  one  of  the  assistan 
hall  proctors  to  serve  as  a   member  of  the   Student   Activities    Board. 

J.  Parents'  Day  Chairman.  An  upperclass  student  shall  be  appointed  eai. 
spring  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Student  Government  Association  • 
serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Parents"  Day  Committee,  and  she  shall  also  ser 
as  a  member  of  the  Student  Activities   Board. 

K.  Social  Standards  Chairman.  An  upperclass  student  not  presently  a  membt, 
of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  each  spring  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  \\ 
Student  Government  Association  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Social  Standar. 
Committee  and  as  a  member  of  the  Student  Activities  Board. 

L.  Special  Projects  Chairman.  An  upperclass  student  shall  be  appointed  ea^ 
spring  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Student  Government  Association  i 
serve  as  Special  Projects  Chairman  and  as  a  member  of  the  Student  Activitie 
Board. 


ARTICLE    X 

Dormitory  Organization

of  training  in  student  government  for  the  freshmen  and  transfer  students  at  t 
beginning  of  their  first  semester.  Attendance  at  these  meetings  shall  be  co 
pulsory.    An  examination  shall  be  given  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

Sec.  2.  Order  for  Business.    All  business  meetings  of  the  Association  and 
governing  bodies  shall  be  conducted  according  to  Rol^ert's  Rules  of  Order  as  revis 
in  the  bylaws. 

Sec.   3.   Quorum  for  Ordinary   Business  of  the  Association.    One-third   of  t 
members  of  the  Association   shall   constitute   a   quorum   for  the   transaction 
ordinary  business. 


ARTICLE  XIV 

amendments 

An  amendment  may  be  proposed  by  any  of  the  three  boards  or  the  Studt 
Government  Executive  Committee,  by  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Student  Govei 
ment,  or  by  ten  per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  Association.

Every  student  of  Meredith  College  is  a  member  of  the  Meredit 
Recreation  Association.  The  M.R.A.  Board,  composed  of  student  reprt 
sentatives,  meets  weekly  to  tackle  the  task  of  organizing  and  co-ordinai 
ing  all  extracurricular  recreation  and  athletic  activities  of  the  college.  Th 
activities  of  Corn  Huskin',  Stunt,  Christmas  caroling,  and  Play  Da 
are  directed  by  the  M.R.A. 

Major  sports  sponsored  by  the  M.R.A.  are  basketball,  volleybal 
Softball  tennis,  badminton,  and  ping  pong.  Tournaments  in  each  c 
these  sports  are  held  throughout  the  seasons.  Individual  sports,  such  a 
hiking,  bicycling,  and  bowling  are  participated  in  throughout  the  ycai 
The  Tennis  Club,  Hoofprint  Club,  and  the  Monogram  Club  are  unde 
the  direction  of  the  M.Il.A.,  but  each  functions  under  the  leadership  c 
its  own  officers.  Those  who  take  one  semester  of  horseback  riding  ar 
eligible  for  the  Hoofprint  Club;  students  earning  1,000  points  bccom_ 
members  of  the  Monogram  Club;  any  student  interested  in  tennis  i 
eligible  for  membership  in  the  Tennis  Club. 

A  basketball  trophy  is  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  basketball  seaso; 
to  the  class  winning  the  tournament. 

A  volleyball  key  is  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  volleyball  season  to  th 
freshman  who  has  shown  the  most  teamwork,  loyalty,  and  proficicnc; 
in  volleyball.  A  representative  from  the  freshman  class  is  chosen  on  th 
basis  of  participation  and  interest  shown  in  activities  sponsored  by  tb 
M.R.A.  A  trophy  is  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  the  member  of  tb 
student  body  who  is  considered  by  the  Meredith  Recreation  Associa 
tion  Board  to  have  contributed  most  to  athletics  during  the  \'ear. 
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tLLEGE  Residence 

Rooms  are  IT  x  16'  with  2  closets,  2  single  beds,  1  study  desk  with 
okshelves,  2  straight-back  chairs,  1  double  dresser,  2  wall  lights  and 

overhead  light.  Dormitory  furniture  is  not  to  be  rearranged;  extra 
;st  of  drawers  and  chairs  are  unnecessary. 

There  is  a  pair  of  windows  in  each  room  75''  x  78"  except  rooms 
all  dormitories  numbered  114,  115,  218,  219,  318,  and  319.  These 
asure  97"  x  78".  The  beds  are  76"  x  36"  and  are  20"  from  the  floor, 
ch  student  brings  her  own  bedding  (including  a  mattress  cover)  and 
low.  It  is  advisable  to  have  4  to  6  sheets,  dresser  scarfs,  pillow  cases, 
v'els  and  bath  cloths. 

Rooms  on  Fourth  Floor  Stringfield  and  Vann  are  newly  constructed 
i  equipped.  Each  has  2  dormer  windows  with  Venetian  blinds,  except 
»ms  No.  404  and  No.  411  have  one  window  each,  and  No.  407  has 
ee  windows.  Mattresses  for  the  twin  beds  in  each  room  are  76"  x  36" 
d  are  21"  from  the  floor. 

Rooms  in  Poteat  are  IIV^'  x  20'  equipped  with  built-in  furniture, 
uprised  of  2  single  beds,  2  wardrobes,  2  study  desks,  with  bookcase 
Its  above,  and  1  double  dresser.  Mattresses  for  the  beds  in  each  room 

76"  X  36"  and  are  21"  from  the  floor.  Each  room  has  a  window,  size 
■'  X  62". 

Rooms  in  the  new  dormitory  are  12'  by  15',  3",  with  2  single  beds, 
!  lesks,  2  chairs,  2  wardrobes,  and  2  chests.  Windows  are  40"  by  61". 
» ittresses  for  the  beds  in  each  room  are  36"  by  75"  and  the  height  of 
1;  bed  from  the  floor  is  21V^". 

HOUSE 

Students  must  obtain  keys  to  their  rooms  from  the  house  director 
before  moving  in.  Keys  must  be  returned  before  leaving  the  college. 
If  keys  are  turned  in  promptly  the  dollar  will  be  refunded. 
The  college  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  articles  misplaced  or 
lost.  Rooms  should  be  locked  when  students  are  absent  from  the 
college. 

Students  may  not  display  pictures  or  pennants  on  the  walls  or  doors 
of  their  rooms  by  use  of  tapes  or  any  adhesive  material  or  by  driving 
nails  or  tacks  in  the  plaster. 

Students  may  not  paint  furniture  or  rooms  nor  mar  walls  or  doors 
with  paint.  Students  will  be  required  to  pay  for  damage  done  to  col- 
lege property. 

Furniture  must  not  be  removed  from  any  room  without  permission 
from  the  house  director. 
Curtain  rods  must  be  left  in  rooms. 

Students  may  not  keep  animals  or  birds  in  the  dormitories. 
Fire  Safety  rulings  require  the  following: 
a.  No  electrical  appliance  of  any  kind  may  be  used  in  a  dormitory 
unless  it  is  Underwriters'  Laboratories  listed. 
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b.  Electrical  cooking  appliances  and  irons  may  not  be  used 
students'  rooms.    Pressing  Rooms  and   Kitchenettes  are  pn 
vided. 

c.  Extension  cords  may  not  be  used  except  when  absolutely  nece 
sary;  and,  then,  only  heavy-duty  cords  may  be  used. 

d.  Metal  trash  cans  are  recommended. 

Kitchenettes 

The  student  kitchenettes  are  located  on  the  first  floor  of  Brewe 
Stringfield,  and  Faircloth  dormitories  and  on  each  floor  of  Poteat  Hi. 
and  the  new  dormitory  and  may  be  used  before  11:00  p.m.  Electric 
cooking  appliances  may  be  used  in  kitchenettes  only — not  in  stude 
bedrooms. 

Pressing  Rooms 

Pressing  rooms  are  located  on  all  dormitory  floors.  The  first  and  four 
floors  of  each  dormitory  have  an  automatic  washing  machine  (25c  charg 
which,  however,  may  not  be  used  to  wash  bedspreads  or  rugs.  Electr 
clothes  dryers  are  located  on  the  first  floors  of  Vann  and  Brewer,  and  ( 
second  Poteat  (25c  charge).  No  machines  may  be  started  after  10:.' 
p.m.  Pressing  rooms  are  equipped  also  with  ironing  boards,  but  studer 
must  supply  the  irons. 

Storage 

Foot  lockers  and  trunks  may  be  stored  at  the  college  during  tl 
academic  year  only.  They  will  be  returned  to  the  owner  at  the  end 
the  year. 

Sports  Facilities 

Tennis  courts,  stables  and  riding  ring,  and  a  gymnasium  are  co 
veniently  located  on  the  campus.  The  gym  provides  for  basketba 
volleyball,  shuffleboard,  badminton,  roller  skating,  and  other  recre 
tional  sports.  Advanced  swimming  classes  give  a  student  the  opportuni 
of  getting  her  life-saving  and  instructor's  certificates. 

FIRE  DRILLS 

A  siren  will  be  the  signal  to  clear  all  dormitories. 

1 .  Turn  on  light  in  your  room. 

2.  Leave  door  open.   Fire  warden  will  close  it. 

3.  Put  on  coat  and  shoes. 

4.  Walk  (not  run)  quietly,  single  file  on  your  side  of  the  hall  towar 
assigned  exit.* 


*  Assigned  Exits 

The  dividing  line  for  each  hall  is  the  social  room  and  telepho 
corridor.  Those  who  live  on  the  north  end  of  the  second,  third  a 
fourth  floor  halls  leave  by  stairway  at  the  north  end  of  the  buildir 
Those  who  live  on  the  south  end  of  second,  third,  and  fourth  flc 
halls  leave  by  stairway  at  the  south  end  of  the  building.  First  flc 
residents  may  leave  by  exit  near  telephone  booths.  These  passa| 
ways  must  never  be  blocked. 
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Go  straight  to  designated  place  some  distance  from  building  and 
wait  quietly  while  your  fire  warden  checks  roll. 

6.  Remain  in  group  until  instructed  to  return  to  dormitory. 

7.  After  groups  return  to  dormitory,  fire  wardens  report  to  Fire  Chief 
in  Dean  of  Students'  Office. 

LAUNDRY 

The  laundry,  located  in  the  basement  of  Faircloth,  accepts  only  flat 

work. 

Each  student  is  allowed  2  sheets,  2  pillowcases,  2  bedspreads,  4  terry 

cloth  items  and  1  bath  mat  per  week. 

Each  piece  of  laundry  must  have  name  tapes  sewn   (not  ironed) 

on  the  hem  in  the  corner.    Fitted  sheets  must  have  name  tags  sewn 

on  four  corners. 

HEALTH 

The  blue  blank  containing  a  record  of  pre-entrance  physical  examina- 
tion and  immunizations  against  smallpox,  typhoid  fever,  tetanus, 
and  pohomyelitis  must  be  in  the  possession  of  the  Health  Service  before 
matriculation. 

Visiting  hours  for  students  are  4-5  p.m.  and  6:30-7:00  p.m.  Only 
Meredith  students  and  parents  are  allowed  to  visit  infirmary  patients. 
Infirmary  rules  are  as  follows: 

(a)  The  lights  will  be  turned  off  for  all  bed  patients  at  10:00  p.m. 

(b)  Students  in  isolation  for  contagious  diseases  are  not  allowed  to 
receive  outside  visitors  or  fellow  students. 

(c)  Patients  with  minor  illnesses  and  cold  symptoms  should  come 
to  the  Infirmary  before  7:00  p.m.  except  for  acute  symptoms. 

(d)  All  students  confined  to  the  infirmary  are  excused  for  classes 
missed.  Absences  are  not  excused  for  students  who  are  ill  in 
their  rooms. 

(e)  Nurses  and  the  physician  are  available  at  all  hours  for  accidents 
and  emergencies. 

( f )  Only  minor  illnesses  and  emergencies  are  treated  in  the  in- 
firmary. 

(g)  Major  illnesses  are  referred  to  physicians  off  the  campus  or  to 
family  physicians. 

(h)  Ambulatory  patients  will  go  to  the  dining  hall  for  meals. 

(i)     Students  in  the  infirmary  are  not  to  receive  outside  food  unless 

approved  by  the  Student  Health  Service, 
(j)   The  Health  Service  alone  is  responsible  for  the  diagnosis  and 

treatment  of  the  students  on  the  campus, 
(k)   The  notification  of  parents  regarding  the  illness  of  students  is 

the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Service  staff,  and  fellow  students 

are  asked  to  withhold  information  prior  to  official  action. 
(1)   Students  are  not  to  use  sun  lamps,  of  any  type,  unless  ordered  by 

the  College  Physician  or  under  the  direction  of  a  physician. 
!  All  appointments  with  physicians  off  the  campus  are  made  through 
the  infirmary. 
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Health  fees  which  are  included  in  the  resident  fee,  cover  all  costs  o 
service  rendered  by  the  Health  Service  except  tonics,  vaccines,  specig' 
prescriptions,  X-rays,  and  consultations  off  the  campus.  Antibiotic 
and  special  drugs  are  not  covered  by  the  resident  fee.  These  muj 
be  paid  for  at  the  time  secured  from  the  infirmary. 


DINING  ROOM 

1.  No  dishes,  silver,  trays  or  other  equipment  may  be  taken  from  th 
dining  room  without  the  permission  of  the  dining  room  hostess. 

2.  No  foods  may  be  taken  from  the  dining  room  at  any  family-styl 
meal.  Students  who  are  too  ill  to  come  to  the  dining  room  for  thei 
meals  should  report  to  the  infirmary.  No  foods  may  be  taken  froi 
the  dining  room  in  china  or  glassware  at  any  time. 

3.  Books  and  coats  must  be  left  outside  the  dining  room. 

4.  Arrangements  for  dinner  guests  are  made  with  the  dining  roor 
hostess  immediately  after  lunch  or  at  5:00  p.m.  Arrangements  fc 
Sunday  dinner  (1:15  p.m.)  guests  must  be  made  not  later  tha' 
9:00  a.m.  Sunday.  Arrangements  for  more  than  six  guests  must  b 
made  at  least  twenty-four  hours  in  advance. 

5.  All  meals  are  strictly  cash. 

6.  Students  bringing  guests  into  the  dining  room  for  any  family-styl 
meal  are  requested  to  pay  for  the  meal  in  advance.  If  this  is  m 
done,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  hostess  to  bring  a  slip  to  the  tabli 
which  the  student  must  sign,  in  order  that  she  can  pay  for  the  me 
later.  Students  having  cafeteria  guests  pay  the  cashier  or  the  dinir 
room  hostess  before  leaving  the  cafeteria.

7.  After  the  blessing,  no  seats  may  be  reserved  for  guests  or  studenjJ 
without  permission  from  the  dining  room  hostess. 


LIBRARY 

Students  may  borrow  general  books  for  two  weeks,  or  for  a  short 
period,  determined  by  the  demand  for  the  book.  At  the  expiration  of  tv 
weeks,  books  may  be  renewed  for  two  weeks,  provided  that  they  are  n 
needed  by  other  persons.  To  renew  books  bring  them  to  library  and  ha 
them  recharged.  Any  book  may  be  recalled  by  the  librarian  when  need( 
in  the  library. 

Students  must  have  permission  from  the  librarian  to  use  or  to  borrc 
books  from  other  libraries  in  the  city. 

Students  found  with  missing  library  books  in  their  possession  will  ) 
dealt  with  at  the  discretion  of  the  Judicial  Board. 

Students  may  not  come  to  the  library  wearing  kerchiefs  or  with  he 
rolled  up  except  on  Saturday  afternoon. 

Food  and  drinks  are  not  to  be  brought  into  the  library. 
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Ml  library  fines  must  be  paid  in  the  library  before  a  student  will  be 
:  niitted  to  begin  examinations. 

ENTERTAINING  ON  CAMPUS 

Students  receive  and  leave  their  dates  in  Johnson  Hall,   the   front 
■e/cways,  Poteat  parlor,  and  in  the  new  dormitory  parlor.   Guests 
j.y  be  shown  the  campus  during  the  day. 

TERTAINING    IN    THE    FiRST    FlOOR    DORMITORY    PARLORS 

Parlors  are  used  for  meetings,  parties,  and  dating. 

1.  Students  meet  their  dates  and  accompany  them  to  these  places; 

that  is,  a  group  of  boys  may  not  go  alone. 

Dates  enter  the  parlors  by  court  doors  only. 
3.  Students  do  not  talk  with  men  from  the  windows. 

The  faculty  parlor  on  first  floor  Vann  will  not  be  used  by  students, 

except  when  reserved  for  special  purposes  such  as  meetings  and 

parties. 

rTERTAINING  IN   THE   GyM 

1.  Students  wishing  to  use  the  gym  for  dating  must  sign  up  with 
the  Physical  Education  Department  by  5:00  p.m.  on  the  day 
which  they  plan  to  use  it. 

2.  Equipment  must  be  returned  to  its  proper  place  upon  leaving- 

TERTAINING  IN  THE  HUT 

The  Hut  is  a  place  for  dating,  leisure,  and  recreation.  It  is  now  open 
Wednesday  evenings  from  eight  o'clock  to  ten  o'clock,  Fridays,  from 
en  to  eleven  o'clock.  Programs  are  occasionally  presented  for  enter- 
nment. 

The  Hut,  which  is  a  log  cabin,  contains  two  big  fireplaces,  an 
ctric  stove,  refrigerator,  and  kitchen  utensils.  Clubs,  organizations, 
d  all  persons  must  reserve  the  Hut  in  advance  through  the  Dean  of 
tdents'  office.  At  the  time  of  obtaining  the  key,  such  individuals  or 
)ups  will  be  asked  to  sign  a  statement  in  keeping  with  the  regulations. 
Rules  for  use  of  the  Hut  are  poster  on  the  door  of  the  Hut. 

(TERTAINING  IN  THE  BeE  HiVE 

^The  Bee  Hive,  or  the  Meredith  Supply  Store,  is  the  college  book- 
Te,  supply  store,  and  soda  shop,  which  carries  varied  items  such  as 
emetics  and  school  supplies.  It  contains  also  a  television  set  for  use 
ring  leisure  time. 

/ERNiGHT  Guests 

A  Meredith  student  may  entertain  a  guest  in  the  dormitory  only  if 
lace  is  available.  Only  one  guest  at  a  time  may  be  entertained  without 
permission  of  the  Dean  of  Students.  Prior  to  the  arrival  of  the 
isst,  the  hostess  must  file  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Students  a  con- 
it  form  signed  by  the  person  whose  bed  the  guest  will  be  using  and 
I  must  pay  the  $1  registration  fee. 
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1.  Upon  arrival  each  guest  must  be  registered  in  the  Office  of  th 
Dean  of  Students,  where  she  must  sign  a  student  governmer 
form  acknowledging  her  obligations  to  abide  by  Meredith  rule 

2.  Guests  do  not  enter  or  leave  the  college  between  closing  hour  an 
6:00  a.m.  However,  when  double-dating  with  a  .Meredith  studer 
who  is  taking  a  1:00  o'clock  permission,  the  guest  may  also  tak 
this  privilege  if  her  hostess  signs  for  her  in  the  Dean  of  Student; 
office.  Each  student  is  responsible  for  her  guest  and  may  b 
penalized  if  that  guest  violates  Meredith  College  regulations. 
In  addition,  if  the  Judicial  Board  deems  it  necessary,  a  letter  wi 
be  sent  to  the  guest's  Dean  of  Women  or  home  if  she  is  not  i 
school  informing  her  school  or  home  of  the  violation. 

3.  Groups  of  delegates  attending  conferences  in  Raleigh  may  not  b 
housed  in  Meredith  dormitories  unless  special  arrangements  hav 
been  made  in  advance  with  the  Dean  of  Students. 

4.  Guest  rooms  are  reserved  in  advance  with  the  house  director-  Th 
rate  is  52  per  person  per  night  in  the  dormitory  and  S3  per  perso 
per  night  in  the  Alumnae  House. 

5.  Meals  for  guests  are  arranged  with  the  dining  room  hostess. 

Dress 

At  all  times  appropriate  and  socially  acceptable  standards  of  drej 
are  expected  of  Meredith  Students.  At  Meredith  we  enjoy  the  reputatio_ 
of  being  neatly  dressed.  It  is  part  of  our  educational  program.  We  ai 
proud  of  this  distinction  and  feel  certain  that  its  continuation  is  a  vit 
part  of  maintaining  our  present  status  in  the  Raleigh  community. 

To  Sunday  dinner  at  the  College,  students  wear  church  clothes,  wit 
no  hats. 

Rollers  are  not  worn  in  class  or  chapel.  Rollers  are  not  woi 
in  the  dining  hall  except  on  Saturday  night  for  supper  and  in  the  librai 
except  on  Saturday  afternoon. 

Gym  suits,  jodphurs,  slacks,  or  shorts  may  be  worn  when  the  student 
signing  an  s.p.  Gym  suits,  jodphurs,  slacks,  or  shorts  are  not  worn  i 
Hunter  and  Joyner  before  6:00  p.m.  except  with  permission  of  th 
professor.  Non-resident  students  are  permitted  to  wear  physical  educj 
tion  clothes  while  going  to  and  from  physical  education  classes  from  th 
day  students"  room. 

Sunbathing  attire  is  permitted  only  on  breezeways  between  the  dorm 
tories.

THE  HONOR  SYSTEM 

Ml  life  at  Meredith  is  based  upon  the  honor  system  which  is  drawn 
and  defined  by  the  students  of  the  college  in  the  honor  code. 

rhe  Meredith  College  Honor  Code: 

I.  Each  student  strives  at  all  times  to  be  honest  and  truthful. 

I.  Each  student  is  personally  responsibile  for  her  own  conduct  and 
j     for  informing  herself  and  abiding  by  college  regulations. 

').  Each  student  is  personally  responsible  for  her  obligations  to  the 
college  community. 

1.  Each  student  is  responsible  for  seeing  that  the  honor  code  is,  at 
all  times,  carried  out.  If  she  is  aware  of  a  violation  of  the  code 
by  another  student,  it  becomes  her  duty  to  see  that  the  offender 
reports  the  violation. 

l/iolation  of  the  Meredith  Honor  Code  occurs  when  a  student  is 
lonest  or  untruthful,  or  when  a  student  fails  to  report  herself  for 
iule  infraction.  If  a  regulation  is  broken,  the  student  should  report 
Ijself  to  the  proper  authorities :  in  an  academic  matter,  to  the  instructor 
|cemed;  in  an  administrative  matter,  to  the  officer  of  the  administra- 
\[  concerned:  and  in  a  student  government  matter,  to  an  upperclass 
taber  of  the  Judicial  Board  or  to  the  President  of  the   S.G.A. 

'rhe  Meredith  Honor  System  is  based  upon  the  principles  of  integrity, 
lillment  of  community  obligations,  and  responsibility  for  one's  fellow 
l^ens.  When  each  student  tells  the  truth,  is  personally  responsible 
her  own  conduct,  and  her  obligations  to  the  college  community,  and 
>  that  the  honor  system  is  carried  out,  there  is  built  up  an  atmosphere 
trust,  basic  to  our  life  at  Meredith.  This  trust  places  upon  each 
lent  the  responsibility  for  her  own  action  and  that  of  her  class- 
es.   To  quote  Dr.  Caplin  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  "with  the 
kilege  of  living  in  an  honorable  society  goes  the  duty  of  maintaining 
I  integrity."  No  student  has  completed  her  enrollment  at  Meredith 
lege  until  she  has  signed  the  Honor  Pledge:

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GRANT  OF   POWERS 


The  Board  of  Trustees  approves  the  adoption  and  operation  by  tht 
faculty  and  the  student  body  of  what  is  commonly  known  as  studen 
government,  subject,  however,  to  the  following  limitations: 

1.  The  following  matters  are  reserved  from  student  control,  and  a 
to  these  the  faculty  and  the  officers  of  the  college  shall  have  control: 

a.  All  academic  matters. 

b.  All  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  students. 

c.  Chapel  programs. 

d.  Organization  of  the  clubs  and  societies, 

e.  Control  of  college  property. 

2.  To  the  President,  to  the  Dean,  and  to  the  Dean  of  Students,  wii 
their  respective  committees,  is  reserved  the  right  to  handle  special  case 
of  discipline  which  in  their  judgment  can  best  be  handled  in  this  wa\ 
subject  to  the  right  of  the  Trustees  to  review  the  same,  if  they  so  desin 

3.  The  Trustees  reserve  all  powers  and  authority  not  hereinbefor 
specifically  granted  to  others,  and  reserve  the  right  to  modify  or  repe; 
this  grant  of  authority  at  any  time  at  their  discretion.

There  is  a  pair  of  windows  in  each  room  75"  x  78"  except  rooms 
rail  dormitories  numbered  114,  115,  218,  219,  318,  and  319.  These 
I  asure  97"  x  78".  The  beds  are  76"  x  36"  and  are  20"  from  the  floor. 
::h  student  brings  her  own  bedding  (including  a  mattress  cover)  and 
xow.  It  is  advisable  to  have  4  to  6  sheets,  dresser  scarfs,  pillow  cases, 
I 'els  and  bath  cloths. 

JRooms  on  Fourth  Floor  Stringfield  and  Vann  are  newly  constructed 
i  equipped.  Each  has  2  dormer  windows  with  Venetian  blinds,  except 
)ms  No.  404  and  No.  411  have  one  window  each,  and  No.  407  has 
ee  windows.  Mattresses  for  the  twin  beds  in  each  room  are  76"  x  36" 
i  are  21"  from  the  floor. 

Rooms  in  Poteat  are  llVi'  x  20'  equipped  with  built-in  furniture, 
oprised  of  2  single  beds,  2  wardrobes,  2  study  desks,  with  bookcase 
Its  above,  and  1  double  dresser.  Mattresses  for  the  beds  in  each  room 
I  76"  X  36"  and  are  21"  from  the  floor.  Each  room  has  a  window,  size 
^ '  X  62". 
Rooms  in  the  new  dormitory  are  12'  by  15',  3",  with  2  single  beds, 
Ziesks,  2  chairs,  2  wardrobes,  and  2  chests.  Windows  are  40"  by  61". 
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Mattresses  for  the  beds  in  each  room  are  36"  by  75"  and  the  height 
the  bed  from  the  floor  is  21'/2". 

Regulations 

1.  Students  must  obtain  keys  to  their  rooms  from  the  house  dircctd'' 
before  moving  in.  Keys  must  be  returned  before  leaving  the  college 
If  keys  are  turned  in  promptly  the  dollar  will  be  refunded. 

2.  The  college  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  articles  misplaced  o 
lost.  Rooms  should  be  locked  when  students  are  absent  from  th 
college. 

3.  Students  may  not  display  pictures  or  pennants  on  the  walls  or  door 
of  their  rooms  by  use  of  tapes  or  any  adhesive  material  or  by  drivini 
nails  or  tacks  in  the  plaster. 

4.  Students  may  not  paint  furniture  or  rooms  nor  mar  walls  or  door 
with  paint.  Students  will  be  required  to  pay  for  damage  done  to  col 
lege  property. 

5.  Furniture  must  not  be  removed  from  any  room  without  permissioi 
from  the  house  director. 

6.  Curtain  rods  must  be  left  in  rooms. 

7.  Students  may  not  keep  animals  or  birds  in  the  dormitories. 

8.  Fire  Safety  rulings  require  the  following: 

a.  No  electrical  appliance  of  any  kind  may  be  used  in  a  dormitor 
unless  it  is  Underwriters'  Laboratories  listed. 

b.  Electrical  cooking  appliances  and  irons  may  not  be  used  ii 
students'  rooms.  Pressing  Rooms  and  Kitchenettes  are  pro 
vided. 

c.  Extension  cords  may  not  be  used  except  when  absolutely  nece8 
sary;  and,  then,  only  heavy-duty  cords  may  be  used. 

d.  Metal  trash  cans  are  recommended.

The  student  kitchenettes  are  located  on  the  first  floor  of  Vann.  Brevvei' 
Stringfield,  and  Faircloth  dormitories  and  on  each  floor  of  Poteat  Ha 
arid  the  new  dormitory  and  may  be  used  before  11:00  p.m.

cooking  appliances  may  be  used  in  kitchenettes  only — not  in  studer^ 
bedrooms.

ve  signed  the  appropriate  agreement,  which  may  be  secured  in  the 
:an  of  Students'  office.  If  the  student  is  not  a  Senior  (academic  classi- 
iation),  she  must  be  on  the  Eligibility  List. 

I  In  order  to  qualify  for  the  privilege  of  parking  a  car  on  campus,  a  non- 
iudent  student  must  sign  the  appropriate  agreement,  which  may  be 
i:ured  in  the  Business  Office. 

It  is  understood  that  a  violation  of  any  automobile  regulation  will 
I  considered  a  breach  of  contract.  A  student  violating  a  parking  regu- 
l.ion  will  be  penalized  by  (1)  a  warning  for  the  first  violation,  (2)  a 
:  .00  fine  for  the  second  violation,  (3)  a  $3.00  fine  for  the  third 
'3lation,  (4)  a  $5.00  fine  for  the  fourth  violation,  and  (5)  Judicial 
l)ard  action  for  the  fifth  violation.

The  very  possibility  of  developing  such  a  specirff 
community  is  a  prod  sufficient  to  make  us  do  everything  we  can  t 
bring  it  about  in  each  college  generation  and  to  preser\'e  it  insofar  as  i , 
has  been  developed  already.  f 

Meetings  \"- 

The  period  from  10:00  to  11:00  a.m.  is  reserved  for  convocation, 
worship  and  other  college  activities  each  week,  Monday,  Wcdncsda\ 
and  Friday.  Normally  about  half  of  the  period  will  be  used  for  mo^ 
occasions.  This  should  allow  time  for  brief  relaxation  and  refreshmcn 
after  chapel.  Some  meectings.  however,  may  require  the  full  time  pro 
vided.  The  weekly  schedule  is  arranged  as  follows: 

( 1  )   Ordinarily  convocation  will  be  held  on  Fridays.  .As  an  extcnsior|i 
of  the  academic  enterprise,  convocation  seeks  to  offer  a  forum  ol 
ideas,  presented  in   and   through   lectures,   concerts,   addresses  u 
films,  and  dramatic  productions,  to  stimulate   and  add   to  the 
community's  intellectual,  cultural,  and  social  dialogue. 

(2)   Wednesdays  are  set  aside  for  worship  and  other  religious  pro^ 
grams  and  activities. 
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(3)  The  major  student  associations  (government,  religious,  and  rec- 
reation) will  have  joint  sessions  in  chapel  on  first,  third  and 
fifth  Mondays.  Fourth  Mondays  will  be  open  for  class  meetings 
and  second  Mondays  will  be  available  for  standing  college 
and/or  faculty-administrative  committee  business. 

'Mthough  the  above  arrangement  represents  the  regular  chapel  order, 

;cial  occasions  may  warrant  the  inter-changing  and/or  substitution  of 

er  programs. 

(TENDANCE 

Students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  regularly.  Faculty  and  staff 
urged  to  be  present  as  often  as  possible.  Attendance  will  be  checked 
h  day.  Students  arriving  late  must  notify  the  attendance  monitor 
owing  that  day's  exercises.  Absences  with  regard  to  illness,  funeral 
1/or  other  unavoidable  occasions  will  be  excused  by  the  dean  of 
dents.  Absences  for  college  representation,  supervised  teaching,  and 
iresidency  will  be  excused  by  the  academic  dean. 

iTICES 

The  chapel  schedule  will  be  published  at  the  beginning  of  each 
lester.  Changes,  additions  and  substitutions,  whenever  necessary, 
1  be  posted  in  dormitories,  in  the  Post  Office,  and  on  the  faculty 
letin  boards  in  Johnson,  Jones,  Joyner,  and  Hunter  Halls.

or  an  evening  counts  as  a  regular  privilege.  Some  activities  w\\i{ , 
do  not  count  as  privileges,  provided  that  the  student  is  not  datin.' 
are  classes  held  away  from  campus,  on-campus  business  appoii 
ments,  on-campus  visits  with  relatives,  trips  within  Wilmont  (whii 
extends  from  Roy's  to  Dixie  Trail)  or  Ridgewood  shopping  arej 
and  attendance   at  church   for  morning   and   evening   services  ( 
Sunday.  When  going  to  Ridgewood  or  the  Wilmont  area  without) 
date,  a  student  need  not  sign  out. 

3.  Second  semester  freshmen  on  Eligibility  will  have  unlimited  pri' 
leges.  They  will  sign  out  on  the  dormitory  card  when  leaving  t''' 
campus  or  dating  after  7:30  p.m..  or  when  leaving  the  campl*

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Second  semester  freshmen  not  on  Eligibility  will  have  privileges  as 
specified  in  Number  1  above. 

Freshmen  on  eligibility  may  participate  in  M.C.A.  Extension 
Projects  at  Dorothea  Dix  Hospital  or  at  the  BUnd  School  once 
a  week  without  taking  a  privilege.  Any  subsequent  visit  by  a  stu- 
dent on  eligibility  and  any  visit  by  a  student  not  on  eligibility  will 
count  as  a  privilege.  (Note:  Should  similar  school  sponsored 
"extension"  projects  arise  which  might  be  included,  they  would  be 
announced. )

Special  quiet  is  observed  during  morning 
is  hours  and  during  evening  study  hour  from  7:30  to  10:00  p.m.  on  all 
hts  except  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Radios,  record  players,  televisions, 
other  musical  instruments  must  not  be  heard  outside  the  room  during 
hours  of  special  quiet.  Radios  should  not  be  placed  in  the  windows, 
icial  bedtime  is  11:45  p.m.  Monday  through  Thursday,  1:15  a.m. 
Friday,  and  Saturday  and  11:45  p.m.  on  Sunday.  Quiet  must  be 
erved  after  these  hours,  and  each  student  must  remain  in  her  own 
:e. 

LEPHONES 

Students  may  use  the  house  and  pay  telephones  located  on  all  dormi- 
y  floors.  There  is  a  five  minute  phone  limit  on  the  house  and  pay 
.'phones  unless  permission  is  obtained  from  the  hall  proctor. 
\ny  student,  except  a  first  semester  freshman,  desiring  a  private  tele- 
3ne  in  her  room  may  make  arrangements  with  the  telephone  com- 
ly  to  install  one  for  which  she  pays  the  company  the  regular  telephone 
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Married  Students 

Failure  to  declare  marital  status  immediately  will  be  regarded  as  i 
tentional  falsification  of  all  college  records. 

Married  students  may  live  in  the  Meredith  dormitories  under  tl 
following  conditions: 

1.  Each  married  student  must  be  accepted  by  the  Dean  of  Studen 
prior  to  moving  into  a  dormitory. 

2.  All  student  government  regulations  apply  to  married  students  a. 
cording  to  their  academic  classification. 

Dormitory  Card 

Upperclassmen  sign  out  on  a  dormitory  card  which  includes  inform 
tion  formerly  required  on  the  Special  Permission  Slip. 

If  the  student  is  staying  overnight  in  a  hotel,  motel,  etc..  the  card 
taken  to  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Students  for  approval. 

PENALTIES 

These  penalties  are  drawn  up  by  the  Legislative  Board.  The  Judici 
Board  may  give  additional  penalties  for  repeated  infractions  of  reg 
lations  otherwise  handled  automatically. 

Call  Downs 

Call  downs  are  given  by  members  of  the  Legislative  and  Interdormito 
Boards  for  infractions  of  regulations.  One  automatic  call  down  is  giv 
for  the  following: 

a.  Failure  to  sign  out  or  failure  to  sign  in  on  dormitory  card.  Upi 
returning  to  the  college,  a  student  who  has  failed  to  sign  out  mi 
report  herself  to  her  hall  proctor  and  be  allowed  to  sign  in.  i 
ceiving  only  one  call  down. 

b.  Failure  to  sign  in  or  failure  to  sign  out  on  special  permission  si: 

c.  Failure  to  complete  registration  of  guest  in  the  Dean  of  Studen 
Office,  including  registering  in  guest  book  and  having  bed  conse 
form  signed. 

d.  Failure  to  cancel  special  permission. 

e.  Making  unnecessary  noise- 

f.  Failure  to  return  to  the  college  at  the  required  time.  Tv\o  call  dow 
after  the  first  five  minutes  late;  for  over  fifteen  minutes,  penalty 
decided  by  the  Interdormitory  Board.  A  student  who  realizes  s 
cannot  return  to  the  College  by  closing  time  (when  she  has  sign 
out  on  her  dorm  card)  or  by  the  time  for  which  she  has  signed  c 
(when  she  is  signed  out  on  a  special  permission  slip)  should  c 
the  Resident  Adviser.  She  should  give  her  location,  reason  f 
being  late,  and  the  approximate  time  she  expects  to  return.  Notil 
ing  the  Resident  Adviser  is  the  responsibility  of  the  indi\idi 
student.  This  does  not  necessarily  excuse  the  lateness. 

g.  Signing  out  on  dormitory  cards  or  special  permission  slips  a  d 
prior  to  departure. 

h.  Failure  to  observe  regulations  concerning  official  bedtime. 
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he  Judicial  Board  may  give  additional  penalties  to  resident  or  non- 
isident  students  for  failure  to  comply  with  infirmary  or  library  regu- 
itions. 

Withdrawal  of  privileges  is  given  for  infractions  of  regulations.  If  a  stu- 
2nt  overdraws  her  privileges  for  one  week,  her  corresponding  privileges 
e  automatically  withdrawn  for  the  following  week. 

AMPUSES 

.  The  secretary  of  the  Judicial  Board  notifies  a  student  that  she  has 
one  week  in  which  to  begin  campus.  (She  may  be  given  an  ad- 
additional  week  to  begin  if  the  campus  involves  an  exam  week. 
A  campus  may  be  served  during  the  first  week  of  the  next  fall 
semester-) 

She  reports  to  her  hall  proctor  and  the  Judicial  Board  secretary 
the  day  and  hour  she  is  beginning  campus.  The  designated  number 
of  days  must  be  served  consecutively. 

.  Permission  to  break  campus  is  given  by  the  Student  Government 
president  in  cases  of  emergency.  If  the  Student  Government  presi- 
dent is  not  available,  the  permission  can  be  given  by  the  Judicial 
Board  chairman,  the  Legislative  Board  chairman,  or  the  Student 
Activities  Board  chairman. 

.  Strict  campus 

a.  Given  for  some  offences  requiring  action  by  the  Judicial  Board. 

b.  Restrictions: 

( 1 )  The  student  must  remain  on  the  campus. 

(2)  The  student  may  have  no  dates.  This  includes  dates  less 
than  15  minutes. 

(3)  The  student  may,  however,  exercise  the  following  social 
privileges,  provided  she  is  not  dating:  attending  com- 
munity series  (i.e.  concerts,  lectures,  plays)  and  attending 
Sunday  morning  and  evening  church  services. 

.  Lenient  campus 

a.  Given  for  the  following: 

( 1 )  Accumulation  of  six  call  downs 

(2)  The  fourth  unexcused  chapel  absence  and  the  second  of 
every  two  unexcused  absences  after  the  fourth. 

b.  Restrictions  same  as  strict  campus  except: 
The   student  may   go   to   Ridgewood    and   Wilmont   business 
establishments  once  a  day,  provided  she  is  not  dating. 

.  Lenient  week-end  campus 
Lenient  week-end  campus,  which  shall  be  defined  as  beginning 
Friday  at  8:00  a.m.  and  ending  Monday  at  8:00  a.m.,  is  given  in 
cases  deemed  necessary  by  the  Judicial  Board  and  carries  the 
same  restrictions  as  lenient  campus. 

.JOBATION,  SUSPENSION,  and  EXPULSION  or  other  penalties  at  the 
scretion  of  the  Judicial  Board  may  be  given  for  serious  offenses,  in- 
ading  the  following: 
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a.  Cheating  in  tests  and  examinations. 

b.  Cheating  in  assignments. 

( 1 )  Accepting  of  assistance  in  themes,  book  reports,  book 
outHnes,  or  other  written  work  either  in  organization  or  in 
corrections  in  violation  of  procedures  prescribed  by  in- 
dividual instructors. 

(2)  Failure  to  give  proper  credit  in  written  work  for  quotations 
and  distinctive  ideas  drawn  from  the  writings  of  other 
people.  (Note:  For  research  papers,  the  "Handbook  of 
Form  for  Research  Papers''  will  be  the  guide  for  proper 
documentation.  For  other  types  of  written  assignments,  the 
instructor  will  give  directions;  the  responsibility  for  under- 
standing and  carefully  following  such  instructions  lies  with 
each  student.) 

(3)  Using  another  student's  mathematical  problems,  maps,  oi 
notes  on  parallel  reading. 

(4)  Signing  for  parallel  reading  which  has  not  been  done. 

(5)  Copying  laboratory  work  from  other  students. 

(6)  Using  interlined  books. 

2.  Theft. 

3.  Falsification  of  college  records. 

4.  General  dishonesty. 

5.  Violation  of  the  drinking  policy. 

a.  Possession  or  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  the  campu' 
or  at  a  college  sponsored  function. 

b.  Returning  to  the  campus  in  a  state  of  intoxication. 

6.  Violation  of  special  privileges. 

7.  Any  other  offense  of  a  serious  nature. 

Note:  Probation,  probation  with  reduction  of  social  privileges 
suspension  and  expulsion  are  given  upon  approval  of  two-thirds  of  th' 
voting  members  of  the  Judicial  Board,  subject  to  the  approval  of  th' 
President  of  the  College. 

If  a  student  on  probation  is  returned  to  the  Judicial  Board  fo 
further  violations,  either  suspension  or  expulsion  may  be  considered 

Probation 

a.  Notification  of  the  parents  to  be  considered  by  the  Dean  of  Student;- 

b.  Statement  of  offense  to  be  placed  in  confidential  file  in  the  Dea 
of  Students"  Office. 

c.  Student  while  on  probation  to  be  ineligible  to  run  or  be  appointe 
to  certain  offices. 

Probation  with  reduction  of  social  privileges 

a.  Notification   of  the   parents   to   be   considered    by    the    Dean    c 
Students. 

b.  Statement  of  offense  to  be  placed  in  confidential  file  in  the  Dea 
of  Students'  Office. 
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c.  Student  while  on  probation  to  be  ineligible  to  run  for  or  be  ap- 
pointed to  certain  offices. 

d.  Reduction  of  social  privileges  to  be  determined  by  the  Judicial 
Board. 

iUSPENSION 

a.  After  notice  of  suspension,  a  student  must  leave  campus  within  24 
hours.  During  the  period  of  suspension,  she  may  return  to  the 
campus  for  official  business  with  administration  officers  and/or 
Student  Government  officers,  at  which  time  she  may  see  her  friends. 

b.  The  student  may  apply  for  re-admission  to  Meredith  after  a  speci- 
fied period  of  time. 

EXPULSION 

a.  After  notice  of  expulsion,  a  student  must  leave  the  campus  within 
24  hours. 

b.  The  student  does  not  have  the  privilege  to  apply  for  re-admission 
to  Meredith. 

Jon-Resident  Students 

udicial  Board  Action  is  taken  for  the  accumulation  of  six  call  downs 
y  non-resident  students.  For  any  other  infraction,  a  non-resident  stu- 
ent's  case  will  be  handled  by  the  Judicial  Board.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 
STUDENT  GOVERNMENT  ASSOCIATION 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  students  of  Meredith  College,  organized  as  the  Student  Government 
sociation  desiring  to  assume  our  proper  share  of  responsibility  and  to  assist 
;  administration  and  faculty  in  advancing  the  ideals  and  endeavors  of  the 
liege,  have  adopted  the  following  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 

ARTICLE  I 

Name 

The  association  shall  be  called  the  Student  Government  Association  of  Mere- 
ih  College. 

ARTICLE  II 
Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  promote,  in  cooperation  with  the 
ministration,  the  general  welfare  of  the  student  body;  to  enact  and  enforce 
i;ulations  of  the  association;  to  uphold  the  high  ideals  of  the  college;  to 
Dmote  interest  in  campus  affairs;  and  to  supervise  all  student  activities  for  the 
1st  interest  of  the  student  body  as  a  whole. 

ARTICLE  III 
Grant  Of  Powers 

Under  the  grant  of  power  given  to  the  Student  Government  Association,  the 
dents  have  freedom  in  shaping  the  policies  and  regulations  for  student  life, 
the  exercise  of  its  governing  powers,  the  Association  is  ultimately  responsible 
the  faculty  and  administration  under  authorization  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Membership  and  RESPONsiBiLrxY 

Section  I.  Membership.  Upon  registration  at  Meredith  all  students  working 
vard  a  degree  shall  become  members  of  the  Student  Government  Association. 
;sident  students  are  under  jurisdiction  of  the  Association  in  all  matters;  non- 
ident  students  are  under  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Association,  except  in 
itters  which  are  under  the  control  of  their  parents  and  guardians. 

Section   2.   Responsibility.   Each   student   in   coming  to   Meredith    College   ac- 

Dts  college  citizenship  involving  self-government  under  the  Honor  Code,  which, 

defined  by  the  Student  Government  Association,  means  that: 

Each  student  is  expected  to  be  honest  and  truthful  at  all  times. 

Each  student  is  personally  responsible  for  her  own  conduct,  for  her  obligation 

the  college  community,  and  for  informing  herself  of  and  abiding  by  the 
liege  regulations.  If  a  student  breaks  a  regulation,  she  is  expected  to  correct 
r  offense  by  reporting  herself  to  the  proper  authority:  in  an  administrative 
itter,  to  the  officer  of  administration  concerned;  in  an  academic  matter,  to 
;  instructor  concerned;  and  a  student  government  matter,  to  an  upperclass 
:mber  of  the  Judicial  Board. 
Each  student  is  responsible  for  seeing  that  the  Honor  Code  is  carried  out  at 

times.  If  she  is  aware  of  a  violation  of  the  Code  by  another  student,  it  is 
r  duty  to  confront  the  offender  for  her  violation. 

If  the  offender  does  not  report  herself  within  48  hours,  she  has  violated  the 
mor  Code  and  may  be  confronted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board 
d  the  President  of  the  SGA. 

Section   3.   Statement  of  responsibilities.   Each   student  early   in   her   first   se- 
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mcslor  shall  sign  a  statement  concerning  her  responsibilities  as  a  member  of  th 
Student  Government  Association.

and  duties  delegated  by  the  President  of  the  Association.  A  vacancy  whic' 
occurs  in  the  office  of  President  of  the  Association  shall  be  filled  by  th' 
Executive  Vice-President  upon  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the  Executive  Com 
mittee  of  the  Student  Government  Association. 

C.  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  one  vice-president  to  serve  a^ 
chairman  of  the  Legislative  Board;  one  vice-president  to  serve  as  chairman  o; 
the  Legislative  Board:  one  vice-president  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Judicial 
Board:  and  one  vice-president  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Student  Activities 
Board.  They  shall  perform  also  other  duties  that  may  fall  upon  them  as  vice 
presidents  of  the  Association. 

D.  Secretaries.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislative  secretary  to  perform  al 
secretarial  duties  for  the  Association  and  for  the  Legislative  Board;  to  be  re 
sponsible  for  all  general  correspondence  of  the  Association:  and  it  shall  be  th>' 
duty  of  the  judicial  secretary  to  perform  all  secretarial  duties  for  the  Judicia 
Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Student  Activities  Board  secretary  to  perforn 
ail  secretarial  duties  of  the  Student  Activities  Board;  and  it  shall  be  the  dut; 
of  the  Interdormitory  Board  secretary  to  perform  all  secretarial  duties  for  thr 
Interdormitory  Board.

During  the  year  there  shall  be  regular  joint  meetin 
with  the  Student  Life  Committee. 

Section  6.  Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Boa 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Judicial  Board 

Section  1.  Function. 

A.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial  Board  to  withdraw  privileges  fro 
and  impose  penalties  upon  any  member  of  the  Ass(x;iation  who  has  committ< 
an  offense  warranting  probation,  probation  with  reduction  of  social  privilege 
suspension,  or  expulsion,  or  has  violated  the  Honor  Code.  The  penalties  of  pr 
bation,  probation  with  reduction  of  stKial  privileges,  suspension,  and  expulsic 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Judicial  Board  and  the  President  of  tl 
College. 

B.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial  Board  to  summon  before  it  ar 
reprimand  any  member  of  the  Association  whose  conduct  warrants  such   actio 

C.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial  Board  to  request  that  any  memb. 
of  the  Student  Government  Association,  including  members  of  the  four  governii 
bodies,  appear  before  the  board  at  the  hearing  of  a  case  to  give  pertine 
information.  These  witnesses  shall  have  no  vote. 

D.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial  Board,  upon  a  two-thirds  vo 
of  the  members  of  the  Board,  to  require  the  holder  of  any  campus  offi( 
who  has  not  shown  herself  worthy  of  responsibility  to  withdraw  from  that  offic 

Section  2.  Membership.  The  Judicial  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  chai 
man,  the  secretary,  the  chairman  of  the  Interdormitory  Board,  three  represent 
lives    of   the    Senior    Class,    two    representatives    of   the    Junior    Class,    and    of 
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jresentative    of    the    Sophomore    Class.    The    President    of    the    S.G.A.    and    a 
jresentative   of  the  Non-Resident  students  will  serve   as  non-voting   members, 
cases  involving  non-resident  students,  the  non-resident  representative  will  he- 
me a  voting  member. 

Section  3.  Duties  of  the  Officers. 

A.  Chairman.   It   shall   be   the   duty   of   the   chairman   of  the   Judicial   Board 
preside    over    all    meetings    of    the    Judicial    Board,    serve    as    a    non-voting 

jmber,  to  call  necessary  meetings  of  that  Board. 

B.  The  V ice-Chairman.  The  Judicial  Board  shall  elect  from  its  senior  members 
vice-chairman  to  assist  the  Chairman  and  to  preside  over  the  meetings  in 
i  absence  of  the  Chairman. 

C.  Secretary  of  the  Judicial  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of 
e  Judicial  Board  to  record  the  proceedings  and  decisions  of  all  meetings  of 
e  Board,  to  serve  as  a  non-voting  member,  and  to  submit  to  joint  Judicial 
>ard  decisions  of  the  Board  as  must  be  approved  by  that  Board  and  referred 
the  President  of  the  College. 

Section  4.  Meetings.  The  Judicial  Board  shall  meet  regularly  to  consider 
e  business  of  that  body.  Whenever  a  major  case  is  being  considered,  the 
int  Judicial  Board  shall  meet  to  hear  and  evaluate  evidence.  The  joint  Judicial 
)ard  shall  meet  with  the  Board  whenever  joint  discussion  of  mutual  problems 
desired. 

Section  5.  Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Judicial  Board  shall 
institute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  X 

Student  Activities  Board 
Section  1.  Function. 

A.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Student  Activities  Board  to  encourage  the 
■velopment  of  cultural  interests  by  promoting  a  strong  and  varied  program 
itside  the  classroom. 

B.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Student  Activities  Board  to  promote  a 
oad  program  of  social  activities  for  students,  administration,  faculty,  and 
oups  off  campus. 

Section  2.  Membership. 

The  Student  Activities  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  chairman,  a  secretary, 
ce-president  of  each  society,  a  vice-president  of  each  class,  the  Concert  and 
;ctures  Chairman,  the  Special  Projects  Chairman,  the  Social  Standards  Chair- 
an,  the  Publicity  Chairman,  a  representative  of  the  Interdormitory  Board,  two 
presentatives  elected  from  the  presidents  of  all  the  clubs,  and  the  representative 
'  the  non-resident  students. 

Section  3.  Duties  of  the  Officers. 

A.  Chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  Student  Activities 
oard  to  preside  over  meetings  of  the  Student  Activities  Board,  to  call  meetings 
hen  necessary,  and  appoint  committees  as  needed. 

B.  Vice-Chairman.  The  Student  Activities  Board  shall  elect  from  its  senior 
embers  a  vice-chairman  to  assist  the  Chairman  and  to  preside  over  the  meetings 
i;  the  absence  of  the  Chairman. 

C.  Secretary  of  the  Student  Activities  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
ry  of  the  Student  Activities  Board  to  record  the  minutes  and  to  send  copies 
f  the  minutes  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Student  Activities  Board,  to  the  President 
f  the  Student  Government  Association,  and  to  the  Dean  of  Students. 

'  Section  4.  Duties  of  the  Members. 

A.  Student  Executive  Committee  Representative.  The  Student  Activities  Board 
lall  elect  from  its  members  one  representative,  in  addition  to  the  Chairman,  to 
'rve  as  secretary  of  the  Student  Government  Executive  Committee. 
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B.  Student    Cluiirnian    of   Concerts   and    Lectures    Committee.    An    uppercl^;c 
student  shall   be  appointed  each  spring  by  the  Student  Government  Associati 
to   serve   as   Student    Chairman   of  Concert   and   Lectures   Committee   and    as 
member  of  the  Student  Activities  Board. 

C.  Cliih  Representative.  The  presidents  of  all  clubs  meeting  the  requiremej 
of  the  Board,  with  the  exception  of  those  clubs  already  affiliated  with  tei 
Meredith  Recreation  Association  or  the  Meredith  Christian  Association,  sh  w 
select  two  of  their  number  to  serve  as  representatives-at-large  for  ail  the  clul 
and  these  two  club  representatives  shall  call  meetings  of  all  the  club  pre  if 
dents  when  necessary  to  inform  them  of  any  Student  Activities'  business  whin 
is  pertinent  to  the  clubs. 

Section  5.  Committees. 

A.  Concerts  and  Lectures  Committee.  An  upperclass  student  shall  be 
pointed  each  spring  by  the  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  to  ser 
as  Student  Chairman  of  Concerts  and  Lectures  Committee  and  as  a  memh 
of  the  Student  Activities  Board.  This  committee  shall  plan  and  coordinate 
series  of  concerts   and   lectures   to  be   presented   throughout   the    academic   ye; 

B.  Social  Standards  Committee.  An  upperclass  student  shall  be  appoint 
each  spring  by  the  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  to  serve  as  Cha 
man  of  the  Social  Standards  Committee  and  as  a  member  of  the  Student 
tivities  Board.  It  shall  be  a  function  of  the  Social  Standards  Board  to  educt 
the  student  body  in  standards  of  social  behavior. 

C.  Special  Projects  Committee.  An  upperclass  student  not  presently  a  mei 
ber  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  each  spring  by  the  Executive  Committ 
of  the  Student  Government  Association  to  serve  as  Special  Projects  Chairm 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Student  Activities  Board. 

D.  Publicity   Committee.   An  upperclass   student   not   presently    a   member 
the  Board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Student  Government   Executive  Committ 
to   serve   as    Chairman    of   the    Publicity    Committee    and    as    a    member    of    t 
Student  Activities  Board.  This  committee  shall  inform  the  student   body  of  t 
projects  and  activities  of  the  Board. 

Section    6.   Meetings.   The    Student   Activities   Board    shall    meet    regularly 
consider  the  business  of  that  group. 

Section  7.  Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Student  Activiti 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 


ARTICLE  XI 
Student  Life  Committee 

Section  1.  Function.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Student  Life  Committ 
to  direct  attention  and/or  study  to  the  concerns  and/or  the  welfare  of  tl 
students;  give  consideration  to  the  spiritual,  recreational,  and  health  needs  of  tl 
students;  study  and  review  student  organizations  and  their  budgets;  and  devi 
plans  for  working  with  students  and  student  organizations,  as  well  as  period 
cally  reviewing  all  student  life  regulations.  This  Committee  shall  serve  as  tl 
responsible  body  to  see  that  the  College's  philosophy  finds  expression  in  tl 
College  community. 

Section  2.  Membership.  The  Student  Life  committee  shall  be  composed 
the  S.G.A.  President,  the  M.C.A.  President,  the  M.R.A.  President,  the  pre 
dents  of  the  four  academic  classes,  the  Dean  of  Students  or  Director  of  Stude 
Affairs,  the  College  Minister,  five  faculty  (instructional  staff)  members  electt 
by  the  faculty,  and  the  Director  of  the  College  Center.  (When  this  position 
filled,  one  faculty  membership  should  be  withdrawn.)  Whatever  student  boai 
shall  be  concerned  with  specific  proposal  may  send  a  representative  fro 
that  board  to  discuss  the  proposal  with  the  Student  Life  Committee. 
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i.CTiON  3.     Authoniy. 

Legislative  and  Constitutional  changes.  There  must  be  a  two-thirds  vote 
II  members  present  concerning  legislative  and  constitutional  changes.  Changes 
iring  presidential  approval  should  be  ratified  by  this  committee  after  they 
passed  the  Legislative  Board  upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
jnt  at  the  Legislative  Board.  An  appeal  to  the  President  of  the  College  can 
Hade  by  the  Legislative  Board  when  its  action  is  not  ratified  by  the  Student 
I  Committee.  The  Student  Life  Committee  will  have  the  authority  to  decide 
i:her  any  proposal  presented  to  the  committee  will  be  voted  upon  by  that 
imittee  or  referred  to  some  other  administrative  office. 

The  Student  Life  Committee  shall  discuss  issues  of  concern  to   the   non- 
emic    life    and    make    policy    decisions    where    appropriate.    The    committee 
1  offer  its  recommendations  to  the  President  of  the  College  or  to  the   ap- 
|)riate  board,  committee,  or  group. 

I.  Special  Requests.  The  committee  shall  hear  special  requests  from  the 
(;ge  community  and  either  send  their  requests  to  an  appropriate  board  or 
mittee  or,  if  there  is  no  appropriate  group,  the  committee  shall  recommend 
j:;y  on  these  requests  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

lECTiON  4.  Meetings.  The  committee  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  the  time 
place   selected   by  the  committee.   The  committee   shall   hold   special   meet- 
j.  when  called  by  the  Chairman. 

SCTION  5.  Officers.  The  Dean  of  Students  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  the 
lent  Life  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XII 
Dormitory  Organization 

ECTiON  1.  Function.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  dormitory  organization  to 
blish  a  self-governing  system  in  each  dormitory  and  provide  representation 
each  resident  on  the  Legislative  and  Interdormitory  Boards. 

ECTION  2.  Officers  and  Their  Duties. 

..  Dormitory  President.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  dormitory  president 
■erve  as  a  member  of  the  Interdormitory  Board,  to  enforce  dormitory  regu- 
)ns,  to  coordinate  the  work  of  the  vice-presidents,  and  to  assist  in  the 
ing  of  the  campus. 

.  Dormitory  Vice-President.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  dormitory  vice- 
;ident  to  serve  as  proctor  on  the  hall,  enforcing  all  rules  of  the  Association 
aining,  to  the  government  of  the  dormitory.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
dormitory  vice-president  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Board. 
\  Assistant  Dormitory  Vice-President.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assistant 
■nitory  vice-presidents  to  assist  in  any  necessary  capacity.  She  shall  not  have 
power  to  give  call  downs. 

ECTION  2.  Interdormitory  Board. 

V.  Membership.   The   Interdormitory  Board  shall   be   composed   of  the   Inter- 

mitory  Board  Chairman,  the  Interdormitory  Board  Secretary,  and  the  Dormi- 

'  presidents. 

i.  Duties  of  the  Officers.

3.  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Interdorm  Board  Secretary  to 
record  proceedings  and  decisions  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  to  serve 
as  a  non-voting  member,  to  send  copies  of  the  minutes  to  the  Chairman 
of  the   Judicial   Board,   the   President   of  the    Student    Government   As- 
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sociation.  and  the  Dean  of  Students,  and  to  keep  the  official  records 
penalties. 

C.  Fniiclions.  The  functions  of  the   Interdormitory  Board  shall  be  as  folloif

to  discuss  problems,  policies,  and  procedures. 

2.  To  enforce  dormitory  regulations  and  maintain  order. 

3.  To  handle  routine  offenses  referred  to  the  Board  by  the  Chairmar 
the  Judicial  Board,  such  as: 

a.  Lateness  in  excess  of  15  minutes. 

b.  Other  offenses  which  do  not  merit  probation,  probation  with  reduc 
of  scKial  privileges,  suspension,  or  expulsion. 

4.  To  recommend  consideration  of  more  serious  cases  to  the  Judicial  Bo; 

5.  To  provide  over-all  unity  within  dormitory  structure,  such  as  planr 
dormitory-wide  activities.  fcc 

D.  Meetings.  Interdormitory  Board  shall  meet  regularly  to  consider  the  busii, 
of  the  group. 

E.  Quorum.   Two-thirds   of   the    members   of   the    Interdormitory    Board    s 
constitute  a  quorum. 

F.  Student   Appeal.    Any    decision    of   the    Interdormitory    Board    may    be 
pealed  to  the  Judicial  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII 
Non-Resident  Student  Organization 
Section  1.  Officers  and  Their  Dutie.s. 

A.  President.   It   shall   be   the   duty   of  the   president   of   the   non-resident 
dents   to    preside   over   meetings   of   the    non-resident    students:    to    represent 
non-resident  students  on  the   Legislative   Board:   and  to  perform  the  duties  1 
may   fall    upon   her   as    president   of   the    non-resident   students.

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She  shall  be  a  member  of  either  the  Freshman,  Sophomore.  Junior,  or 
Senior  Class. 

CTioN  2.  Meetings.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  non-resident  students 
|iever  deemed  necessary  by  the  president  of  the  non-resident  students.  A 
:ing  must  be  called  by  her  upon  the  written  request  of  ten  per  cent  of  the 
resident  students  or  at  the  request  of  any  of  the  four  Student  Government 
ds.

ARTICLE    I 

The  Elections  System 
■CTION  1.     Provisions  jar  Elections.

\.  Membership.  There  shall  be  an  Elections  Board  composed  of  a  chairman 
elected  by  the  student  body  and  two  representatives  selected  by  each 
class. 

2.  Duties. 

a.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Elections  Board  to  supervise  the  processes 
of  elections  for  two  slates  in  which  students  will  file  as  candidates  for 
offices. 

b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Elections  Board  to  check  the  eligibility 
(academic  and  social),  classification,  and  point  status  of  all  students 
who  file  for  office. 

3.  Powers. 

a.  The  Elections  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  make  any  necessary 
changes. 

b.  The  Elections  Board  shall  appoint  elections  officials  to  assist  in  the 
general  elections. 

Method  of  filing. 

1.  Students  shall  file  for  candidacy  with  the  Elections  Board  on  or  prior  to 
the  date  specified  by  the  Elections  Board. 

2.  In  the  event  that  no  student  files  for  an  office,  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  appropriate  organization  shall  approach  the  students  with  the  sug- 
gestion that  they  file. 

3.  Candidates  will  file  for  various  offices  according  to  the  following  two 
slates:

F.  Advisory  Co/nniiitee.  There  shall  be  an  Advisory  Committee  composed 
the    Dean   of   Students    and    three    faculty    and/or    administrative    representati'), 
elected  by  the  Elections  Board  to  serve  on  a  rotating  basis  for  a  period  of  ihp 
years.  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  meet  with  the   Elections   Board   and  e 
member  shall  have  a  vote.

Sec.  2.    Elections  Procedures. 

A.  Qualifications  for  Voting.  In  order  to  vote  in  primaries  and  elections  hi 
by  the  Association,  a  student  must  register  in  advance  to  vote.  To  be  eligi 
to  register  to  vote,  a  student  must  be  a  member  of  the  Student  Government  Assoc 
tion  and  must  have  been  enrolled  as  a  student  for  one  semester  immediati 
preceding  the  election.

•EC.  2.  Order  for  Business.  All  business  meetings  of  the  Association  and  its 
erning  bodies  shall  be  conducted  according  to  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  as  revised 
he  bylaws. 

(EC.  3.  Quorum  for  Ordinary  Business  of  the  Association.  One-third  of  the 
mbers  of  the  Association  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
inary  business. 

ARTICLE  III 

Procedures 

Section  1.  Legislative  Procedure.  The  Legislative  Board  receives  recommen- 
ions  concerning  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  in  regulations  of  the  As- 
iation   from   the   student   groups  or  from   the  entire   student  body,   from   the 
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Student  Life  Committee,  or  fri)m  the  Student  Government  Executive  Cor 
mitlee.  Legislation  is  introduced  by  the  Chairman  or  a  member  of  the  Bodt 
The  Chairman  may  then  refer  the  proposed  legislation  to  an  appointed  cor 
mittee  for  study.  Proposed  legislation  is  voted  upon  by  the  members  of  tl 
Board  according  to  Robert's  Rules  of  Order.  The  Legislative  Board  shall  ref 
such  changes  as  are  accepted  by  the  Board  to  the  Association  for  discussio 
it  shall  then  refer  such  changes  to  the  Student  Life  Committee,  to  the  Preside 
of  the  College,  and  to  the  Association  ft)r  final  vote.  Changes  for  a  puniti 
nature  shall  be  referred  to  the  Student  Life  Committee  and  to  the  preside 
for  final  approval. 

Section  2.  Judicial  Procedure. 

A.  Preliminary   Procedure.    This    procedure    shall    be    followd    by    the   Judic 
Board  and  the  Interdormitory  Board  in  the  preliminary  investigation  of  cases. 

1.  An  offense  ma\  be  reported  by  the  offender  or  observer  of  the  offen 
or  the  Dean  of  Students  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board  or  tl 
President  of  the  SG.A. 

2.  After  consultation  the  follov\ing  three  decide  \\hether  a  case  v^arran 
Interdormitory  Board  or  Judicial  Board  action:  the  Dean  of  Student 
the  President  of  the  SGA.  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial   Board. 

3.  The  alleged  offender  shall  be  confronted  by  the  Judicial  Board  Chairm; 
and  the  President  of  the  SG.A.  if  she  does  not  report  herself  with 
48  hours  after  being  confronted. 

4.  The   Chairman  of  the  Judicial   Board,   the   President   of  the   SG.A.   ar' 
the  Dean  of  Students  will  then  question  all  of  the  persons  involved 
clarify  facts  concerning  the  case. 

5.  During  the  preliminary  interview,  the  student  shall  be  informed  i 
her  rights. 

B.  Jurisdiction. 

1.  Interdormitory  Board.  Minor  cases  are  brought  before  the  Inierdormitoi. 
Board. 

a.  Minor  cases  chiefly  involve  an  infraction  of  some  facet  of  the  sigm.) 
procedure,  lates  in  e.xcess  of  15  minutes  or  infractions  of  the  c 
regulations.  (See  Article  X.)  Other  cases  may  be  referred  to  tt 
Interdormitory  Board  at  the  discretion  of  the  Judicial  Board. 

b.  The  student  may  or  may  not  appear  before  the  Board  depending  i 
her  desire  to  appear  and  the  clarity  of  the  case.  Penalties  require  . 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  voting  of  members  present.  They  range  froi: 
a  call  down(s)   to  a  form  of  a  campus.   (See  "Penalties"  section  (i 
the  Handbook.) 

c.  -A  student  may  appeal   decisions   made   by   the   Interdormitory   Boat ' 
to  the  Judicial  Board,  the  President  of  the  College,  and  finally  tl 
Board  of  Trustees. 

2.  Judicial  Board.  Major  cases  are  brought  before  the  joint  Judicial  Boar^ 

a.  Offenses  warranting  Judicial  Board  action  are  defined  in  the  Penaltici 
section  of  the  Handbook.  (.Also  see  .Article  IX.) 

b.  After  completion  of  the  preliminary  investigation,  the  case  is  presentef 
to  the  joint  Judicial  Board.  .A  tape  recorder  is  used  to  record  actu 
testimony  by  the  student  in  question,  material  witnesses  and  characti 
witnesses,  and  presentation  of  material  evidence.  During  the  present. i 
tion  of  the  case,  any  member  of  the  joint  Judicial  Board  ma\  questic 
a  student  but  only  in  areas  directlv   related  to  the  case.  .After  a  charj 
is  proposed  and  voted  upon  by  the  joint  Judicial  Board,  a  two-thirc 
quorum  of  voting  members  decides  the  penalty.  The  penalty  is  decide! 
at  the  cretion  of  the  joint  Judicial  Board.  If  the  penalty  is  probatioi 
probation  with  restriction  of  social  privileges,  suspension,  or  expulsion 
it  must  be  taken  to  the  President  of  the  College  at  the  earliest  possib:. 
time.    If    the    President    approves,    the    student    is    informed    of    h< 
penalty  as  quickly  as  possible  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Boar 
and  or  the  President  of  the  SPA. 
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c.  The  student  may  appeal  a  Judicial  Board  decision  to  the  Student 
Government  Executive  Committee,  the  President  of  the  College,  and 
finally  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 


ARTICLE  IV 

Amendments 

n  amendment  may  be  proposed  by  any  of  the  three  boards  or  the  Student 
ernment  Executive  Committee,  by  the  Student  Life  Committee,  or  by  ten  per 
of  the  members  of  the  Association.  The  proposed  amendment  shall  be 
d  at  least  one  week  before  it  is  voted  upon  by  the  Association.  Ratification 
in  amendment  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Association  and  the 
oval  of  the  Student  Life  Committee  and  the  President  of  the  College.

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iThe  purpose  of  Meredith  College  is  to  develop  in  its  students  the 
nristian  attitude  toward  the  whole  of  life,  and  to  prepare  them  for  in- 
digent citizenship,  homemaking,  graduate  study,  and  for  professional 
id  other  fields  of  service.  Its  intention  is  to  provide  not  only  thorough 
struction,  but  also  culture  made  perfect  through  the  religion  of  Jesus 
irist.  These  ideals  of  academic  integrity  and  religious  influence  have 
^ays  been  cherished  at  Meredith. 

Upon  enrollment  at  Meredith  College,  each  student  becomes  a  mem- 
r  of  the  Student  Government  Association,  the  Meredith  Recreation 
^sociation,  and  the  Meredith  Christian  Association.  These  three  or- 
nizations  form  the  basis  of  the  Meredith  community  and  coordinate 
mpus  activities. 
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THE  HONOR  SYSTEM 

All  lite  at  Meredith  is  based  upon  the  honor  system  which  is  drav 
up  and  dctined  by  the  students  of  the  college  in  the  honor  code. 

The  Meredith  College  Honor  Code: 

1.  Each  student  strives  at  all  times  to  be  honest  and  truthful. 

2.  Each  student  is  personally  responsibile  for  her  own  conduct  ai 
for  informing  herself  and  abiding  by  college  regulations. 

3.  Each  student  is  personally  responsible  for  her  obligations  to  tl 
college  community. 

4.  Each  student  is  responsible  for  seeing  that  the  honor  code  is. 
all  times,  carried  out.  If  she  is  aware  of  a  violation  of  the  co( 
by  another  student,  it  becomes  her  duty  to  see  that  the  offend 
reports  the  violation. 

Violation  of  the  Meredith  Honor  Code  occurs  when  a  student 
dishonest  or  untruthful,  or  when  a  student  fails  to  report  herself  I 
a  rule  infraction.  If  a  regulation  is  broken,  the  student  should  rcpi 
herself  to  the  proper  authorities:  in  an  academic  matter,  to  the  instruct 
concerned:  in  an  administrative  matter,  to  the  officer  of  the  administi 
tion  concerned;  and  in  a  student  government  matter,  to  an  uppcrcla 
member  of  the  Judicial  Board  or  to  the  President  of  the  S.G.A. 

The  Meredith  Honor  System  is  based  upon  the  principles  of  integrii 
fulfillment  of  community  obligations,  and  responsibility  for  one's  felK 
citizens.  When  each  student  tells  the  truth,  is  personally  responsil 
for  her  own  conduct,  and  her  obligations  to  the  college  community,  a: 
sees  that  the  honor  system  is  carried  out.  there  is  built  up  an  atmosph. 
of  trust,  basic  to  our  life  at  Meredith.  This  trust  places  upon  ea. 
student  the  responsibility  for  her  own  action  and  that  of  her  cla^ 
mates.  To  quote  Dr.  Caplin  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  "with  t 
privilege  of  living  in  an  honorable  society  goes  the  duty  of  maintainii 
its  integrity."  No  student  has  completed  her  enrollment  at  Meredi 
College  until  she  has  signed  the  Honor  Pledge: 

"I  do  solemnly  pledge  my  honor  that  as  long  as  I  am  a  student 
Meredith  College,  I  will  faithfully  uphold  the  principles  of  the  Hon 
System  and  will  respect  and  observe  its  procedures  and  requiremen 
I  also  pledge  my  support  to  our  system  of  self-government,  an  intcgr 
part  of  our  way  of  life  at  Meredith  College.  I  promise  to  help  my  fellc 
students  by  calling  to  their  attention  any  action  or  attitude  that  w 
jeopardize  the  Honor  System  or  that  will  weaken  the  system  of  se 
government.  I  make  this  pledge  in  view  of  the  pledges  of  my  fellc 
students  thus  signifying  our  mutual  trust  and  our  high  resolve  to  kei 
our  honor  forever  sacred  and  our  self-government  forever  strong." 
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GRANT  OF  POWERS 

'I'he  Board  of  Trustees  approves  the  adoption  and  operation  by  the 
culty  and  the  student  body  of  what  is  commonly  known  as  student 
ivernment,  subject,  however,  to  the  following  Umitations: 

1.  The  following  matters  are  reserved  from  student  control,  and  as 
these  the  faculty  and  the  officers  of  the  college  shall  have  control: 

a.  All  academic  matters. 

b.  All  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  students. 

c.  Chapel  programs. 

d.  Organization  of  the  clubs  and  societies. 

e.  Control  of  college  property. 

2.  To  the  President,  to  the  Dean,  and  to  the  Dean  of  Students,  with 
sir  respective  committees,  is  reserved  the  right  to  handle  special  cases 

discipline  which  in  their  judgment  can  best  be  handled  in  this  way; 
bject  to  the  right  of  the  Trustees  to  review  the  same,  if  they  so  desire. 

3.  The  Trustees  reserve  all  powers  and  authority  not  hereinbefore 
ecifically  granted  to  others,  and  reserve  the  right  to  modify  or  repeal 
is  grant  of  authority  at  any  time  at  their  discretion.

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Rooms 

Freshmen  are  housed  in  Vann  and  Stringfield  dormitories,  soph 
mores  usually  live  in  Brewer,  Faircloth.  and  Poteat,  and  the  two  m 
air-conditioned  dormitories.  North  and  South,  arc  reserved  for  junic 
and  seniors.  Junior  hall  proctors  with  their  suitemates  live  on  ca 
freshman  hall.  Upperclassmen  draw  for  room  assignments  in  th 
respective  dormitories,  while  freshmen  are  assigned  rooms  with  ihi 
preference  for  a  roommate. 

Rooms  are  IT  x  16'  with  2  closets,  2  single  beds,  1  study  desk  w 
bookshelves,  2  straight-back  chairs,  1  double  dresser,  2  wall  lights  a 
an  overhead  light.  Dormitory  furniture  is  not  to  be  rearranged;  ex' 
chest  of  drawers  and  chairs  are  unnecessary. 

There  is  a  pair  of  windows  in  each  room  75"  x  78"  except  roo; 
in  all  donnitories  numbered  114,  115,  218,  219,  318,  and  319.  Th< 
measure  97"  x  78".  The  beds  are  76"  x  36"  and  are  20"  from  the  llo 
Each  student  brings  her  own  bedding  (including  a  mattress  cover)  a 
pillow.  It  is  advisable  to  have  4  to  6  sheets,  dresser  scarfs,  pillow  cas 
towels  and  bath  cloths. 

Rooms  on  fourth  floor  Stringfield,  Vann,  and  Brewer,  are  nev 
constructed  and  equipped.  Each  has  2  dormer  windows  with  veneti 
blinds,  except  rooms  No.  404  and  No.  41  1  have  one  window  each,  al 
No.  407  has  three  windows.  Mattresses  for  the  twin  beds  in  each  ro( 
are  76"  x  36"  and  arc  21"  from  the  floor. 
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Rooms  in  Poteat  are  IIV2'  x  20'  equipped  with  built-in  furniture, 
omprised  of  2  single  beds,  2  wardrobes,  2  study  desks,  with  bookcase 
nits  above,  and  1  double  dresser.  Mattresses  for  the  beds  in  each  room 
re  76"  X  36"  and  are  21''  from  the  floor.  Each  room  has  a  window,  size 
0"  X  62". 
Rooms  in  North  and  South  are  12'  by  15',  3",  with  2  single  beds, 
desks,  2  chairs,  2  wardrobes,  and  2  chests.  Windows  are  40"  by  61". 
lattresses  for  the  beds  in  each  room  are  36"  by  75"  and  the  height  of 
le  bed  from  the  floor  is  21 V2". 


EGULATIONS 

1.  Students  must  obtain  keys  to  their  rooms  from  the  house  director 
before  moving  in.  Keys  must  be  returned  before  leaving  the  college. 
If  keys  are  turned  in  promptly  the  dollar  will  be  refunded. 

2.  The  college  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  articles  misplaced  or 
lost.    Rooms  should  be  locked  when  students  are  out. 

3.  Students  may  not  display  pictures  or  pennants  on  the  walls  or  doors 
of  their  rooms  by  use  of  tapes  or  any  adhesive  material  or  by  driving 
nails  or  tacks  in  the  plaster. 

4.  Students  may  not  paint  furniture  or  rooms  nor  mar  walls  or  doors 
with  paint.  Students  will  be  required  to  pay  for  damage  done  to  col- 
lege property. 

Furniture  must  not  be  removed  from  any  room  without  permission 
from  the  house  director. 

5.  Curtain  rods  must  be  left  in  rooms. 

7.  Students  may  not  keep  animals  or  birds  in  the  dormitories. 
Fire  Safety  rulings  require  the  following: 

a.  No  electrical  appliance  of  any  kind  may  be  used  in  a  dormitory 
unless  it  is  Underwriters'  Laboratories  listed. 

b.  Electrical  cooking  appliances  and  irons  may  not  be  used  in 
students'  rooms.  Pressing  Rooms  and  Kitchenettes  are  pro- 
vided. 

c.  Extension  cords  may  not  be  used  except  when  absolutely  neces- 
sary; and,  then,  only  heavy-duty  cords  may  be  used. 

d.  Metal  trash  cans  are  recommended. 


ITCHENETTES 

The  student  kitchenettes  are  located  on  the  first  floor  of  Vann,  Brewer, 
iringfield,  and  Faircloth  dormitories  and  on  each  floor  of  Poteat,  North, 
^d  South  Dormitories  and  may  be  used  before  12:00  mn.:  Electrical 
toking  appliances  may  be  used  in  kitchenettes  only — not  in  student 
;drooms. 


Dressing  Rooms 

1  Pressing  rooms  are  located  on  all  dormitory  floors.  The  first  and  fourth 
)ors  of  each  dormitory  have  an  automatic  washing  machine  (25c  charge) 
lich,  however,  may  not  be  used  to  wash  bedspreads  or  rugs.  Electric

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second  Poteat  (25c  charge).  No  machines  may  be  started  after  11:3( 
p.m.  Pressing  rooms  arc  equipped  also  with  ironing  boards,  but  student 
must  supply  the  irons.

HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  infirmary  is  under  the  direction  of  two  graduate  nurses  and  the 
)llege  Physician.  It  is  maintained  not  only  for  care  of  the  sick  but  for 
I  teaching  of  good  health  habits.  Three  daily  office  hours  are  observed 
the  nurses,  and  emergencies  are  cared  for  at  any  hour.  The  College 
ysician  has  designated  office  hours  in  the  infirmary  when  students 
ly  see  him.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  physician  and  nurses  to  prevent 
less  by  means  of  knowledge  and  observance  of  the  general  laws  of 
alth. 

A  student  health  blank  furnished  by  the  college,  following  acceptance 
the  student,  must  be  completed  and  mailed  directly  to  the  Office  of 
Imissions,  Meredith  College,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  27602. 
All  necessary  ocular  and  dental  work  should  be  attended  to  before 
dents  enter  or  during  vacations.  In  emergencies  this  work  may  be 
ne  by  specialists  in  Raleigh  without  loss  of  time  from  classes.  These 
pointments,  as  well  as  those  with  other  physicians  and  dentists,  are 
ide  through  the  college  infirmary. 

The  blue  blank  containing  a  record  of  pre-entrance  physical  examina- 
n  and  immunizations  against  smallpox,  typhoid  fever,  tetanus,  and 
liomyelitis  must  be  in  the  possession  of  the  Health  Service  before 
triculation.

Health  fees  which  are  included  in  the  resident  fee.  cover  all  costs  < 
service  rendered  by  the  Health  Service  except  tonics,  vaccines,  speci 
prescriptions.  X-rays,  and  consultations  off  the  campus.  Antibioti 
and  special  drugs  are  not  covered  by  the  resident  fee.  These  must  1 
paid  for  at  the  time  secured  from  the  infirmar}'.

It  is  understood  that  a  violation  of  any  automobile  regulation 
be  considered  a  breach  of  contract.

Meredith  College  believes  it  essential  to  the  well  being  of  her  stude 
to  make  every  effort  to  maintain  a  campus  environment  free  of  si 
influences  as  illegal  drugs.  In  view  of  this,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
enunciated  the  following  policy  related  to  illegal  drug  use  by  studci 
experimentally  or  otherwise.

The  Hut  is  a  place  for  dating,  leisure,  and  recreation.  It  is  now  open 
Wednesday  evenings  from  eight  o'clock  to  ten  o'clock,  Fridays,  from 
^en  to  eleven  o'clock.  Programs  are  occasionally  presented  for  enter- 
nment. 
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The   Hut.   which   is   a   log   cabin,    contains    two    big    fireplaces.    : 
electric  stove,  refrigerator,  and  kitchen  utensils.  Clubs,  organizatior 
and  all  persons  must  reserve  the  Hut  in  advance  through  the  Dean 
Students'  office.    At  the  time  of  obtaining  the  key,  such  individuals 
groups  will  be  asked  to  sign  a  statement  in  keeping  with  the  regulatior 

Rules  for  use  of  the  Hut  are  posted  on  the  door  of  the  Hut. 

Bee  Hive 

The  Bee  Hive,  or  the  Meredith  Supply  Store,  is  the  college  boo 
store,  supply  store,  and  soda  shop,  which  carries  varied  items  such 
cosmetics  and  school  supplies.  It  contains  also  a  television  set  for  u 
during  leisure  time.  The  Bee  Hive  is  closed  during  Assembly  perio 
on  Monday  and  Wednesday. 

Overnight  Guests 

A  Meredith  student  may  entertain  a  guest  in  her  room  only  if  spai 
is  available.  Only  one  guest  at  a  time  may  be  entertained  without  tl 
permission  of  the  Dean  of  Students.  Prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  guej 
the  hostess  must  file  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Students  a  conse, 
form  signed  by  the  person  whose  bed  the  guest  will  be  using. 

1.  Upon  arrival  each  guest  must  be  registered  in  the  Office  of  tl 
Dean  of  Students,  where  she  must  sign  a  student  governme 
form  acknowledging  her  obligations  to  abide  by  Meredith  rule 

2.  Guests  do  not  enter  or  leave  the  college  between  closing  hour  ar 
6:00  a.m.  However,  when  double-dating  with  a  Meredith  stude 
who  is  taking  a  2:00  o'clock  permission,  the  guest  may  also  tal 
this  privilege  if  her  hostess  signs  for  her  in  the  Dean  of  Student 
office.  Each  student  is  responsible  for  her  guest  and  may  I 
penalized  if  that  guest  violates  Meredith  College  regulations. 
In  addition,  if  the  Judicial  Board  deems  it  necessary,  a  letter  w 
be  sent  to  the  guest's  Dean  of  Women  or  home  if  she  is  not 
school  informing  her  school  or  home  of  the  violation. 

3.  Groups  of  delegates  attending  conferences  in  Raleigh  may  not  1 
housed  in  Meredith  dormitories  unless  special  arrangements  ha^ 
been  made  in  advance  with  the  Dean  of  Students. 

4.  Meals  for  guests  are  arranged  with  the  dining  room  hostess. 

DORMITORY   REGULATIONS:   FRESHMEN 
Lights  Out

their  lights  out  at  official  bedtime  except  on  Friday  and  Saturdii 
nights.

)RMiTORY  Cards 

Freshmen  dormitory  cards  will  be  checked  through  Thanksgiving  for 
stakes.  Mistakes  on  destination,  date,  or  time  will  warrant  a  calldown. 

1.  Dormitory  cards  aid  in  locating  a  student  in  case  of  an  emergency. 
Dormitory  cards  are  filled  out  on  a  weekly  basis  and  should  be 
turned  over  or  turned  in  to  the  hall  proctor  by  6:00  p.m.  every 
Monday. 
'2.  When  signing  out,  each  student  records  on  her  own  dormitory 
card  the  name  of  the  person  with  whom  she  is  going  and  her 
destination.  A  student  may  not  sign  out  or  in  for  another  dormi- 
tory student. 

'3.  A  first  semester  freshman  or  second  semester  freshman  not  on 
I       eligibihty  must  sign  out  on  her  dormitory  card  when:

b.  Dating  in  a  parlor  or  on  campus. 
j      c.  Horseback  riding  or  bicycle  riding  off  campus  or  outside  the 

Ridgewood  or  Wilmont  areas. 
A  second  semester  freshman  on  eligibility  must  sign  out  on  her 
dormitory  card  when: 

a.  Leaving  the  campus  or  dating  after  7:30  p.m. 

b.  Leaving  the  campus  before  7:30  p.m.,  but  not  expecting  to 
return  to  the  campus  prior  to  that  hour.

IIVILEGES 

1.  First  semester  freshmen 

a.  Four  day  engagements  per  week. 

b.  Four  evening  engagements  per  week. 

c.  Twelve  overnights  first  semester;  Fourteen  overnights  second 
semester.  Second  semester  freshmen  on  eligibility  may  have 
unlimited  overnights. 

2.  A  day  privilege  may  extend  as  late  as  7:30  p.m.  and  an  evening 
privilege  may  begin  as  early  as  5:30  p.m.  Dating  always  counts 
as  a  privilege,  on  or  off  the  campus.  If  a  date  comes  unexpectedly 
to  see  a  student,  she  may  see  him  for  fifteen  minutes  without 
using  a  privilege.  More  than  one  fifteen  minute  date  during  a  day 
or  an  evening  counts  as  a  regular  privilege.  Some  activities  which 
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do  not  count  as  privileges,  provided  that  the  student  is  not  datin'-' 
are  classes  held  away  from  campus,  on-campus  business  appoin 
ments,  on-campus  visits  with  relatives,  trips  within  Wilmont  (whic 
extends  from  Roy's  to  Dixie  Trail)  or  Ridgewood  shopping  area 
and  attendance  at  church  for  morning  and  evening  services  c 
Sunday.  When  going  to  Ridgewood  or  the  Wilmont  area  without L 
date,  a  student  need  not  sign  out. 

3.  Second  semester  freshmen  on  Eligibility  will  have  unlimited  priv 
leges.  They  will  sign  out  on  the  dormitory  card  when  leaving  thlA 
campus  or  dating  after  7:30  p.m.,  or  when  leaxing  the  campi 
before  7:30  p.m.  and  not  expecting  to  return  prior  to  that  tim 
Second  semester  freshmen  not  on  Eligibility  will  have  privileges  i 
specified  in  Number  1  above. 

4.  Freshmen  on  eligibility  may  participate  in  M.C.A.  Extensic 
Projects  at  Dorothea  Dix  Hospital  or  at  the  Blind  School  one 
a  week  without  taking  a  privilege.  Any  subsequent  visit  by  a  sti 
dent  on  eligibility  and  any  visit  by  a  student  not  on  eligibility  wi 
count  as  a  privilege.  (Note:  Should  similar  school  sponsore 
"extension"  projects  arise  which  might  be  included,  they  would  h^j 
announced. ) 


DORMITORY  REGULATIONS:  ALL  STUDENTS 

Dormitory  Hours 

Every  student  must  be  in  her  room  from  oflficial  bedtime  until  risin 
bell  except  with  permission  from  her  hall  proctor.  A  student  obtains  pei 
mission  from  her  hall  proctor  to  spend  the  night  other  than  in  her  rooi 
and  also  tells  the  proctor  on  whose  hall  she  is  visiting. 

Room  Changes 


1.  No  student  may  change  her  room  or  roommate  until  two  week 
after  classes  start. 

2.  Unless  an  emergency  arises,  all  room  changes  must  be  complete 
by  the  end  of  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  first  semester.  Room  change 
for  second  semester  must  be  completed  during  the  first  two  week; 

3.  Students  must  have  permission  from  the  Dean  of  Students  befor 
making  any  changes. 

Quiet  Hours 

Reasonable  quiet  shall  be  observed  in  the  dormitories  at  all  times  an 
Busy  signs  shall  be  respected.  Special  quiet  is  observed  during  mornin 
class  hours  and  during  evening  study  hour  from  7:30  to  10:00  p.m.  on  a 
nights  except  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Radios,  record  players,  television; 
or  other  musical  instruments  must  not  be  heard  outside  the  room  durin 
the  hours  of  special  quiet.  Radios  should  not  be  placed  in  the  window; 
Official  bedtime  is  12:15  a.m.  Sunday  through  Thursday,  and  1:15  a.rr 
on  Friday,  and  Saturday.  Quiet  must  be  observed  after  these  hour 
and  each  student  must  remain  in  her  own  suite. 
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L  EPHONES 

Students  may  use  the  house  and  pay  telephones  located  on  all  dormi- 
ry  floors.  There  is  a  five  minute  phone  limit  on  the  house  and  pay 
[ephones  unless  permission  is  obtained  from  the  hall  proctor. 

Any  student  desiring  a  private  telephone  in  her  room  may  make 
rangements  with  the  telephone  company  to  install  one  for  which  she 
.ys  the  company  the  regular  telephone  rate. 

ARRiED  Students 

Failure  to  declare  marital  status  immediately  will  be  regarded  as  in- 
titional  falsification  of  all  college  records. 

Married  students  may  five  in  the  Meredith  dormitories  under  the 
llowing  conditions : 

1.  Each  married  student  must  be  accepted  by  the  Dean  of  Students 
prior  to  moving  into  a  dormitory. 

2.  All  student  government  regulations  apply  to  married  students  ac- 
cording to  their  academic  classification. 

ioRMiTORY  Card:  Upperclassmen 

Upperclassmen  sign  out  on  a  dormitory  card  which  includes  informa- 
iDn  formerly  required  on  the  Special  Permission  SUp. 

If  the  student  is  staying  overnight  in  a  hotel,  motel,  etc.,  the  card  is 
ken  to  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Students  for  approval. 

PENALTIES 

These  penalties  are  drawn  up  by  the  Legislative  Board.  The  Inter- 
ormitory  Board  may  give  additional  penalties  for  repeated  infractions 
f  regulations  otherwise  handled  automatically. 

ALL  Downs 

Call  downs  are  given  by  members  of  the  Legislative  and  Interdormitory 
oards  for  infractions  of  regulations.  One  automatic  call  down  is  given 
)r  the  following: 

a.  Failure  to  sign  out  or  failure  to  sign  in  on  dormitory  card.  Upon 
returning  to  the  college,  a  student  who  has  failed  to  sign  out  must 
report  herself  to  her  hall  proctor  and  be  allowed  to  sign  in.  re- 
ceiving only  one  call  down. 

b.  Failure  to  sign  in  or  failure  to  sign  out  on  special  permission  slip. 

c.  Failure  to  complete  registration  of  guest  in  the  Dean  of  Students' 
Office,  including  registering  in  guest  book  and  having  bed  consent 
form  signed. 

d.  Failure  to  cancel  special  permission. 

e.  Making  unnecessary  noise- 

f.  Failure  to  return  to  the  college  at  the  required  time.  Two  call  downs 
after  the  first  five  minutes  late;  for  over  fifteen  minutes,  penalty  is 
decided  by  the  Interdormitory  Board.  A  student  who  realizes  she 
cannot  return  to  the  College  by  closing  time  (when  she  has  signed 
out  on  her  dorm  card)  or  by  the  time  for  which  she  has  signed  out 
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(when  she  is  signed  out  on  a  special  permission  slip)  should  caf 
the  Resident  Adviser.   She  should  give  her  location,  reason  foj 
being  late,  and  the  approximate  time  she  expects  to  return.  Notif\ 
ing  the   Resident  Adviser  is  the   responsibility  of  the   individui 
student.  This  does  not  necessarily  excuse  the  lateness. 

g.  Signing  out  on  dormitory  cards  or  special  permission  slips  a  da 
prior  to  departure. 

h.  Failure  to  observe  regulations  concerning  official  bedtime. 

i.    Failure  to  comply  with  infirmary  or  library  regulations. 

Campuses 

1.  The  secretary  of  the  Interdormitory  Board  notifies  a  student  th? 
she  has  one  week  in  which  to  begin  campus.  (She  may  be  give 
an  additional  week  to  begin  if  the  campus  involves  an  exam  weeli 
A  campus  may  be  served  during  the  first  week  of  the  next  fa 
semester. ) 

She  reports  to  her  hall  proctor  and  the  Interdormitory  Boar 
secretary  the  day  and  hour  she  is  beginning  campus.  The  desij 
nated  number  of  days  must  be  served  consecutively. 

2.  Permission  to  break  campus  is  given  by  the  Student  Govcrnmer 
president  in  cases  of  emergency.  If  the  Student  Government  pres 
dent  is  not  available,  the  permission  can  be  given  by  the  Judicijji 
Board  chairman,  the  Legislative  Board  chairman,  or  the  Studei 
Activities  Board  chairman. 

3.  Strict  campus 

a.  Given  for  some  offenses  requiring  action  by  the  Judicial  Boarc 

b.  Restrictions: 

( 1 )  The  student  must  remain  on  the  campus. 

(2)  The  student  may  have  no  dates.  This  includes  dates  le: 
than  15  minutes. 

(3)  The  student  may,  however,  exercise  the  following  soci 
privileges,  provided  she  is  not  dating:  attending  con 
munity  series  (i.e.  concerts,  lectures,  plays)  and  attendir 
Sunday  morning  and  evening  church  services.

Lenient  week-end  campus,  which  shall  be  defined  as  bcginnir 
Friday  at  8:00  a.m.  and  ending  Monday  at  8:00  a.m..  is  given 
cases  deemed  necessary  by  the  Interdormitory  Board  and  carri( 
the  same  restrictions  as  lenient  campus. 
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'ROBATION 

1 .  Notification  of  the  parents  to  be  considered  by  the  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents. 

2.  Statement  of  offense  to  be  placed  in  confidential  file  in  the  Dean 
of  Students'  Office. 

3.  Student  while  on  probation  to  be  ineligible  to  run  or  be  appointed 
to  certain  offices. 

4.  If  a  student  on  probation  is  returned  to  the  Judicial  Board  for 
further  violations,  either  suspension  or  expulsion  may  be  con- 
sidered. 

Probation  with  reduction  of  social  privileges 

1.  Notification  of  the  parents  to  be  considered  by  the  Dean  of 
Students. 

2.  Statement  of  offense  to  be  placed  in  confidential  file  in  the  Dean 
of  Students'  Office. 

3.  Student  while  on  probation  to  be  ineligible  to  run  for  or  be  ap- 
pointed to  certain  offices. 

4.  Reduction  of  social  privileges  to  be  determined  by  the  Judicial 
Board. 

USPENSION 

1 .  After  notice  of  suspension,  a  student  must  leave  campus  within  24 
hours.  During  the  period  of  suspension,  she  may  return  to  the 
campus  for  official  business  with  administration  officers  and/or 
Student  Government  officers,  at  which  time  she  may  see  her  friends. 

2.  The  student  may  apply  for  re-admission  to  Meredith  after  a  speci- 
fied period  of  time. 

EXPULSION 

1.  After  notice  of  expulsion,  a  student  must  leave  the  campus  within 
24  hours. 

2.  The  student  does  not  have  the  privilege  to  apply  for  re-admission 
to  Meredith, 

'ROBATION,  SUSPENSION,  and  EXPULSION  or  other  penalties  at  the 
iscretion  of  the  Judicial  Board  may  be  given  for  serious  ofl'enses,  in- 
luding  the  following: 

1.  Cheating  in  tests  and  examinations. 

2.  Cheating  in  assignments. 

a.  Accepting  of  assistance  in  themes,  book  reports,  book  out- 
lines, or  other  written  work  either  in  organization  or  in  correc- 
tions in  violation  of  procedures  prescribed  by  individual 
instructors. 

b.  Failure  to  give  proper  credit  in  written  work  for  quotations 
and  distinctive  ideas  drawn  from  the  writings  of  other  people. 
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(Note:  For  research  papers,  the  "Handbook  of  Form  for  Re- 
search Papers'"  will  be  the  guide  for  proper  documentation. 
For  other  types  of  written  assignments,  the  instructt)r  will  give 
directions;  the  responsibility  for  understanding  and  carefully 
following  such  instructions  lies  with  each  student. ) 

c.  Using  another  student's  mathematical  problems,  maps,  or  notes 
on  parallel  reading. 

d.  Signing  for  parallel  reading  which  has  not  been  done, 
c.   Copying  laboratory  work  from  other  students. 

f.  Using   interlined   books. 

3.  Thefi. 

4.  Falsification  of  college  records. 

5.  General  dishonesty. 

6.  Violation  of  the  drinking  policy. 

a.  Possession  or  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  the  campus 
or  at  a  college  sponsored  function. 

b.  Returning  to  the  campus  in  a  state  of  intoxication. 

7.  Violation  of  special  privileges. 

8.  Any  other  offense  of  a  serious  nature. 

Note:  Probation,  probation  with  reduction  of  social  privileges, 
suspension  and  expulsion  are  given  upon  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the 
voting  members  of  the  Judicial  Board,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President  of  the  College. 

Withdran'al  of  privileges  is  given  for  infractions  of  regulations.  If  a  slu 
dent  overdraws  her  privileges  for  one  week,  her  corresponding  privilege: 
are  automatically  withdrawn  for  the  following  week. 

Non-Resident  Students 

Judicial  Board  Action  is  taken  for  the  accumulation  of  six  call  downi 
by  non-resident  students.  For  any  other  infraction,  a  non-resident  stu 
dent's  case  will  be  handled  by  the  Judicial  Board. 

Jurisdiction  of  the  College 

Students  are  expected  to  maintain  at  all  times  a  high  standard  o 
personal  conduct  in  keeping  with  Meredith  College  principles.  Thi 
College  reserves  the  right  to  suspend  or  to  exclude  at  any  time  an; 
student  whose  academic  standing  or  conduct  is  regarded  by  Mereditl 
College  as  undesirable  or  unacceptable.

PREAMBLE 

e,  the  students  of  Meredith  College,  organized  as  the  Student  Government 
iciation  desiring  to  assume  our  proper  share  of  responsibility  and  to  assist 
administration  and  faculty  in  advancing  the  ideals  and  endeavors  of  the 
!ge,  have  adopted  the  following  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 

ARTICLE  I 

Name 

tie  association  shall  be  called  the  Student  Government  Association  of  Mere- 
College. 

ARTICLE  II 
Purpose 

he  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  promote,  in  cooperation  with  the 
'linistration,  the  general  welfare  of  the  student  body;  to  enact  and  enforce 
lations  of  the  association;  to  uphold  the  high  ideals  of  the  college;  to 
inote  interest  in  campus  affairs;  and  to  supervise  all  student  activities  for  the 
I  interest  of  the  student  body  as  a  whole. 

ARTICLE  III 
Grant  Of  Powers 

nder  the  grant  of  power  given  to  the  Student  Government  Association,  the 
ents  have  freedom  in  shaping  the  policies  and  regulations  for  student  life, 
he  exercise  of  its  governing  powers,  the  Association  is  ultimately  responsible 
he  faculty  and  administration  under  authorization  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Membership  and  Responsibility 

ECTiON  1.  Membership.  Upon  registration  at  Meredith  all  students  working 
ird  a  degree  shall  become  members  of  the  Student  Government  Association, 
ident  students  are  under  jurisdiction  of  the  Association  in  all  matters;  non- 
ient  students  are  under  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Association,  except  in 
ters  which  are  under  the  control  of  their  parents  and  guardians. 

ECTION  2.  Responsibility.  Each  student  in  coming  to  Meredith  College  ac- 
s  college  citizenship  involving  self-government  under  the  Honor  Code,  which, 
efined  by  the  Student  Government  Association,  means  that: 
ach  student  is  expected  to  be  honest  and  truthful  at  all  times, 
ach  student  is  personally  responsible  for  her  own  conduct,  for  her  obligation 
he  college  community,  and  for  informing  herself  of  and  abiding  by  the 
;ge  regulations.  If  a  student  breaks  a  regulation,  she  is  expected  to  correct 
offense  by  reporting  herself  to  the  proper  authority:  in  an  administrative 
ter,  to  the  officer  of  administration  concerned;  in  an  academic  matter,  to 
instructor  concerned;  and  a  student  government  matter,  to  an  upperclass 
fiber  of  the  ludicial  Board. 

ach  student  is  responsible  for  seeing  that  the  Honor  Code  is  carried  out  at 
times.  If  she  is  aware  of  a  violation  of  the  Code  by  another  student,  it  is 
duty  to  confront  the  offender  for  her  violation. 

the  offender  does  not  report  herself  within  48  hours,  she  has  violated  the 
lor  Code  and  may  be  confronted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board 
the  President  of  the  SGA. 

ECTION   3.  Statement  of  responsibilities.  Each   student  early   in   her   first  se- 
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mester  shall  sign  a  statement  concerning  her  responsibilities  as  a  member  of 
Student  Government  Association. 

ARTICLE  V 

Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section    1.  Officers.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  pr 
dent,  an  executive  vice-president,  three  vice-presidents,  three  secretaries,  a  t.

Section  2.  Duties. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  Association  to  i 
side  over  all  meetings  of  the  Association:  to  preside  over  all  meetings  of 
Student  Government  E.xecutive  Committee:  to  serve  as  an  e.x-officio  membei 
the  Judicial.  Legislative.  Student  Activities,  and  Interdorm  Board:  to  attend  m 
ings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  upon  invitation  and  as  a  member  of  the  Stuc 
Life  Committee:  attending  at  her  discretion  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
boards:  to  appoint  a  parliamentarian  if  she  so  chooses;  and  to  perform  other  du 
that  may  fall  upon  her  as  president  of  the  Association. 

B.  Executive  Vice-President.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  E.\ecutive  V 
President  of  the  Association  to  assist  the  President  in  all  student  governn- 
affairs,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Student  Government  E.xecutive  C 
mittee,  and  to  preside  over  all  meetings  of  this  committee  in  the  absence 
the  President,  to  serve  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Judicial,  Legislat 
Student  .Activities  and  Interdormitory  Boards,  and  to  assume  all  other  pov 
and  duties  delegated  by  the  President  of  the  Association.  .\  vacancy  wh  . 
occurs  in  the  office  of  President  of  the  Association  shall  be  filled  by 
Executive  Vice-President. 

C.  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  one  vice-president  to  serve 
Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Board:  one  vice-president  to  serve  as  chairman  of 
Judicial  Beard:  and  one  vice-president  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Student  Aci 
ties  Board.  They  shall  perform  also  other  duties  that  may  fall  upon  them  as  v 
presidents  of  the  Association. 

D.  Secretaries.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislative  secretary  to  perform 
secretarial  duties  for  the  Association  and  for  the  Legislative  Board:  to  be 
sponsible  for  all  general  correspondence  of  the  .'\ssociation:  and  it  shall  be 
duty  of  the  judicial  secretary  to  perform  all  secretarial  duties  for  the  Judi 
Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Student  .Activities  Board  secretary  to  perfc 
all  secretarial  duties  of  the  Student  Activities  Board:  and  it  shall  be  the  c. 
of  the  Interdormitory  Board  secretary  to  perform  all  secretarial  duties  for 
Interdormitory  Board. 

E.  Treasurer.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Association  to  k' 
a  strict  and  permanent  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  .Asso 
tion.  to  prepare  bi-monthly  reports  to  be  signed  jointly  by  her  and  the  D 
of  Students:  and  to  submit  the  records  for  annual  audit.  It  shall  be  her  fur' 
duty  to  distribute  to  the  campus  organizations  the  funds  allocated  for  each 
the  student  activities  budget,  and  to  check  the  bi-monthly  reports  of  the  X^a 
surers  of  all  organizations  receiving  funds  from  the  Student  Budget  fee 
collect  the  records  for  annual  audit. 

F.  Interdormitory  Board  Chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Interdormii|j: 
Board  chairman  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Interdormitory  Board.

1  four  boards;  propose  legislation;  and  make  other  recommendations  and  sug- 
:ions  for  appropriate  action  to  the  proper  board. 

'\  When  the  circumstances  warrant,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  summon 
ore  the  Judicial  Board  any  member  of  the  Association. 
(.).  It  shall  serve  as  the  appeals  board  for  judicial  decisions. 

(',.  When  the  circumstances  warrant,  a  member  of  the  Student  Government 
hcutive  Committee  may  institute  a  dormitory  check. 

'.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Student  Government  Executive  Committee 
;ducate  the  student  body  concerning  form,  function,  and  regulations  of  the 
dent  Government  Association. 

ECTION  2.  Membership.  The  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  shall 
jsist  of  the  president  of  the  Association;  the  executive  vice-president,  the

ECTION  3.  Meetings.  The  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  shall 
i;t  regularly  to  consider  the  business  of  that  body.

The 
islative  Board  shall  refer  such  changes  as  are  accepted  by  the  Board  to  the 
Delation  for  acceptance;  it  shall  then  refer  such  changes  to  the  Student  Life 
nmittee  and  the  President  of  the  College  for  approval.  Changes  of  a  punitive 
ire  shall  be  referred  only  to  the  President  of  the  College  and  the  Student  Life 
'nmittee  for  final  approval. 
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SiciioN  2.  Mvmhcrship.  The  Legislative  Board  shall  he  composed  of 
chairman  of  the  legislative  board,  the  treasurer  of  the  Association,  the  f-lecti 
Board  chairman  and  handbook  editor,  the  secretary  of  the  Legislative  Boart 
representative  of  the  nonresident  students,  the  dormitory  vice-presidents,  th 
sophomore  representatives,  and  two  freshman  representatives. 

Section  3.  Duties  oj  the  Officers. 

A.  Chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  legislative  bo; 
to  serve  as  a  non-voting  member,  to  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Legisia 
Board,  to  call  any  meetings  she  may  deem  necessary:  and  to  appoint  ct, 
mittees  as  needed. 

B.  Vice-Chairman.    The  Legislative  Board  shall  elei:t  from   its  senior  meml 
a  vice-chairman  to  assist  the  chairman  and   to  preside  over  the   meetings  in 
absence  of  the  Chairman. 

C.  The  Secretary  of  the  Lef^islative  Board.   It  shall   be  the  duty  of  the  sei 
tary  of  the  Legislative   Board  to  rcct)rd  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of 
Association  and  of  the  Legislative  Board,  to  serve  as  a  non-voting  member.  ;  r 
to   submit   to   the    Student    Life    Committee    all    recommendations    of   the    Bo 
concerning   changes    in    the   constitution    and    in    regulations   of   the   A'-sociati 

Section  4.  Duties  of  the  Members. 

A.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of  the  Legislative  Board  to  te 
as  a  liaison  between  her  respective  group  and  the  Legislative  Board. 

B.  Class  Representatives. 

1.  Sophomore.   It   shall  be   the   duty   of  the   sophomore    representatives 
assist  the  Handbook  editor  in  editing  the  Student  Handbook. 

2.  Freshman.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  freshman  representatives  to  a« 
the  Handbook  editor  in  editing  the  Student  Handbook. 

Section  5.  Meetings.  The  Legislative  Board  shall  meet  regularly  to  consi 
the  business  of  that  group.    During  the  year  there  may  be  joint  meetings 
the  Student  Life  Committee. 

Section  6.  Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Bo| 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX 
Judicial  Board 
Section  1.  Function. 

A.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial  Board  to  withdraw  privileges  fii 
and  impose  penalties  upon  any  member  of  the  Association  who  has  commit 
an  offense  warranting  probation,  probation  with  reduction  of  social  privile, 
suspension,  or  expulsion,  or  has  violated  the  Honor  Code.  The  penalties  of  p 
bation,  probation  with  reduction  of  social  privileges,  suspension,  and  expuh 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Judicial  Board,  the  Dean  of  Students, 
the  President  of  the  College. 

B.  It   shall   be  the   function   of  the  Judicial  Board   to  summon    before   it 
reprimand  any  member  of  the  Association  whose  conduct  warrants  such  act

Section  3.     Authority.

.  Dormitory  Vice-President.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  dormitory  vice- 
ident  to  serve  as  proctor  on  the  hall,  enforcing  all  rules  of  the  Association 
aining  to  the  government  of  the  dormitory.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
dormitory  vice-president  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Board. 
.  Assistant  Dormitory  Vice-President.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assistant 
nitory  vice-presidents  to  assist  in  any  necessary  capacity.  She  shall  not  have 
power  to  give  call  downs. 

ACTION   3.  Interdormitory  Board. 

Membership.   The  Interdormitory  Board  shall  be   composed   of  the   Inter- 
nitory  Board  Chairman,  the  Interdormitory  Board  Secretary,  and  the  Dormi- 
presidents. 
Duties  of  the  Officers.

3.  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Interdorm  Board  Secretary  to 
record  proceedings  and  decisions  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  to  serve 
as  a  non-voting  member,  to  send  copies  of  the  minutes  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Judicial  Board,  the  President  of  the  Student  Government  As- 
sociation, and  the  Dean  of  Students,  and  to  keep  the  official  records  of 
penalties. 
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C.  Functions.  The  functions  of  the   Interdormitory  Bt)ard  shall  be  as  folic 

1.  To   provide    the   opportunity    for   administrative   officials   of   dormitc 
to  discuss  problems,  policies,  and  procedures. 

2.  To  enforce  dormitory  regulations  and  maintain  order. 

3.  To  handle   routine  offenses  referred   to  the   Board  by  the  Chairmar 
the  Judicial  Board,  such  as: 

a.  Lateness  in  e.xcess  of  15  minutes. 

b.  Other  offenses  which  do  not  merit  probation,  probation  with  reduc 
of  social  privileges,  suspension,  or  expulsion. 

4.  To  recommend  consideration  of  more  serious  cases  to  the  Judicial  Bo 

5.  To  provide  over-all   unity   within  dormitory  structure,  such  as  planr, 
dormitory-wide  activities. 

D.  Meetings.  Interdormitory  Board  shall  meet  regularly  to  consider  the  busii 
of  the  group. 

E.  Qiioriini.    Two-thirds    of   the    members    of   the    Interdormitory    Board    s 
constitute  a  quorum. 

F.  Student   Appeal.   Any   decision    of   the    Interdormitory    Board    may    be 
pealed  to  the  Judicial  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

Non-Resident  Student  Organization 
Section  1.  Officers  and  Their  Duties.

It  shall  be  the  duty  »)f 
representative  to  attend  the  BSU  meetings  and  to  make  regular  rep< 
to  the  non-resident  organization  concerning  the  activities  of  this  boj 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  either  the  Freshman,  Sophomore,  Junior. 
Senior  Class. 
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iCTiON  2.  Meetings.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  non-resident  students 
never  deemed  necessary  by  the  president  of  the  non-resident  students.  A

b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Elections  Board  to  check  the  eligibility 
(academic  and  social),  classification,  and  point  status  of  all  students 
who  file  for  office. 

3.  Powers. 

a.  The  Elections  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  make  any  necessary 
changes. 

b.  The  Elections  Board  shall  appoint  elections  officials  to  assist  in  the 
general  elections. 

Method  of  filing. 

1.  Students  shall  file  for  candidacy  with  the  Elections  Board  on  or  prior  to 
the  date  specified  by  the  Elections  Board. 

2.  In  the  event  that  no  student  files  for  an  office,  the  SGA  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  approach  the  students  with  the  suggestion  that  they  file. 

3.  Candidates  will  file  for  various  offices  according  to  the  following  two 
slates:

F.  Advisor.    The  Dean  of  Students  shall  act  as  advisor  to  the  Elections  Bo 

Sec.  2.    Elections  Procedures. 

A.  Qualifications  for  Voting.  In  order  to  vote  in  primaries  and  elections 
by  the  Association,  a  student  must  register  in  advance  to  vote.  To  be  elij 
to  register  to  vote,  a  student  must  be  a  member  of  the  Student  Government  Assc 
tion  and  must  have  been  enrolled  as  a  student  for  one  semester  immedia 
preceding  the  election. 

B.  Validation  of  Elections.  For  any  election  to  be  valid,  two-thirds  of 
registered  voters  must  have  voted. 

C.  Students  ineligible  for  filing.  A  student  who  is  on  probation,  probation 
reduction  of  social  privileges,  or  who  is  not  on  the  Eligibility  List  may  not 
for  positions  previously  specified  in  Section  1.  B.  3.  Class  representatives  to 
Elections  Board,  the  Legislative  Board,  and  the  Judicial  Board  must  also  r 
eligibility  qualifications.  Students  who  will  not  be  attending  classes  at  Mere 
during  both  semesters  of  the  term  of  office  are  ineligible  to  file.  Should  circ 
stances  prevent  an  elected  officer  from  attending  classes  at  Meredith  during 
term,  she  must  notify  the  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  as  soor 
she  is  aware  of  this  situation. 

Any  student  who  files  for  a  dormitory  oflRce  must  have  lived  in  the  dormil 
at  least  one   full   semester   immediately    preceeding   the    election.     Likewise, 
student  who  files  for  a  non-resident  student  oflnce  must  have  been  a  day  stuc 
at  least  one  full  semester  immediately  preceeding  the  election.

•EC.  4.  Assumption  of  Duties.

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ARTICLE    11 

MEETINGS,    ORDER    FOR    BUSINESS,    AND    QUORUM 

Section  1.  Meetings  of  the  Association. 

A.  Regular  Meetings.     There    shall    be    regularly    scheduled    meetings    of 
Association  for  the  purpose  of  discussion  and  transaction  of  business. 

B.  Called  Meetings.  The  president  of  the  Association  may  call  a  meeting 
the  Association  at  any  time.  A  meeting  must  be  called  by  her  at  the  written 
quest  of  ten  per  cent  of  the  members.  This  request  must  state  the  object  of 
meeting. 

C.  Course  in  Freshman  and  Transfer  Training.  There  shall  be  a  special  coi 
of  training  in  student  government  for  the  freshmen  and  transfer  students  at 
beginning  of  their  first  semester.  Attendance  at  these  meetings  shall  be  ct 
pulsory.    An  examination  shall  be  given  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

Sec.  2.  Order  for  Business.  All  business  meetings  of  the  Association  and 
governing  bodies  shall  be  conducted  according  to  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  as  revi 
in  the  bylaws. 

Sec.  3.  Quorum  for  Ordinary  Business  of  the  Association.  One-third  of 
members  of  the  Association  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
ordinary  business. 

ARTICLE  III 
Procedures 

Section    1.  Legislative  Procedure.  The  Legislative   Board  receives   recomm 
dations  concerning  changes   in   the   Constitution    and    in    regulations   of  the 
sociation   from   the   student   groups   or   from   the   entire   student   body,    from 
Student    Life    Committee,    or    from    the    Student    Government    Executive    C( 
mittee.  Legislation  is  introduced  by  the  Chairman  or  a  member  of  the   Boc 
The   Chairman  may   then  refer  the   proposed    legislation   to   an   appointed   cc 
mittee    for   study.    Proposed   legislation   is    voted    upon    by    the    members   of 
Board   according  to  Robert's  Rules  of  Order.  The   Legislative   Board   shall  re 
such  changes  as  are  accepted  by  the  Board  to  the  Association  for  discussion 
acceptance;  it  shall  then  refer  such  changes  to  the  Student  Life  Committee, 
to  the  President  of  the  College  for  approval.    Changes  for  a  punitive  nature  sh 
be  referred  to  the  Student  Life  Committee  and  to  the  president  for  final  appro^ 

Section  2.  Judicial  Procedure. 

A.  Preliminary  Procedure.  This  procedure  shall  be  followd  by  the  Judi< 
Board  and  the  Interdormitory  Board  in  the  preliminary  investigation  of  cases 

1.  An  offense  may  be  reported  by  the  offender  or  observer  of  the  offe 
or  the  Dean  of  Students  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial   Board  or 
President  of  the  SGA. 

2.  After  consultation  the  following  three  decide  whether  a  case  warra 
Interdormitory  Board  or  Judicial  Board  action:  the  Dean  of  Studei 
the   President  of  the  SGA,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial   Board 

3.  The  alleged  offender  shall  be  confronted  by  the  Judicial  Board  Chairir 
and  the  President  of  the  SGA  if  she  does  not  report  herself  will 
48  hours  after  being  confronted. 

4.  The  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board,  the  President  of  the  SGA.  i 
the  Dean  of  Students  will  then  question  all  of  the  persons  involved 
clarify  facts  concerning  the  case. 

5.  During    the    preliminary    interview,    the    student    shall    be    informed 
her  rights. 

B.  Jurisdiction. 

1.  Interdormitory  Board.  Minor  cases  are  brought  before  the  Intcrdormitc 
Board. 
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a.  Minor  cases  chiefly  involve  an  infraction  of  some  facet  of  the  signout 
procedure,  lates  in  excess  of  15  minutes  or  infractions  of  the  car 
regulations.  (See  Article  X.)  Other  cases  may  be  referred  to  the 
Interdormitory  Board  at  the  discretion  of  the  Judicial  Board. 

b.  The  student  may  or  may  not  appear  before  the  Board  depending  on 
her  desire  to  appear  and  the  clarity  of  the  case.  Penalties  require  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  voting  of  members  present.  They  range  from 
a  call  down(s)  to  a  form  of  a  campus.  (See  "Penalties"  section  of 
the  Handbook.) 

c.  A  student  may  appeal  decisions  made  by  the  Interdormitory  Board 
to  the  Judicial  Board,  the  President  of  the  College,  and  finally  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

.  Judicial  Board.    Major  cases  are  brought  before   the  Judicial   Board. 

a.  Offenses  warranting  Judicial  Board  action  are  defined  in  the  Penalties 
section  of  the  Handbook.  (Also  see  Article  IX.) 

b.  After  completion  of  the  preliminary  investigation,  the  case  is  presented 
to  the  Judicial  Board.  A  tape  recorder  is  used  to  record  actual  testi- 
mony by  the  student  in  question,  material  witnesses  and  character 
witnesses,  and  presentation  of  material  evidence.  During  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  case,  any  member  of  the  Judicial  Board  may  question 
a  student  but  only  in  areas  directly  related  to  the  case.  After  a  charge 
is  proposed  and  voted  upon  by  the  Judicial  Board,  a  two-thirds  quorum 
of  voting  members  decides  the  penalty.  The  penalty  is  decided  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Judicial  Board.  If  the  penalty  is  probation, 
probation  with  restriction  of  social  privileges,  suspension,  or  expulsion, 
it  must  be  taken  to  the  President  of  the  College  at  the  earliest  possible 
time.  If  the  President  approves,  the  student  is  informed  cf  her 
penalty  as  quickly  as  possible  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board 
and/or  the  President  of  the  SGA. 

c.  The  student  may  appeal  a  Judicial  Board  decision  to  the  Student 
Government  Executive  Committee,  the  President  of  the  College,  and 
finally  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Amendments 

n  amendment  may  be  proposed  by  any  of  the  three  boards  or  the  Student 
ernment  Executive  Committee,  by  the  Student  Life  Committee,  or  by  ten  per 
of  the  members  of  the  Association.  The  proposed  amendment  shall  be 
;d  at  least  one  week  before  it  is  voted  upon  by  the  Association.  Ratification 
n  amendment  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Association  and  the 
oval  of  the  Student  Life  Committee  and  the  President  of  the  College.

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GRANT  OF  POWERS 

'I'he  Board  of  Trustees  approves  the  adoption  and  operation  by  the 
culty  and  the  student  body  of  what  is  commonly  known  as  student 
vernment,  subject,  however,  to  the  following  limitations: 

11.  The  following  matters  are  reserved  from  student  control,  and  as 
these  the  faculty  and  the  officers  of  the  college  shall  have  control: 

a.  All  academic  matters. 

b.  All  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  students. 

c.  Chapel  programs. 

d.  Organization  of  the  clubs  and  societies. 

e.  Control  of  college  property. 

2.  To  the  President,  to  the  Dean,  and  to  the  Dean  of  Students,  with 
sir  respective  committees,  is  reserved  the  right  to  handle  special  cases 

discipline  which  in  their  judgment  can  best  be  handled  in  this  way; 
bject  to  the  right  of  the  Trustees  to  review  the  same,  if  they  so  desire. 

3.  The  Trustees  reserve  all  powers  and  authority  not  hereinbefore 
ecifically  granted  to  others,  and  reserve  the  right  to  modify  or  repeal 
is  grant  of  authority  at  any  time  at  their  discretion.

Freshmen  are  housed  in  Vann  and  Stringfield  dormitories,  sopho- 
ores  usually  live  in  Brewer,  Faircloth,  and  Poteat.  Barefoot  and 
eilman  are  reserved  for  juniors  and  seniors.  Junior  hall  proctors 
ith  their  suitemates  live  on  each  freshman  hall.  Upperclassmen  draw 
»r  room  assignments  in  their  respective  dormitories,  while  freshmen 
"e  assigned  rooms  with  their  preference  for  a  roommate. 
Rooms  are  1 1 '  x  16'  with  2  closets,  2  single  beds,  1  study  desk  with 
pokshelves,  2  straight-back  chairs,  1  double  dresser,  2  wall  lights  and 
1  overhead  light. 

There  is  a  pair  of  windows  in  each  room  15"  x  78'^  except  rooms 
I  all  dormitories  numbered  114,  115,  218,  219,  318,  and  319.  These 
[leasure  97"  x  78",  The  beds  are  76"  x  36"  and  are  20"  from  the  floor, 
ach  student  brings  her  own  bedding  (including  a  mattress  cover)  and 
illow.  It  is  advisable  to  have  4  to  6  sheets,  dresser  scarfs,  pillow  cases, 
i»wels  and  bath  cloths. 
Rooms  on  fourth  floor  Stringfield,  Vann,  and  Brewer,  are  newly 
instructed  and  equipped.  Each  has  2  dormer  windows  with  Venetian 
iinds,  except  rooms  No.  404  and  No.  411  have  one  window  each,  and 

0.  407  has  three  windows.   Mattresses  for  the  twin  beds  in  each  room 
ce  76"  X  36"  and  are  21"  from  the  floor. 

Rooms  in  Poteat  are  WA'  x  20'  equipped  with  built-in  furniture, 
Dmprised  of  2  single  beds,  2  wardrobes,  2  study  desks,  with  bookcase 
nits  above,  and  1  double  dresser.  Mattresses  for  the  beds  in  each  room 
re  76"  x  36''  and  are  21"  from  the  floor.  Each  room  has  a  window,  size 
0"  X  62". 
Rooms  in  Barefoot  and  Heilman  are  12'  by  15',  3",  with  2  single  beds, 
desks,  2  chairs,  2  wardrobes,  and  2  chests.  Windows  are  40"  by  61". 
lattresses  for  the  beds  in  each  room  are  36"  by  75"  and  the  height  of 
le  bed  from  the  floor  is  llVi" . 

REGULATIONS 

1.  Students  must  obtain  keys  to  their  rooms  from  the  house  director 
before  moving  in.  Keys  must  be  returned  before  leaving  the  college. 
If  keys  are  turned  in  promptly  the  dollar  will  be  refunded. 

2.  The  college  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  articles  misplaced  or 
lost.    Rooms  should  be  locked  when  students  are  out. 

3.  Students  may  not  be  destructive  to  college  property  when  decorat- 
ing rooms. 

14.  Students  may  not  paint  furniture  or  rooms  nor  mar  walls  or  doors 
with  paint.  Students  will  be  required  to  pay  for  damage  done  to  col- 
lege property. 

i5.  Furniture  must  not  be  removed  from  any  room  without  permission 
from  the  house  director. 

6.  Curtain  rods  must  be  left  in  rooms. 

7.  Students  may  not  keep  animals  in  the  dormitories. 

8.  Fire  Safety  rulings  require  the  following: 

a.  No  electrical  appliance  of  any  kind  may  be  used  in  a  dormitory 
unless  it  is  Underwriters'  Laboratories  listed. 
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b.  Electrical  cooking  appliances  and  irons  may  not  be  used  il** 

students'  rooms.   Coffee  pots  and  popcorn  poppers  may  be  used 
Pressing  Rooms  and  Kitchenettes  are  provided.    Students  ar4tn

expected  to  use. all  appliances  with  utmost  safety  methods 

c.  Extension  cords  may  not  be  used  except  when  absolutely  neces^e 
sary;  and,  then,  only  heavy-duty  cords  may  be  used 

d.  Metal  trash  cans  are  recommended. 
No  air  conditioners  may  be  used  except  with  a  Doctor's  pcrmissiorjin 
for  reasons  of  health. 
Refrigerators  for  rooms  may  be  rented  for  the  year  from  the  Sta^ 
dent  Activities  Board.  The  use  of  any  other  refrigerator  will  require^ 
the  Business  Manager's  permission. 
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LITCHENETTES 

The  student  kitchenettes  are  located  on  the  first  floor  of  Vann,  Brewer, 
tringfield,  and  Faircloth  dormitories  and  on  each  floor  of  Poteat,  Heil- 
lan  and  Barefoot  dormitories  and  may  be  used  before  12:00  mn.: 
Electrical  cooking  appliances  may  be  used  in  kitchenettes  only — not  in 
tudent  bedrooms. 

•ressing  Rooms 

Pressing  rooms  are  located  on  all  dormitory  floors.  The  first  and  third 
loors  of  each  dormitory  have  an  automatic  washing  machine  (25c  charge) 
/hich,  however,  may  not  be  used  to  wash  bedspreads  or  rugs.  Electric 
lothes  dryers  are  located  on  the  first  floors  of  Vann  and  Brewer,  and  on 
econd  Poteat  (25c  charge).  No  machines  may  be  started  after  11:30 
>.m.  Pressing  rooms  are  equipped  also  with  ironing  boards,  but  students 
nust  supply  the  irons. 

TORAGE 

Foot  lockers  and  trunks  may  be  stored  at  the  college  during  the 
cademic  year  only.  They  will  be  returned  to  the  owner  at  the  end  of 
lie  year.    There  is  no  space  on  campus  for  summer  storage.

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HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  infirmary  is  under  the  direction  of  two  graduate  nurses,  and  the 
liege  physician.  It  is  maintained  not  only  for  care  of  the  sick  but 
r  the  teaching  of  good  health  habits.  Three  daily  office  hours  are 
)served  by  the  nurses,  and  emergencies  are  cared  for  at  any  hour.  The 
)llege  physician  has  designated  office  hours  in  the  infirmary  when 
udents  may  see  him.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  physician  and  nurses  to 
J -event  illness  by  means  of  knowledge  and  observance  of  the  general 
ws  of  health. 

A  student  health  blank  furnished  by  the  college,  following  acceptance 
I  the  student,  must  be  completed  and  mailed  directly  to  the  Office  of 
admissions,  Meredith  College,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  27611. 
All  necessary  ocular  and  dental  work  should  be  attended  to  before 
ludents  enter  or  during  vacations. 
The  blue  blank  containing  a  record  of  pre-entrance  physical  examina- 
on  and  immunizations  against  typhoid  fever,  tetanus,  and  poliomyelitis 
lust  be  in  the  possession  of  the  Health  Service  before  matriculation. 


Infirmary  rules  are  as  follows: 

(a)   Routinely,  the  lights  will  be  turned  off  for  all  bed  patients  at 
10:00  p.m. 

(b)  Students  in  isolation  for  contagious  diseases  are  not  allowed  to 
receive  outside  visitors  or  fellow  students. 

(c)  Patients  with  minor  illnesses  and  cold  symptoms  should  come 
to  the  Infirmary  during  office  hours,  except  for  acute  symptoms. 

(d)  Nurses  and  the  physician  are  available  at  all  hours  for  accidents 

and  emergencies. 

(e)  Only  minor  illnesses   and  emergencies  are   treated  in   the  in- 

firmary. 

(f)  Major  illnesses  are  referred  to  physicians  off  the  campus  or  to 

family  physicians. 

(g)  Ambulatory  patients  may  go  to  the  dining  hall  for  meals. 

(h)   Students  in  the  infirmary  are  not  to  receive  outside  food  unless 

approved  by  the  Student  Health  Service, 
(i)    The  Health  Service  alone  is  responsible  for  the  diagnosis  and 

treatment  of  the  students  on  the  campus, 
(j)    The  notification  of  parents  regarding  the  illness  of  students  is 

the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Service  staff,  and  fellow  students 

are  asked  to  withhold  information  prior  to  official  action. 
(k)   Visiting  hours  for  students  are  4-5  p.m.  and  6:30-7:00  p.m. 
Only  Meredith  students  and  parents  are  allowed  to  visit  infirmary 

patients. 

AH  appointments  with  physicians  off  the  campus  are  made  through 
he  infirmary. 

Health  fees  which  are  included  in  the  resident  fee,  cover  all  costs  of 
ervice  rendered  by  the  Health  Service  except  tonics,  vaccines,  special 
•rescriptions,   X-rays,   and   consultations   off   the   campus.    Antibiotics 
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and  special  drugs  are  not  covered  by  the  resident  fee.  These  must  be 
paid  for  at  the  time  secured  from  the  infirmary.

4.  All  meals  are  strictly  cash.    Students  bringing  guests  into  the  dining 
room  for  special  dinners  are  requested  to  pay  for  the  meal.    If  this

Each  piece  of  laundry  must  have  name  tapes  sewn  (not  ironed)  on 
le  hem  in  the  comer.

LIBRARY  SERVICES 

Students  may  borrow  general  books  for  two  weeks,  or  for  a  shorter 
eriod,  determined  by  the  demand  for  the  book.  At  the  expiration  of  two 
'eeks,  books  may  be  renewed  for  two  weeks,  provided  that  they  are  not 
ceded  by  other  persons.  To  renew  books  bring  them  to  library  and  have 
lem  recharged.  Any  book  may  be  recalled  by  the  librarian  when  needed 
1  the  library. 

Students  must  have  permission  from  the  librarian  to  use  or  to  borrow 
ooks  from  other  libraries  in  the  city. 

Students  may  not  come  to  the  library  wearing  kerchiefs  or  with  hair 
oiled  up  except  on  Saturday  afternoon. 

Food  and  drinks  are  not  to  be  brought  into  the  library. 

All  library  fines  must  be  paid  in  the  library  before  a  student's  grades 
/ill  be  released.

Administrative   Information 
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CLASS  ATTENDANCE 

Each  student  is  expected  to  be  regular  and  prompt  in  her  attendance 
at  all  classes,  conferences  and  other  academic  appointments.  Regular 
ipresence  of  the  student  in  the  classroom  is  indispensable  both  to  her- 
iself  in  deriving  the  most  benefits  from  her  courses  and  to  her  teachers 
and  fellow  students  in  sharing  the  benefits  of  her  thinking.  She  must 
accept  full  responsibility  for  class  presentation,  announcements,  and 
assignments  missed  because  of  absence.  Absences  tend  to  affect  the 
quality  of  one's  work  and,  therefore,  may  lower  her  standing  in  courses. 
Each  student  must  determine  for  herself  what  constitutes  responsible 
class  attendance. 


MOTOR  VEHICLE  REGULATIONS 

Only  third  and  fourth  year  students  may  qualify  for  the  privilege 
of  bringing  a  car  on  campus  by  securing  advance  parental  permission 
on  the  official  form,  signing  the  appropriate  agreement,  paying  the 
.parking  fee  of  $5.00  per  year,  and  by  displaying  the  numbered  decal. 
Commuting  students  will  follow  the  same  procedure  except  married 
students  are  exempt  from  parental  permission.  Decals  may  be  secured 
from  the  Business  Office. 

It  is  understood  that  a  violation  of  any  automobile  regulation  will 
be  considered  a  breach  of  contract.  A  student  violating  a  parking 
regulation  will  be  penalized  by  ( 1 )  a  warning  for  the  first  violation, 
(2)  a  $1.00  fine  for  the  second  violation,  (3)  a  $3.00  fine  for  the  third 
violation,  (4)  a  $5.00  fine  for  the  fourth  violation,  and  (5)  penalties 
for  further  violations  shall  be  decided  by  the  Business  Manager. 

There  are  designated  parking  spaces  for  students. 


CONVOCATION  AND  ASSEMBLY  PROGRAMS 

The  period  from  10:00  to  10:50  a.m.  is  reserved  for  convocation, 
worship,  and  assemblies  each  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday. 
The  weekly  schedule  is  arranged  as  follows: 

( 1 )  Convocations  will  be  held  on  Mondays.  As  an  integral  part  of 
community  life,  convocation  seeks  to  offer  a  forum  of  ideas, 
presented  in  and  through  lectures,  concerts,  addresses,  films,  and 
dramatic  productions,  to  stimulate  and  add  to  the  comumnity's 
spiritual,  intellectual,  cultural,  and  social  dialogue.  Convoca- 
tion is  then  a  part  of  the  academic  program.  Consequently,  all 
students,  resident  and  nonresident,  are  required  to  attend.  Stu- 
dents having  four  unexcused  absences  during  one  semester  will 
be  placed  on  probation.  Should  a  student  on  probation  have 
a  fifth  unexcused  absence,  her  case  will  be  reviewed  by  a  Reten- 
tion Committee.  This  Committee  will  decide  whether  the  best 
interest  of  the  student  and  the  college  require  suspension  or 
retention. 
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(2)  Services  of  worship  are  held  on  Wednesdays.  The  community 
seeks  to  foster  its  purpose  as  a  Christian  school  by  meeting 
together  regularly  for  worship.  All  members  of  the  college 
community  are  encouraged  to  attend.  The  library,  college  cen- 
ter, and  college  offices  will  be  closed  during  this  period. 

(3)  Student  Assemblies  will  convene  on  the  first,  third,  and  fifth 
Fridays. 


CHURCH 

Each  student  is  encouraged  to  attend  regularly  both  Sunday  School  and 
worship  services  at  the  church  of  her  choice. 


COLLEGE  CALENDAR 

The  College  Calendar  is  located  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Students 
and  contains  applications  for  scheduling  events  and  reserving  campus 
space  for  specified  periods  of  time.  All  meetings  and  all  reservations  for 
campus  rooms  or  buildings  should  be  registered.  Priority  is  given  to  campus- 
wide  events  and  to  the  earlier  date  of  application.  The  College  Calendar 
Book  contains,  besides  the  application  blanks,  a  chart  for  the  year  on  which 
approved  events  are  entered  for  your  information.  NEVER  WRITE  ON 
IT.  To  cancel  an  event  which  has  already  been  approved,  fill  out  a  new 
blank. 

In  case  refreshments  are  to  be  served  and  the  group  needs  college 
dishes,  arrangements  must  be  made  with  the  House  Director  several  days 
in  advance. 

Bulletin  Boards  and  Announcements 

Bulletin  boards  should  be  read  daily  as  students  are  held  responsible 
for  all  information  contained  in  notices  posted  on  official  boards  in 
Johnson  Hall  and  the  College  Center.  All  notices  posted  should  be 
signed  and  dated. 


COLLEGE  POLICIES 

Alcoholic  Beverages 

The  college  strongly  discourages  the  use  of  alcoholc  beverages  by 
Meredith  students.  Students  shall  not  possess  or  consume  intoxicants 
on  the  campus,  or  at  college-sponsored  functions.  Meredith  students 
are  expected  to  represent  the  College  with  dignity  at  all  times. 
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Drugs 

Meredith  College  believes  it  essential  to  the  well  being  of  her  students 
to  make  every  effort  to  maintain  a  campus  environment  free  of  such 
influences  as  illegal  drugs.  In  view  of  this,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
enunciated  the  following  policy  related  to  illegal  drug  use  by  students, 
experimentally  or  otherwise.    The  policy  simply  stated  is  as  follows: 

"Meredith  College  students  shall  not  possess  or  use  drugs  illegally 
on  or  off  campus.  Any  known  violation  shall  result  in  suspension 
or  expulsion." 

Smoking 

Students  are  allowed  to  smoke  only  in  the  dormitories,  the  Bee  Hive, 
the  Hut,  and  student  lounges. 

Performances  and  Publications 

All  public  performances  and  all  publications,  with  the  exception  of 
the  TWIG,  will  be  approved  in  advance  by  the  member  of  the  faculty 
or  administration  sponsoring  the  organization. 
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Organizations 

Any  proposed  organization  must  have  its  constitution  approved  by 
the  Student  Life  Committee.    All  amendments  to  a  constitution  must 
also  be  presented  to  the  Committee  before  adoption  by  the  organization 
Every  organization  is  required  to  file  a  copy  of  its  constitution  with  the 
Dean  of  Students  and  the  college  library. 


Social  Sororities 

Students  do  not  have  social  sororities  of  any  name  or  kind  on  the 
campus,  whether  national  or  local,  affiliated  or  unaffiliated  with  a  similar 
organization  elsewhere. 

Inspection  of  Rooms 

Meredith  College  reserves  the  right  to  inspect  all  rooms  in  the  dormi- 
tories each  week.  Attention  will  be  given  to  maintenance,  and  safety 
and  health  hazards.  Students  will  be  responsible  for  any  damage  to 
college  property. 


Canceled  Checks 

In  the  case  of  returned  checks,  the  Business  Office  will  automatically 
redeposit  the  check  at  no  charge.  If  the  check  is  returned  a  second  time 
it  is  charged  to  the  student's  account  and  a  $5.00  handling  fee  is  added. 
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Closing  Residence  Halls 

AH  residences  will  be  closed  during  holidays  and  vacations  including 
'hanksgiving,  Christmas,  Easter,  and  Spring  Vacation.  The  residences 
/ill  remain  open  during  Labor  Day  Weekend. 

/Iale  Visitation  in  the  Residence  Halls 

Male  visitors  may  not  be  entertained  in  any  dormitory  except  in 
tie  public  parlors.    Open  house  will  be  observed  on  special  occasions.

DRESS 

At  all  times  appropriate  and  socially  acceptable  standards  of  dress 
are  expected  of  Meredith  students.  We  feel  that  standards  are  important 
not  only  to  the  individual  student  but  also  to  the  position  of  the  College 
in  a  wider  community. 

1.  At  specific  times,  to  be  designated  by  the  Social  Standards  Com- 
mittee of  the  Student  Activities  Board,  in  consulation  with  the 
Dean  of  Students,  certain  dress  will  be  required — e.g.  Founders' 
Day  and  Sunday  lunch. 
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2.  Rollers,  being  found  unacceptable  to  all  patterns  of  proper  dress, 
may  be  worn  in  the  library  only  on  Saturday  afternoons  and  in 
the  dining  hall  only  on  weekends — Friday  night  through  Sunday 
night,  excluding  Saturday  and  Sunday  lunch.  Rollers  are  not  worn 
to  classes  or  assemblies. 

3.  For  reasons  of  health  and  safety,  shoes  must  be  worn  in  the  dining 
hall,  science  laboratories,  and  stables. 

4.  En  route  to  and  from  the  gymnasium  and  designated  sun-bathing 
areas,  girls  must  wear  coverups  over  their  bathing  attire. 

ENTERTAINMENT  ON  CAMPUS 

1.  Guests  will  be  received  in  the  following  places: 

a.  Johnson  Hall  and  front  Breezeways  only;  not  to  be  received 
between  dormitories. 

b.  Poteat,  Heilman  and  Barefoot  lounges. 

2.  Entertainment  areas  on  campus. 

a.  First  Floor  Dormitory  Parlors  are  used  for  meetings,  parties, 
and  dating.  Students  meet  their  dates  at  the  designated  areas 
and  accompany  them  to  the  parlors,  entering  by  court  doors 
only.    This  will  prevent  boys  from  being  in  the  court  alone. 

b.  The  Gym  may  be  used  for  dating  during  the  hours  posted  b> 
the  Physical  Education  Department.  Equipment  must  be  re- 
turned to  its  proper  place  upon  leaving. 

c.  The  Hut  is  a  place  for  dating,  leisure,  and  recreation.  It  ma> 
be  reserved  in  the  Dean  of  Students  Office  for  these  occasions 
Programs  are  occasionally  presented  for  entertainment.    Tht 
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Hut,  which  is  a  log  cabin,  contains  two  big  fireplaces,  an  elec- 
tric stove,  refrigerator  and  kitchen  utensils.  Clubs,  organiza- 
tions, and  all  persons  must  reserve  the  Hut  in  advance  through 
the  Dean  of  Students'  office.  At  the  time  of  obtaining  the  key, 
such  individuals  or  groups  will  be  asked  to  sign  a  statement 
in  keeping  with  the  regulations.  Rules  for  use  of  the  Hut  are 
posted  on  the  door  of  the  Hut. 

d.  The  College  Center,  which  will  be  completed  in  August,  will 
house  the  College  book  store,  post  office,  grill,  student  offices, 
and  a  spacious  lounge  and  recreation  area. 

e.  Use  of  the  lake  area  is  discouraged  at  night. 

3.  Overnight  Guests  in  the  Dormitory. 

A  Meredith  Student  should  see  that  all  her  overnight  guests  are 
properly  registered.  She  should  accompany  her  guest  to  the  sign-out 
desk  in  her  dormitory  where  the  visitor  will  carefully  read  the  college 
guest  form  and  sign  her  name  in  the  book.  The  hall  proctor  must  also 
be  informed  of  the  arrival  of  the  guest. 

Groups  of  delegates  attending  conferences  in  Raleigh  may  not  be 
housed  in  Meredith  dormitories  unless  special  arrangements  have  been 
made  in  advance  with  the  Dean  of  Students. 

Payment  for  meals  of  guests  are  either  made  by  the  hostess  previous 
to  the  guest's  arrival  or  by  the  guest  at  each  meal. 

DORMITORY  REGULATIONS:  FRESHMEN 

Lights  Out 

1.  The  first  six  weeks  of  classes,  first  semester  freshmen  must  have 
their  lights  out  at  official  bedtime  except  on  Friday  and  Saturday 
nights.  On  one  night  a  week  lights  may  be  kept  on  an  hour  after 
official  bedtime  provided  that  roommates  sign  with  their  hall  proc- 
tor for  the  privilege.  Failure  to  observe  regulations  concerning 
official  bedtime  will  result  in  a  calldown. 

2.  Freshmen  representatives  to  the  Legislative,  Student  Activities, 
and  M.  C.  A.  Boards  may  leave  their  lights  on,  as  needed,  on  the 
nights  that  they  attend  their  respective  board  meetings. 

Dormitory  Cards 

Freshmen  dormitory  cards  will  be  checked  through  Thanksgiving  for 
mistakes.  Mistakes  on  destination,  date,  or  time  will  warrant  a  calldown. 

1.  Dormitory  cards  aid  in  locating  a  student  in  case  of  an  emergency. 
Dormitory  cards  are  filled  out  on  a  weekly  basis  and  should  be 
turned  over  or  turned  in  to  the  hall  proctor  by  6:00  p.m.  every 
Monday. 

2.  When  signing  out,  each  student  records  on  her  own  dormitory 
card  the  name  of  the  person  with  whom  she  is  going  and  her 
destination.  A  student  may  not  sign  out  or  in  for  another  dormi- 
tory student. 
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3.  A  first  semester  freshman  must  sign  out  on  her  dormitory  card 
when: 

a.  Leaving  the  campus  except  when  signing  on  a  special  permis- 
sion sHp. 

b.  Dating  in  a  parlor  or  on  campus. 

c.  Horseback  riding  or  bicycle  riding  oflf  campus  or  outside  the 
Ridgewood  or  Wilmont  areas. 

4.  A  second  semester  freshman  must  sign  out  on  her  dormitory  card 

when: 

a.  Leaving  the  campus  or  dating  after  7:30  p.m. 

b.  Leaving  the  campus  before  7:30  p.m.,  but  not  expecting  to 
return  to  the  campus  prior  to  that  hour. 

5.  Freshman  dormitory  cards  will  be  checked  through  Thanksgiving 
for  mistakes.  Mistakes  warranting  call  downs  are  as  follows: 
mistakes  on  destination,  wrong  dates,  miscounting  privileges  or 
overnights,  wrong  times,  or  last  names  not  being  first. 

Special  Permisssion  Slips  (filed  in  S.  P.  Box). 

A  student  must  sign  a  special  permission  slip  immediately  upon  leaving 
and  upon  returning  to  the  college  for  each: 

L  Trip  outside  15-mile  radius  of  Raleigh.         2.  Overnight  absence. 
3.  Late  permission. 

Privileges 

1.  First  semester  freshmen. 

a.  Four  evening  privileges  per  week. 

b.  Fourteen  overnights. 

2.  Second  semester  freshmen. 

a.  Unlimited  evening  privileges. 

b.  Unlimited  overnights. 

3.  Any  evening  privilege  begins  at  7:30  p.m.  Dating  in  the  evening 
counts  as  a  privilege  on  or  off  campus.  If  a  date  comes  unex- 
pectedly to  see  a  student,  she  may  see  him  for  fifteen  minutes 
without  using  a  privilege.  More  than  one  fifteen  minute  date 
during  an  evening  counts  as  a  regular  privilege.  Some  activities 
which  do  not  count  as  a  privilege  during  the  evening  provided 
that  the  student  is  not  dating  are:  classes  held  away  from  campus, 
on-campus  business  appointments,  on-campus  visits  with  relatives, 
trips  within  Wilmont  (which  extends  from  Roy's  to  Dixie  Trail) 
or  Ridgewood  Shopping  Center,  and  attendance  at  church  activi- 
ties. When  going  to  Ridgewood  or  the  Wilmont  area  without  a 
date,  a  student  need  not  sign  out. 

4.  First  semester  freshmen  may  participate  in  MCA  extension  proj- 
ects at  Dorothea  Dix  Hospital  or  other  service  projects  without 
taking  a  privilage. 

5.  First  semester  freshmen  may  borrow  a  privilege  from   the   next 
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week,  if  she  notifies  her  hall  proctor  of  the  action  prior  to  the 
action.  Within  three  weeks,  the  overall  number  of  evening  privi- 
leges must  not  exceed  the  specified  twelve. 


DORMITORY  REGULATIONS:  ALL  STUDENTS 

Dormitory  Hours 

Every  student  must  be  oyt  of  the  hall  from  official  bedtime  until  rising 
bell  except  with  permission  from  her  hall  proctor.  A  student  obtains  per- 
mission from  her  hall  proctor  to  spend  the  night  other  than  in  her  room 
and  also  tells  the  proctor  on  whose  hall  she  is  visiting. 

Room  Changes 

1.  No  student  may  change  her  room  or  roommate  until  two  weeks 
after  classes  start. 

2.  Unless  an  emergency  arises,  all  room  changes  must  be  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  first  semester.  Room  changes 
for  second  semester  must  be  completed  during  the  first  two  weeks. 

3.  Students  must  have  permission  from  the  Dean  of  Students  before 
making  any  changes. 

Quiet  Hours 

Reasonable  quiet  shall  be  observed  in  the  dormitories  at  all  times  and 
Busy  signs  shall  be  respected.  Special  quiet  is  observed  during  morning 
class  hours  and  during  evening  study  hour  from  7:30  to  10:00  p.m.  on  all 
nights  except  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Radios,  record  players,  televisions, 
or  other  musical  instruments  must  not  be  heard  outside  the  room  during 
the  hours  of  special  quiet.  Radios  should  not  be  placed  in  the  windows. 
Official  bedtime  is  12:15  a.m.  Sunday  through  Thursday,  and  1:15  a.m. 
on  Friday,  and  Saturday.  Quiet  must  be  observed  after  these  hours, 
and  each  student  must  remain  out  of  the  hall. 


Telephones 

Students  may  use  the  house  and  pay  telephones  located  on  all  dormi- 
tory floors.  There  is  a  five  minute  phone  limit  on  the  house  and  pay 
telephones  unless  permission  is  obtained  from  the  hall  proctor. 

Any  student  desiring  a  private  telephone  in  her  room  may  make 
arrangements  with  the  telephone  company  to  install  one  for  which  she 
pays  the  company  the  regular  telephone  rate. 

Married  Students 

Failure  to  declare  marital  status  immediately  will  be  regarded  as  in- 
tentional falsification  of  all  college  records. 
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Married  students  may  live  in  the  Meredith  dormitories  under  the 
following  conditions: 

1.  Each  married  student  must  be  accepted  by  the  Dean  of  Students^ 
prior  to  moving  into  a  dormitory.  in 

2.  All  student  government  regulations  apply  to  married  students  ac-  ^ 
cording  to  their  academic  classification. 

Dormitory  Card:  Upperclassmen 

Upperclassmen  sign  out  on  a  dormitory  card  which  includes  informa- 
tion formerly  required  on  the  Special  Permission  Slip. 

If  the  student  is  staying  overnight  in  a  hotel,  motel,  etc.,  the  card  is 
taken  to  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Students  for  approval. 


PENALTIES 

These  penalties  are  drawn  up  by  the  Legislative  Board.    The  Inter 
dormitory  Board  may  give  additional  penalties  for  repeated  infractions 
of  regulations  otherwise  handled  automatically. 

Call  Downs 

Call  downs  are  given  by  members  of  the  Legislative  and  Interdormitory 
Boards  for  infractions  of  regulations.  One  automatic  call  down  is  given 
for  the  following: 

1 .  Failure  to  sign  out  or  failure  to  sign  in  on  dormitory  card.  Upon 
returning  to  the  college,  a  student  who  has  failed  to  sign  out  must 
report  herself  to  her  hall  proctor  and  be  allowed  to  sign  in,  re- 
ceiving only  one  call  down. 

2.  Failure  to  sign  in  or  failure  to  sign  out  on  special  permission  slip. 

3.  Failure  to  complete  registration  of  guests. 

4.  Failure  to  cancel  special  permission. 

5.  Making  unnecessary  noise. 

6.  Failure  to  return  to  the  college  at  the  required  time.  Two  call  downs 
after  the  first  five  minutes  late;  for  over  fifteen  minutes,  penalty  is 
decided  by  the  Interdormitory  Board.  A  student  who  realizes  she 
cannot  return  to  the  College  by  closing  time  (when  she  has  signed 
out  on  her  dorm  card)  or  by  the  time  for  which  she  has  signed  out 
(when  she  is  signed  out  on  a  special  permission  slip)  should  call 
the  Resident  Adviser.  She  should  give  her  location,  reason  for 
being  late,  and  the  approximate  time  she  expects  to  return.  Notify- 
ing the  Resident  Adviser  is  the  responsibility  of  the  individual 
student.  This  does  not  necessarily  excuse  the  lateness. 

7.  Signing  out  on  dormitory  cards  or  special  permission  slips  a  day 
prior  to  departure. 

8.  Failure  to  observe  regulations  concerning  official  bedtime. 
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9.  Failure  to  comply  with  infirmary  or  library  regulations. 

Withdrawal  of  privileges  is  given  for  infractions  of  regulations.  If  a  stu- 
ient  overdraws  her  privileges  for  one  week,  her  corresponding  privileges 
ire  automatically  withdrawn  for  the  following  week. 

ZIampuses 

1.  The  secretary  of  the  Interdormitory  Board  notifies  a  student  that 
she  has  one  week  in  which  to  begin  campus.  (She  may  be  given 
an  additional  week  to  begin  if  the  campus  involves  an  exam  week. 
A  campus  may  be  served  during  the  first  week  of  the  next  fall 
semester. ) 

She  reports  to  her  hall  proctor  and  the  Interdormitory  Board 
secretary  the  day  and  hour  she  is  beginning  campus.  The  desig- 
nated number  of  days  must  be  served  consecutively. 

2.  Permission  to  break  campus  is  given  by  the  Student  Government 
president  in  cases  of  emergency.  If  the  Student  Government  presi- 
dent is  not  available,  the  permission  can  be  given  by  the  Judicial 
Board  chairman,  the  Legislative  Board  chairman,  or  the  Student 
Activities  Board  chairman. 

3.  Strict  campus 

a.  Given  for  some  offenses  requiring  action  by  the  Judicial  Board. 

b.  Restrictions: 

(1)  The  student  must  remain  on  the  campus. 

(2)  The  student  may  have  no  dates.  This  includes  dates  less 
than  15  minutes. 

(3)  The  student  may,  however,  exercise  the  following  social 
privileges,  provided  she  is  not  dating:  attending  com- 
munity series  (i.e.  concerts,  lectures,  plays)  and  attending 
Sunday  morning  and  evening  church  services. 

4.  Lenient  campus 

a.  Given  for  the  following: 

( 1 )  Accumulation  of  six  call  downs 

(2)  Same  offenses  requiring  action  by  the  Interdormitory 
Board. 

b.  Restrictions  same  as  strict  campus  except: 

The   student  may   go  to  Ridgewood   and   Wilmont   business 
establishments  once  a  day,  provided  she  is  not  dating. 

5.  Lenient  week-end  campus 

Lenient  week-end  campus,  which  shall  be  defined  as  beginning 
Friday  at  8:00  a.m.  and  ending  Monday  at  8:00  a.m.,  is  given  in 
cases  deemed  necessary  by  the  Interdormitory  Board  and  carries 
the  same  restrictions  as  lenient  campus. 

JUDICIAL  BOARD  REPRIMAND,  PROBATION,  PROBATION 
WITH  REDUCTION  OF  SOCIAL  PRIVILEGES,  SUSPENSION, 
EXPULSION,  or  other  penalties  may  be  given  for  serious  offenses 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Judicial  Board. 
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Judicial  Board  Reprimand 

1.  Notification  of  the  parents  to  be  considered  by  the  Dean  of  Stu 
dents. 

2.  Statement  of  Reprimand  in  Judicial  Board  minutes. 

3.  Student  while  on  Judicial  Reprimand  to  be  ineligible  to  run  o 
be  appointed  to  certain  offices. 

4.  If  the  Judicial  Board  finds  guilty  of  a  social  offense  a  studen 
whom  it  has  already  reprimanded  for  a  violation  of  a  social  regu- 
lation, it  shall  impose  a  penalty  of  no  less  than  probation. 

5.  If  the  Judicial  Board  finds  guilty  of  an  academic  offense  a  studen 
whom  it  has  already  reprimanded  for  a  violation  of  an  academic 
regulation,  it  shall  impose  a  penalty  of  no  less  than  probation. 

6.  Duration  of  the  period  of  Judicial  Board  Reprimand  will  be  speci 
fled  by  the  Judicial  Board  for  each  individual  case. 

Probation 

1.  Notification  of  the  parents  to  be  considered  by  the  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents. 

2.  Statement  of  offense  to  be  placed  in  confidential  file  in  the  Dean 
of  Students'  Office. 

3.  Student  while  on  probation  to  be  ineligible  to  run  or  be  appointed 
to  certain  offices. 

4.  If  a  student  on  probation  is  returned  to  Judicial  Board  for  further 
violations,  either  suspension  or  expulsion  may  be  considered. 

Probation  with  reduction  of  social  privileges 

1.  Notification  of  the  parents  to  be  considered  by  the  Dean  of 
Students. 

2.  Statement  of  offense  to  be  placed  in  confidential  file  in  the  Dean 
of  Students'  Office. 

3.  Student  while  on  probation  to  be  ineligible  to  run  for  or  be  ap- 
pointed to  certain  offices. 

4.  Reduction  of  social  privileges  to  be  determined  by  the  Judicial 
Board. 

Suspension 

1.  After  notice  of  suspension,  a  student  must  leave  campus  within  24 
hours.  During  the  period  of  suspension,  she  may  return  to  the 
campus  for  official  business  with  administration  officers  and/or 
Student  Government  officers,  at  which  time  she  may  see  her  friends. 

2.  The  student  may  apply  for  re-admission  to  Meredith  after  a  speci- 
fied period  of  time. 

Expulsion 

1.  After  notice  of  expulsion,  a  student  must  leave  the  campus  within 
24  hours. 
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2.  The  student  does  not  have  the  privilege  to  apply  for  re-admission 
to  Meredith. 

The  Judicial  Board  will  usually  act  on  the  following  serious  offenses. 

1.  Cheating  in  tests  and  examinations. 

2.  Cheating  in  assignments. 

a.  Accepting  of  assistance  in  themes,  book  reports,  book  out- 
lines, or  other  written  work  either  in  organization  or  in  correc- 
tions in  violation  of  procedures  prescribed  by  individual 
instructors. 

b.  Failure  to  give  proper  credit  in  written  work  for  quotations 
and  distinctive  ideas  drawn  from  the  writings  of  other  people. 
(Note:  For  research  papers,  the  "Handbook  of  Form  for  Re- 
search Papers"  will  be  the  guide  for  proper  documentation. 
For  other  types  of  written  assignments,  the  instructor  will  give 
directions;  the  responsibility  for  understanding  and  carefully 
following  such  instructions  lies  with  each  student.) 

c.  Using  another  student's  mathematical  problems,  maps,  or  notes 
on  parallel  reading. 

d.  Signing  for  parallel  reading  which  has  not  been  done. 

e.  Copying  laboratory  work  from  other  students. 

f.  Using  interlined  books. 

3.  Theft. 

4.  Falsification  of  college  records. 

5.  General  dishonesty. 

6.  Violation  of  the  drinking  policy. 

a.  Possession  or  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  the  campus 
or  at  a  college  sponsored  function. 

b.  Returning  to  the  campus  in  a  state  of  intoxication. 

7.  Any  other  offense  of  a  serious  nature. 

Note:  Probation,  probation  with  reduction  of  social  privileges, 
suspension  and  expulsion  are  given  upon  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the 
voting  members  of  the  Judicial  Board,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President  of  the  College. 

Non-Resident  Students 

Judicial  Board  Action  is  taken  for  the  accumulation  of  six  call  downs 
by  non-resident  students.  For  any  other  infraction,  a  non-resident  stu- 
dent's case  will  be  handled  by  the  Judicial  Board. 

Jurisdiction  of  the  College 

Students  are  expected  to  maintain  at  all  times  a  high  standard  of 
personal  conduct  in  keeping  with  Meredith  College  principles.  The 
College  reserves  the  right  to  suspend  or  to  exclude  at  any  time  any 
student  whose  academic  standing  or  conduct  is  regarded  by  Meredith 
College  as  undesirable  or  unacceptable.

There  are  also  traditions  for  each  of  the  classes.  Each  year 
freshmen  give  a  breakfast  for  the  juniors  and  the  juniors  give  the  fr 
men  a  party.  The  juniors  also  honor  the  seniors  every  spring  with 
annual  Junior-Senior  banquet. 

The  big-sister  tradition,  probably  the  best  loved  one   at  Mere 
comes  in  the  junior  year.    In  late  summer  each  junior  receives  a  1 
from  her  class  president  telling  her  the  name  and  address  of  her  "1 
sister,"  an  incoming  freshman,  who  is  assigned  to  the  junior  as 
special  charge  until  the  upperclassman  is  graduated.

In  the  fall  of  1913  the  faculty  wi 
that  the  custom  of  hiding  and  searching  for  the  crook  by  the  Ju 
and  Senior  classes  be  discontinued  because  of  excessive  class  spirit, 
custom  was  revived  at  the  Commencement  of  1929,  when  the  Cr 
was  again  presented  to  the  incoming  Senior  Class  on  Class  Day. 
Crook,  which  is  hidden  each  year  by  the  senior  class,  is  searched 
during  the  last  two  weeks  by  the  junior  class. 

Commencement  week  brings  to  light  many  more  Meredith  traditit 
The  sophomores  especially  look  forward  to  the  Class  Day  exerc 
in  the  Amphitheater  during  commencement.  They  set  out  on  a  da 
picking  excursion  at  sunrise  and  work  eagerly  to  make  the  daisy  ch; 
to  be  used  in  the  afternoon  exercises.  The  white-clad  sophomores  \ 
the  two  daisy  chains  and  sing  to  their  sister  class  as  it  marches  thro 

One  night  of  that  week  at  a  grudge  bonfire,  each  senior  bums 
article  she  has  most  disliked  at  Meredith,  so  that  memories  of  Mere 
will  be  only  pleasant  ones.  On  Saturday  afternoon  before  comme 
ment  sophomores  form  the  senior  class  numerals  on  the  island  at 
lake;  then  the  seniors,  after  singing  "The  Queen  of  Our  Hearts," 
their  permanent  class  officers. 

Besides  the  traditions  already  discussed,  the  classes  are  divided  ; 
the  odd  and  the  even  classes,  each  with  its  distinctive  customs.  "I 
to  the  Even  Spirit"  is  the  song  of  the  even  girls  written  in  response 
"Them  Bones,"  earlier  established  as  the  song'  of  the  odd  classes. 
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5S  Day  the  members  of  the  odd  classes  wear  black  gloves  on  their 
hands  and  the  even  girls  give  their  little  sisters  a  token  bag  of  sticks 
stones  to  "protect  them  from  the  Odd  Spirits'  bones."  The  colors  of 
.odd  classes  are  blue  and  white  until  their  junior  year,  when  they 
;  rainbow  colors.  Among  the  even  classes,  the  leap-year  classes  use 
pie  and  gold;  the  other  "evens"  use  green  and  white.  The  college 
)rs  are  maroon  and  white  and  the  college  flower  is  the  iris. 


Constitution   and    Bylaws 


OF  THE  STUDENT  GOVERNMENT  ASSOCIATION 

PREAMBLE

We,  the  students  of  Meredith  College,  organized  as  the  Student  Govemmt* 
Association  desiring  to  assume  our  proper  share  of  responsibility  and  to  ass 
the  administration  and  faculty  in  advancing  the  ideals  and  endeavors  of  ) 
college,  have  adopted  the  following  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 

ARl  ICLE  I 
Name 

The  association  shall  be  called  the  Student  Government  Association  of  Me 
dith  College. 

ARTICLE  II 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  promote,  in  cooperation  with  1 
administration,   the   general   welfare  of  the   student   body;   to  enact   and   enfoi 
regulations    of    the    association;    to    uphold    the    high    ideals    of    the    college; 
promote  interest  in  campus  affairs;  and  to  supervise  all  student  activities  for  t 
best  interest  of  the  student  body  as  a  whole. 

ARTICLE  III 
Grant  Of  Powers 

Under  the  grant  of  power  given  to  the  Student  Government  AsscKiation,  l 
students  have  freedom  in  shaping  the  policies  and  regulations  for  student  li 
In  the  exercise  of  its  governing  powers,  the  Association  is  ultimately  responsil 
to  the  faculty  and  administration  under  authorization  by  the  Board  of  Truste 

ARTICLE  IV 
Membership  and  Responsibility 

Section    1.   Membership.   Upon   registration   at   Meredith   all   students   worki' 
toward  a  degree  shall  become  members  of  the  Student  Government  Associati< 
Resident  students  are  under  jurisdiction  of  the  Association   in  all   matters;   nc 
resident  students  are  under  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Association,  except 
matters  which  are  under  the  control  of  their  parents  and  guardians. 

Section   2.   Responsibility.    Each   student   in   coming  to    Meredith   College   i, 
cepts  college  citizenship  involving  self-government  under  the  Honor  Code,  whi 
as  defined  by  the  Student  Government  Association,  means  that: 

Each  student  is  expected  to  be  honest  and  truthful  at  all  times. 

Each  student  is  personally  responsible  for  her  own  conduct,  for  her  obligati 
to  the  college  community,  and  for  informing  herself  of  and  abiding  by  : 
college  regulations.  If  a  student  breaks  a  regulation,  she  is  expected  to  corr 
her  offense  by  reporting  herself  to  the  proper  authority:  in  an  administrat 
matter,  to  the  officer  of  administration  concerned;  in  an  academic  matter, 
the  instructor  concerned;  and  a  student  government  matter,  to  an  uppercl 
member  of  the  Judicial  Board. 

Each  student  is  responsible  for  seeing  that  the   Honor  Code  is  carried  out  • 
all  times.     If  she   is  aware  of  a  violation  of  the   Code   by  another  student.   • 
should  call  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  that  student  as  a  violation  of  respor 
bility  to  the  community. 

Section  3.  Statement  of  responsibilities.  Each  student  early  in  her  first 
mester  shall  sign  a  statement  concerning  her  responsibilities  as  a  member  of 
Student  Government  Association. 
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ARTICLE  V 

Officers  and  Their  Duties 

ECTiON  I.  Officers.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  presi-

jr,  an  Interdormitory  Board  chairman,  an  Elections  Board  chairman  and 
\dbook  editor,  and  a  chief  student  advisor. 

ECTION  2.  Duties. 

v.  President.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  Association  to  pre- 

over  all  meetings  of  the  Association;  to  preside  over   all  meetings  of  the 

lent  Government  Executive  Committee;  to  serve  as  an  ex-officio  member  of 

Judicial,  Legislative,  Student  Activities,  and  Interdorm  Board;  to  attend  meet- 

i  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  upon  invitation  and  as  a  member  of  the  Student 

Committee;   attending  at   her  discretion   the   regular   meetings   of   the   four 

ds;  to  appoint  a  parliamentarian  if  she  so  chooses;  and  to  perform  other  duties 

may  fall  upon  her  as  president  of  the  Association. 

,.  Executive  Vice-President.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Vice- 
,ident  of  the  Association  to  assist  the  President  in  all  student  government 
irs,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Student  Government  Executive  Com- 
ice,  and  to  preside  over  all  meetings  of  this  committee  in  the  absence  of 
I  President,  to  serve  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Judicial,  Legislative, 
lent  Activities  and  Interdormitory  Boards,  and  to  assume  all  other  powers 
duties  delegated  by  the  President  of  the  Association.  A  vacancy  which 
irs  in  the  office  of  President  of  the  Association  shall  be  filled  by  the 
;utive  Vice-President. 

.  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  one  vice-president  to  serve  as 
lirman  of  the  Legislative  Board;  one  vice-president  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
'cial  Board;  and  one  vice-president  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Student  Activi- 
Board.  They  shall  perform  also  other  duties  that  may  fall  upon  them  as  vice- 
idents  of  the  Association. 

I.  Secretaries.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislative  secretary  to  perform  all 
etarial  duties  for  the  Association  and  for  the  Legislative  Board;  to  be  re- 
isible  for  all  general  correspondence  of  the  Association;  and  it  shall  be  the 
'  of  the  judicial  secretary  to  perform  all  secretarial  duties  for  the  Judicial 
rd.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Student  Activities  Board  secretary  to  perform 
(Secretarial  duties  of  the  Student  Activities  Board;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
ihe  Interdormitory  Board  secretary  to  perform  all  secretarial  duties  for  the 
rdormitory  Board. 

.  Treasurer.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Association  to  keep 
'rict  and  permanent  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Associa- 
,  to  prepare  bi-monthly  reports  to  be  signed  jointly  by  her  and  the  Dean 
itudents;  and  to  submit  the  records  for  annual  audit.  It  shall  be  her  further 
'  to  distribute  to  the  campus  organizations  the  funds  allocated  for  each  in 
student  activities  budget,  and  to  check  the  bi-monthly  reports  of  the  trea- 
rs  of  all  organizations  receiving  funds  from  the  Student  Budget  fee,  and 
'ect  the  records  for  annual  audit. 

.  Interdormitory  Board  Chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Interdormitory 
ird  chairman  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Interdormitory  Board. 

r.  Elections  Board  Chairman  and  Handbook  Editor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
I  Elections  Board  chairman  and  handbook  editor  to  serve  as  chairman  of 
lElections  Board  and  as  editor  of  the  Student  Handbook. 

[.  Chief  Student  Adviser.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Student  Adviser 
jelect,  in  cooperation  with  the  administrative  officer  who  is  adviser  to  the 
lent  Advisers'  group,  the  freshman  and  transfer  advisers;  to  preside  over 
meetings   of   the    Student   Advisers;   and   to   appoint   committees    as    needed. 
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ARTICLE  VI

ARTICLE  VII 

Student  Government  Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  Function. 

A.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Student  Government  Executive  Commi 
to   serve    as    the   executive    branch   of   the   Association.    It   shall    put    into   ef^ 
such  changes  in  the  constitution  and  the  regulations  of  the  Association  as  b* 
been  approved  by  the  Legislative  Board,  the  Association,  the  Student  Life  C 
mittee,  the  Dean  of  Students,  and  the  President  of  the  College. 

B.  It    shall    act    as    the    co-ordinating    body    by    keeping    itself    informed^ 
legislative    proposals,    judicial    decisions,    and    plans    made    by    the    Student  f 
tivities  Board.  It  shall  discuss  over-all  policy,  including  problems  arising  wi 
the  four  boards;  propose  legislation;  and  make  other  recommendations  and  ; 
gestions  for  appropriate  action  to  the  proper  board. 

C.  When  the  circumstances  warrant,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  sumr 
before  the  Judicial  Board  any  member  of  the  Association. 

D.  It  shall  serve  as  the  appeals  board  for  judicial  decisions. 

E.  When  the  circumstances  warrant,  a  member  of  the  Student  Governn 
Executive  Committee  may  institute  a  dormitory  check. 

F.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Student  Government  Executive  Commi 
to  educate  the  student  body  concerning  form,  function,  and  regulations  of 
Student  Government  Association. 

Section  2.  Membership.  The  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  s 
consist    of   the    president    of    the    Association;    the    executive    vice-president,    ^ 
three   vice-presidents;   the  chairman   of  the   Interdormitory   Board;   the   presit^' 
of  the  non-resident  students;  the  chief  student  adviser,  the  treasurer  of  the 
sociation;  and  a  representative  elected  from  and  by  the  Student  Activities  Bo 
who  shall  perform  all  secretarial  duties  of  the  Committee. 

Section  3.  Meetint^s.  The  Student  Government  Executive  Committee  s 
meet  regularly  to  consider  the  business  of  that  body.  During  the  year  there  i 
be  joint  meetings  with  the  Student  Life  Committee. 

Section  4.  Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Student  Governrr^ 
Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum.

ARTICLE  VIII 
Legislative  Board  jj 

Section  1.  Function. 

A.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Legislative  Board  to  recommend  to 
student  body,  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  in  the  regulations  of  the 
sociation. 

B.  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Legislative  Board  to  receive  recommei 
tions  concerning  changes  in  the  constitution  and  in  regulations  of  the  Assc 
tion  from  student  groups  or  from  the  entire  student  body,  from  the  Stu< 
Life  Committee  or  from  the  Student  Government  Executive  Committee. 
Legislative  Board  shall  refer  such  changes  as  are  accepted  by  the  Board  to 
Association  for  acceptance;  it  shall  then  refer  such  changes  to  the  Student 
Committee  and  the  President  of  the  College  for  approval.  Changes  of  a  punifi 
nature  shall  be  referred  only  to  the  President  of  the  College  and  the  Student 
Committee  for  final  approval. 
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CTION  2.  Membership.  The  Legislative  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the 
"man  of  the  legislative  board,  the  treasurer  of  the  Association,  the  Elections 
d  chairman  and  handbook  editor,  the  secretary  of  the  Legislative  Board,  a 
jsentative  of  the  nonresident  students,  the  dormitory  vice-presidents,  three 
omore  representatives,  and  tvv'o  freshman  representatives. 

CTION  3.  Duties  of  the  Officers. 

Chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  legislative  board 
;rve  as  a  non-voting  member,  to  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Legislative 
d,  to  call  any  meetings  she  may  deem  necessary;  and  to  appoint  com- 
es as  needed.  She  shall  serve  as  a  non-voting  member  of  the  Student  Life 
mittee. 

Vice-Chairman.  The  Legislative  Board  shall  elect  from  its  senior  members 
;e-chairman  to  assist  the  chairman  and  to  preside  over  the  meetings  in  the 
fice  of  the  Chairman. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Legislative  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secre- 
of  the  Legislative  Board  to  record  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  the 
ciation  and  of  the  Legislative  Board,  to  serve  as  a  non-voting  member,  and 
ubmit  to  the  Student  Life  Committee  all  recommendations  of  the  Board 
erning   changes   in   the   constitution   and   in   regulations    of   the   Association. 

.CTION  4.  Duties  of  the  Members. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of  the  Legislative  Board  to  serve 
liaison  between  her  respective  group  and  the  Legislative  Board. 

Class  Representatives. 

1.  Sophomore.  It   shall  be   the  duty  of  the   sophomore   representatives   to 
assist  the  Handbook  editor  in  editing  the  Student  Handbook. 

2.  Freshman.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  freshman  representatives  to  assist 
the  Handbook  editor  in  editing  the  Student  Handbook. 

CTION  5.  Meetings.  The  Legislative  Board  shall  meet  regularly  to  consider 
lousiness  of  that  group.  During  the  year  there  may  be  joint  meetings  with 
Jtudent  Life  Committee. 

CTION  6.  Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Board 
constitute  a  quorum. 


ARTICLE  IX 
Judicial  Board 
iCTiON  1.  Function. 

It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial  Board  to  withdraw  privileges  from 
impose  penalties  upon  any  member  of  the  Association  who  has  committed 
)ffense  warranting  probation,  probation  with  reduction  of  social  privileges, 
;nsion,  or  expulsion,  or  has  violated  the  Honor  Code.  The  penalties  of  pro- 
m,  probation  with  reduction  of  social  privileges,  suspension,  and  expulsion 

be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Judicial  Board,  the  Dean  of  Students,  and 
President  of  the  College. 

It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial  Board  to  summon  before  it  and 
imand  any  member  of  the  Association  whose  conduct  warrants  such  action. 

It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial  Board  to  request  that  any  member 
jie  Student  Government  Association,  including  members  of  the  four  governing 
es,  appear  before  the  board  at  the  hearing  of  a  case  to  give  pertinent 
rmation.  These  witnesses  shall  have  no  vote. 

It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Judicial  Board,  upon  a  two-thirds  vote 
he  members  of  the  Board,  to  require  the  holder  of  any  campus  office 
i'  has  not  shown  herself  worthy  of  responsibility  to  withdraw  from  that  office. 


iCTiON  2.  Membership.  The  Judicial  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  chair- 
,  the  secretary,  the  chairman  of  the  Interdormitory  Board,  two  representatives 
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from  each  class  and  four  faculty  members  appointed  by  the  President.   The  Pl 
dent  of  the  S.G.A.  and  a  representative  of  the   Non-Resident  students  will  %  '^ 
as  non-voting  members,    in  cases  involving  non-resident  students,  the  non-resi 
representative  will  become  a  voting  member. 


Section  3.  Duties  of  the  Officers. 

A.  Chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  Judicial  B  ^ 
to  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Judicial  Board,  serve  as  a  non-v<  [" 
member,  to  call  necessary  meetings  of  that  Board. 

B.  The  V ice-Chairman.  The  Judicial  Board  shall  elect  from  its  senior  mer 
a  vice-chairman  to  assist  the  Chairman  and  to  preside  over  the  meetin 
the  absence  of  the  Chairman. 


C.   Secretary  of  the  Judicial  Board.    It   shall   be   the   duty   of   the   secretar 
the  Judicial    Board   to   record   the   proceedings   and   decisions  of  all   meeting 
the  Board,  to  serve  as  a  non-voting  member,  and  to  submit  decisions  of  the  Biiii 
to  the  Dean  of  Students.

Functions.  The  functions  of  the  Interdormitory  Board  shall  be  as  follows:

2.  To  enforce  dormitory  regulations  and  maintain  order. 

3.  To  handle  routine  offenses  referred  to  the  Board  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Judicial  Board,  such  as: 

a.  Lateness  in  excess  of  15  minutes. 

b.  Other  offenses  which  do  not  merit  probation,  probation  with  reduction 
of  social  privileges,  suspension,  or  expulsion.

i5.  To  provide  over-all  unity  within  dormitory  structure,  such  as  planning 

dormitory-wide  activities. 
Meetings.  Interdormitory  Board  shall  meet  regularly  to  consider  the  business

Quorum.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Interdormitory  Board  shall 
ttute  a  quorum. 

Student  Appeal.  Any  decision  of  the  Interdormitory  Board  may  be  ap-

Student  Government  Association,  Meredith  Recreation 
Association  and  Meredith  Christian  Association. 

ARTICLE   II 

MEETINGS,    ORDER    FOR    BUSINESS,    AND    QUORUM 

Section  L  Meetings  of  the  Association. 

A.  Regular  Meetings.  There  shall  be  regularly  scheduled  meetings  of  the 
Association  for  the  purpose  of  discussion  and  transaction  of  business. 

B.  Called  Meetings.  The  president  of  the  Association  may  call  a  meeting  of 
he  Association  at  any  time.  A  meeting  must  be  called  by  her  at  the  written  re- 
(uest  of  ten  per  cent  of  the  members.  This  request  must  state  the  object  of  the 
neeting. 

C.  Course  in  Freshman  and  Transfer  Training.  There  shall  be  a  special  course 
if  training  in  student  government  for  the  freshmen  and  transfer  students  at  the 
•eginning  of  their  first  semester.  Attendance  at  these  meetings  shall  be  com- 
)ulsory.    An  examination  shall  be  given  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

Sec.  2.  Order  for  Business.  AH  business  meetings  of  the  Association  and  its 
;overning  bodies  shall  be  conducted  according  to  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  as  revised 
a  the  bylaws. 

Sec.  3.  Quorum  for  Ordinary  Business  of  the  Association.  One-third  of  the 
lembers  of  the  Association  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
rdinary  business. 

ARTICLE  III 
Procedures 

Section  1.  Legislative  Procedure.  The  Legislative  Board  receives  recommen- 
ations  concerning  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  in  regulations  of  the  As- 
ociation  from  the  student  groups  or  from  the  entire  student  body,  from  the 
tudent  Life  Committee,  or  from  the  Student  Government  Executive  Com- 
littee.  Legislation  is  introduced  by  the  Chairman  or  a  member  of  the  Board, 
"he  Chairman  may  then  refer  the  proposed  legislation  to  an  appointed  com- 
littee  for  study.  Proposed  legislation  is  voted  upon  by  the  members  of  the 
toard  according  to  Robert's  Rules  of  Order.  The  Legislative  Board  shall  refer 
"fijch  changes  as  are  accepted  by  the  Board  to  the  Association  for  discussion  and 
cceptance;  it  shall  then  refer  such  changes  to  the  Student  Life  Committee,  and 
)  the  President  of  the  College  for  approval.  Changes  for  a  punitive  nature  shall 
e  referred  to  the  Student  Life  Committee  and  to  the  president  for  final  approval. 

Section  2.  Judicial  Procedure. 

A.  Preliminary  Procedure.  This  procedure  shall  be  followd  by  the  Judicial 
loard  and  the  Interdormitory  Board  in  the  preliminary  investigation  of  cases. 
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1.  An  oflFense  may  be  reported  by  the  offender  or  observer  of  the  offense 
or  the  Dean  of  Students  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board  or  the 
President  of  the  SGA. 

2.  After  consultation  the  following  three  decide  whether  a  case  warrants 
Interdormitory  Board  or  Judicial  Board  action:  the  Dean  of  Students, 
the  President  of  the  SGA,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board. 

3.  The  alleged  offender  shall  be  confronted  by  the  Judicial  Board  Chairman 
and  the  President  of  the  SGA  if  she  does  not  report  herself  within 
48  hours  after  being  confronted. 

4.  The  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board,  the  President  of  the  SGA,  and 
the  Dean  of  Students  will  then  question  all  of  the  persons  involved  to 
clarify  facts  concerning  the  case. 

5.  During  the  preliminary  interview,  the  student  shall  be  informed  of 
her  rights. 

B.  Jurisdiction. 

1 .  Interdormitory  Board.  Minor  cases  are  brought  before  the  Interdormitory 
Board. 

a.  Minor  cases  chiefly  involve  an  infraction  of  some  facet  of  the  signout 
procedure,  lates  in  excess  of  15  minutes  or  infractions  of  the  car 
regulations.  (See  Article  X.)  Other  cases  may  be  referred  to  the 
Interdormitory  Board  at  the  discretion  of  the  Judicial  Board. 

b.  The  student  may  or  may  not  appear  before  the  Board  depending  on 
her  desire  to  appear  and  the  clarity  of  the  case.  Penalties  require  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  voting  of  members  present.  They  range  from 
a  call  down(s)  to  a  form  of  a  campus.  (See  "Penalties"  section  of 
the  Handbook.) 

c.  A  student  may  appeal  decisions  made  by  the  Interdormitory  Board 
to  the  Judicial  Board,  the  President  of  the  College,  and  finally  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

2.  Judicial  Board.    Major  cases  are  brought  before  the  Judicial   Board. 

a.  Offenses  warranting  Judicial  Board  action  are  defined  in  the  Penalties 
section  of  the  Handbook.  (Also  see  Article  IX.) 

b.  After  completion  of  the  preliminary  investigation,  the  case  is  presented 
to  the  Judicial  Board.  During  the  presentation  of  the  case,  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Judicial  Board  may  question  a  student  but  only  in  areas 
directly  related  to  the  case.  After  a  charge  is  proposed  and  voted  upon 
by  the  Judicial  Board,  a  two-thirds  quorum  of  voting  members  decides 
the  penalty.  The  penalty  is  decided  at  the  discretion  of  the  Judicial 
Board.  If  the  penalty  is  probation,  probation  with  restriction  of  social 
privileges,  suspension,  or  expulsion,  it  must  be  taken  to  the  President 
of  the  College  at  the  earliest  possible  time.  If  the  President  approves, 
the  student  is  informed  of  her  penalty  as  quickly  as  possible  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board  and/or  the  President  of  the  SGA. 

c.  The  student  may  appeal  a  Judicial  Board  decision  to  the  Student 
Government  Executive  Committee,  the  President  of  the  College,  and 
finally  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 


ARTICLE  IV 

Amendments 

An  amendment  may  be  proposed  by  any  of  the  three  boards  or  the  Student 
Government  Executive  Committee,  by  the  Student  Life  Committee,  or  by  ten  pei 
cent  of  the  members  of  the  Association.  The  proposed  amendment  shall  be 
posted  at  least  one  week  before  it  is  voted  upon  by  the  Association.  Ratification 
of  an  amendment  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Association  and  the 
approval  of  the  Student  Life  Committee  and  the  President  of  the  College. 
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THE  HONOR  SYSTEM 

All  life  at  Meredith  is  based  upon  the  honor  system  which  is  drawn 
up  and  defined  by  the  students  of  the  college  in  the  honor  code. 

The  Meredith  College  Honor  Code: 

1.  Each  student  strives  at  all  times  to  be  honest  and  truthful. 

2.  Each  student  is  personally  responsibile  for  her  own  conduct  and 
for  informing  herself  and  abiding  by  college  regulations. 

3.  Each  student  is  personally  responsible  for  her  obligations  to  the 
college  community. 

4.  Each  student  is  responsible  for  seeing  that  the  honor  code  is,  at 
all  times,  carried  out.  If  she  is  aware  of  a  violation  of  the  code 
by  another  student,  she  should  call  this  matter  to  the  attention 
of  that  student  as  a  violation  of  responsibility  to  the  community. 

Violation  of  the  Meredith  Honor  Code  occurs  when  a  student  is 
dishonest  or  untruthful,  or  when  a  student  fails  to  report  herself  for 
a  rule  infraction.  If  a  regulation  is  broken,  the  student  should  report 
herself  to  the  proper  authorities :  in  an  academic  matter,  to  the  instructor 
concerned;  in  an  administrative  matter,  to  the  officer  of  the  administra- 
tion concerned;  and  in  a  student  government  matter,  to  an  upperclass 
member  of  the  Judicial  Board  or  to  the  President  of  the  S.G.A. 

The  Meredith  Honor  System  is  based  upon  the  principles  of  integrity, 
fulfillment  of  community  obligations,  and  responsibility  for  one's  fellow 
citizens.  When  each  student  tells  the  truth,  is  personally  responsible 
for  her  own  conduct,  and  her  obligations  to  the  college  community,  and 
sees  that  the  honor  system  is  carried  out,  there  is  built  up  an  atmosphere 
of  trust,  basic  to  our  life  at  Meredith.  This  trust  places  upon  each 
student  the  responsibility  for  her  own  action  and  that  of  her  class- 
mates. To  quote  Dr.  Caplin  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  "with  the 
privilege  of  living  in  an  honorable  society  goes  the  duty  of  maintaining 
its  integrity."  No  student  has  completed  her  enrollment  at  Meredith 
College  until  she  has  signed  the  Honor  Pledge: 

"I  do  solemnly  pledge  my  honor  that  as  long  as  I  am  a  student  at 
Meredith  College,  I  will  faithfully  uphold  the  principles  of  the  Honor 
System  and  will  respect  and  observe  its  procedures  and  requirements. 
I  also  pledge  my  support  to  our  system  of  self-government,  an  integral 
part  of  our  way  of  life  at  Meredith  College.  I  promise  to  help  my  fellow 
students  by  calling  to  their  attention  any  action  or  attitude  that  will 
jeopardize  the  Honor  System  or  that  will  weaken  the  system  of  self- 
government.  I  make  this  pledge  in  view  of  the  pledges  of  my  fellow 
students  thus  signifying  our  mutual  trust  and  our  high  resolve  to  keep 
our  honor  forever  sacred  and  our  self-government  forever  strong."
